A  LARGE  impreflion  of  this  work  having  been 
**•  already  difperfed,  under  the  recommendation  of 
a  very  refpeflable  Name*,  the  piefent  edition  needed 
not  to  have  fought  for  other  patronage  or  protection  : 
But  the  obje&  of  the  following  compilation  being  to 
facilitate  a  due  adminiftration  of  the  laws,  it  feems  to 
iblicit,  wkh  peculiar  propriety,  the  favour  of  that 
honourable  Society,  to  which  it  is  inferibed ;  the 
Members  of  which  are  feen  (landing  forth  in  a  caufe, 
which  demands  the  utmoft  vigilance  which  they  can 
employ;  the  utmoft  a&ivity  which  they  can  exert; 
and  the  beft  information  which  they  can  obtain. 

Their  endeavours,  it  is  hoped,  will  be  crowned  with 
fuch  fuccefs,  as  will  prove  highly  fatisfa&ory  to  the 
Royal  Personage,  whofe  good  intentions  they  are 
labouring  to  accomplifh ;  and  eminently  conducive  to 
the  general  welfare.

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it  is  apprehended,  "will  point  out,  in  the  readieft 
manner,  HOW  that  affiftance  may  be  mod  effeflu- 
ally  applied. 

As  the  Editor  has  never  heard  that  any  of  his 
Brother-Magiftrates,  who  have  trufted  to  its  direc- 
tion, have  been  milled  in  any  material  inftance  by 
mif-quotations,  or  omiffions,  in  the  former  edition 
of  this  work,  he  hopes  they  will  have  ftill  lefs  to  fear 
from  the  prefcnt  publication;  which  is  more  full 
and  corredt  than  the  former,  and  includes  the  ftatutes 
of  the  lateft  date,  even  to  the  prefent  day. 

The  retirement  of  the  late  Chief  Juftice  of  the 
King's-Bench  from  the  office  which  he  filled  with 
fuch  diftinguifhed  honour  to  himfelf,  and  with  fuch 
benefit  to  his  country,  does  not  render  the  Magis- 
trate's fituation  at  all  more  precarious  than  heretofore. 
The  candour,  liberality,  and  benevolence  of  his  fuc- 
cefibr,  will  afford  to  every  well-defigning  Juftice  of 
the  Peace  all  the  prote&iQn  he  can  reafonably  defire — 
while  in  every  cafe,  in  which  the  mala  mens  is  dif-  . 
covered,  it  will  be  reprobated  with  all  authority,  and 
meet  with  the  treatment  which  it  deferves. 

It  is  with  great  fatisfa&ion,  that  the  Editor  looks 
forward  to  an  event,  which  (in  confequence  of  a  re- 
(blution  lately  adopted  by  the  Society)  is  about  to 

add 
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add  many  truly  honourable  names  to  the  number  of 
ccling  Magistrates  within  thefe  great  citiea  of  Lon- 
don   and  Weftminfter,    and   their    environs;    where 
the  fervices  of  the  mod  pure,    difinterefted,    and  ac- 
tive Magiftrates  in  the  kingdom  are  wanted,   almoft 
every  hour :   If  fuch  of  the  Members  of  this  refpec- 
tablc  Society,  in  particular,    as  now  refolve  to  take 
upon  them  this  office,  fhall  derive  the  fmalleft  afliftance 
from  the  following  work,  the  Editor  will  have  reafon 
to  rejoice,   that  he  has  found  time,    amongft  other 
important  engagements,  to  aecomplifh  it  at  any  rate.

rH  E  high  eftimation  in  which  Dr.  Burn';  JVork^ 
entitled,  The  Juftice  of  the  Peace  and  Parifli 
Officer,  has  long  been  defervedly  holden,  encourages  the 
Editor  ef  the  following  Jbeets  to  hope,  that  another  flruc- 
ture  rmfed,  with  a  Jimilar  defign,  on  fo  folid  a  foun- 
datim,  though  to  a  much  lefs  elevated  height,  will  not  he 
deemed  unworthy  of  the  public  notice.  It  claims  very 
little  merit,  but  what  is  derived  from  a  new  arrange* 
nunt  of  that  ufeful  information,  for  which  this  country  is 
fo  much  indebted  to  the  labours  of  the  eminent  Compiler 
already  mentioned. 

Its  merit,  if  it  has  any,  chiefly  conjijls  in  pointing 
cut  mere  immediately  to  the  eye  of  the  Magiflrate,  who 
may  be  fuppefed  to  have  many  other  engagements  on  bis 
bands,  that  line  of  condufi,  which,  in  almofi  every 
emergency,  it  is  bis  duty  to  purfue.  The  authorities,  as 
well  from  the  common,  as  the  flat  ute  law,  are  indeed 
b  lefs 
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Lfs  numerous  than  in  many  other  books  of  this  kind ;  yet 
it  is  hoped,  that  they  are  fufficiently  copious  for  direction 
how  to  proceed  in  every  ordinary  cafe,  which  may  occur. 
The  Jlatutes,  as  to  every  thing  material,  are  faithfully 
recited :  and  though  feme  technical  expreffions,  not  oj  the 
ejjince  of  the  law,  may,  for  brevity's  fake,  be  omitted, 
the  Editor  flatters  him/elf  that  what  remains  will  be 
abundantly  fufficient  to  guard  the  perfon  who  eonfults 
them  from  any  error  in  his  decifton.  Adjudged  cafes, 
for  the  confirmation  of  his  judgment,  may  be  found  at 
large  in  many  very  judicious  collections  of  this  fort : — 
The  work  of  Lord  Dudley  and  Ward,  and  T.  Cun- 
ningham, Ejq\  entitled,  The  Law  of  a  Juftice  of 
Peace  and  Parifli  Officer,  &c.  is  a  mofl  valuable  col- 
lection of  information  on  this  fubjecl.  And  the  Magif- 
trate  will  find  it  prudent  to  have  fuch  ufeful  books  of 
reference  as  that  compilation,  and  alfo  Dr.  Burn's  Juf- 
tice of  the  Peace,  always  at  his  hand.  But  with  all 
thefe  at  his  command,  he  neverthelefs  flands  in  need  of 
feme  more  obvious  direction,  when  he  is  wifinng  to  dif 
patch  the  bufinefs  which  prefents  itfelf,  with  expedition, 
j'afetyy  and  fatisfafiion  to  himf elf  and  others. 

It  is  well  known,  that  fever al  compilations  of  a  fimi- 
lar  nature  with  this  have  been  heretofore  offered  to  the 
public,  under  a  great  variety  of  titles  and  defcriptions  : 
and  there   is    no    d',nbt>    that  the  Magiflrate  has  de- 
rived 
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rived  »  inconfiderable  advantage  firm  the  lights  com- 
sanitated  to  him  by  fuch  publications  :  *»u4— yaleant 
quantum  valcrc  poflint — is  our  fine  ere  defire :  we  by 
us  means  wijb  to  raife  the  reputation  of  the  following 
TLtrij  by  depreciating  the  merits  of  any  other.  The 
reader  is  lefi  at  full  liberty  [and  this  liberty  he  certainly 
tiudJ  take,  whether  we  indulged  him  with  it  or  not) 
to  call  to  his  ajfifiance  thofe  productions^  which  he  thinks 
m^ft  likely  to  direfij  fecure^  and  fatisfy  him  in  the  dis- 
charge of  his  duty. 

In  the  mean  time^  when  a  matter  of  doubt  and  dif 
fitfdty  is  before  him  (and  fuch  he  mufit  expeft  will  fome- 
times  occur)  he  will  be  happy  to  avail  himfelf  of  that 
liberal  fentiment  of  One  of  the  mofi  illuftrious  ornaments 
of  this  or  any  other  nation:  <c  JVhere  the  Magifirate 
appears  to  have  been  mifguided  by  an  erroneous  judgment^ 
without  any  purpofe  of  doing  ///,  GOD  forbidy  (fays  this 
venerable  Perfonage*)  that  the  courts  of  law  Jhould  not 
give  him  credit  for  the  purity  of  his  intention ;  and  put 
the  mofi  favourable  conftruftion  on  his  conduft^  that  the 
cafi  can  poffibly  admit  of." 

This  isy  in  fubfiance^  the  declaration^  whic\  coming 
from  fuch  rejpeflable  authority^  has  doubtlefs  encouraged 
maxy  to  engage  in  the  ufeful  employment  of  a  fuflice  of 
the  Peacey  who  would  otherwife  have  been  very  cautious 

•  The  late  Lord  Chief  Juftice  of  the  King's  Bench. 
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ofexpofing  themfelves  to  the  difagreeable  confequences  of 
a  faux  pas  in  interpreting  the  laws.  The  indulgence 
here  giveny  emboldens  thofey  who  are  diftofed  to  acly 
under  the  directions  of  an  honejl  intentiony  and  a  plain 
underflandingy  freely  to  exercife  their  bejl  judgment  y 
no  longer  apprehenfivey  that  the  want  of  forrn^  or  the 
omijftcn  of  fome  legal  punclilioy  may  bring  them  within 
the  reach  of  (he  cenfures  of  a  fuperior  court* 

It  is  not  however  infinuatea\  that  indifference  or  wil- 
ful negligence  is  at  any  rate  excufeable  in  interpreting 
or  enforcing  a  plain  and  pojitive  Jlatute :  on  the  con- 
traryy  frequent  occafions  will  offer  themfelvesy  wherein 
it  is  impojftble  to  be  too  minutely  precife  \  becaufe  in  fucb 
cafes,  every  advantage  will  affuredly  be  taken  of  any  want 
of  accuracy i  or  of  the  fmallefl  inattention  to  the  letter 
of  the  law.  As  a  proof  of  thisy  and  to  convince  the 
Magiflrate  of  the  necejftty  of  extreme  carefulnefs  in 
his  duty,  it  may  not  be  amifs  to  obfervey  that  Dr.  Burn 
enumerates  not  lefs  than  twenty  inftancesy  in  which  an 
Order  of  Removal  has  been,  or  is  liable  to  bey  quajhedy 
en  account  of  fome  apparently  inftgnificant  error  in  the 
mere  matter  of  form.  Ally  therefore,  which  is  intended 
by  the  encouragement  h olden  forthy  as  above,  is  to  re- 
move from  the  mind  of  a  well-meanings  but  timorous 
Magi/Irate,  the  apprehcnfion  of  fomcthing  morey  per- 
haps, 


kspSy  thorn  ccnfurc,  fir  em  involuntary  error  in  bis 
tmdmO  :  but  W  Uceneo  is  beroby  given  hint  to  trifle  with 
tk  obvious  direcJions  of  a  fiatute,  or  to  adopt  a  latitude 
of  interpretation,  which  is  neither  fafe  nor  warrantable. 

h  was  certainty  em  in/lance  of  equal  candour  and 
wifiom  to  encourage*    as  much  as  peffiMe,   thofe  per- 
Jus    to  Jlep  finoard>    who*    though  their  rani  and 
jstumtion  in   life    as   well  as  their  liberal   education 
marked  them  as  moft  proper  for   this  office,  had  yet 
been  found  too  generally  averje  from   engaging  in  it. 
Wt  will  not  allow  ourfehes  to  impute  this  backward- 
nefs    to   a  mere  love  of  diffipation,    or  a  mere  diflike 
to  bufinefs.       We   are   willing  to   thinly   that   there 
are    very  few    individuals   of  the   above  defcription* 
in  point  of  ranky  fortune^   and  education,   who  would 
net  feel  great  fatisfaclion    in   finding   themfelves  fo 
materially  ferviceable  to   their    country,    tn   the  dif- 
t  barge  of  an  office  fo  important  to    the  fuppreffion   of 
iue,  and  to  the  advancement  and  fecurity  of  the  pub- 
lic welfare:    we    have  feen    them  cheerfully  foregoing 
iht  comforts  of  domeftic  life,  and  readily  withdrawing 
tktir  attention  from  their   private  concerns,    in  order 
to  demote  their  time,  and  feme,  even  their  health  and 
fortune,    to   the  neceffary   duties   of  a    military    life : 
JVbence   is  it  then  thatfo  few  have  been  found  equally 
ready  to  dedicate  fome  portion  of  their  Uifure-hours  to 

the 
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the  prefervation  of  public  peace,  and  to  the  maintenance 
of  good  order  and  decency  among  their  neighbours? 
It  could-  only  have  arifen  from  the  apprehenfion  of 
feme  more  than  ordinary  obflacles  and  impediments : 
They  mujl-  furely  have  been  deterred  by  the  confide* 
ration)  that,  in  order  to  attain  to  a  competent  know- 
ledge of  the  dstties  of  a  magi/Irate,  a  tedious,  thorny 
path  was  to  be  purfued\  where  no  fmalf  Jhare  of 
difficulties  would  meet  them  by  the  way ;  and  after  all 
their  labour,  no  inconjiderable  danger  of  mifcarrying 
would  be  incurred^  even  under  the  befl  information, 
which,  till  of  late  years,  they  were  able  to  fgrocurei 

It  has  been  our  happier  lot,  to  find  thefe  objec- 
tions in  a  great  meafure  removed:  We  have  feen, 
what  light  has  been  thrown  on  the  Jludy  of  the  mu- 
nicipal  and  Jlatute  laws,  by  the  ingenious^  elegant)  and 
learned  commentaries  of  that  accomplijhed  writer. 
Sir  William  Blackstone  :  And  we  have  good 
reafon  to  hope,  that  the  chair  of  magijlracy  will  in 
future  more  eafily  be  filled  by  perfons  of  confequence 
and  refpeelabiUty,  well  qualified  for  this  ufeful  depart- 
ment in  fociety ;  when  we  refecly  that  the  Jludy  of 
the  common  law  makes  at  this  time  a  very  confide* 
rable  part  of  academical  education. 

But  if  no  fuch   advantages   as    thefe  fubjifled)    the 
sxcellent  work  of  Hi.   Burn  would  alone  be  fufficient 

to 
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U   remove  the  principal  difcouragements,    which  for- 
merly deterred  fuch,  as  were  not  inured  to  the  habits  of 
ckfe  enquiry,  and  toilfome  refearcbes.     Since  that  work 
bos  been  Jo  univerfally  received)   and  fo  juftly  admired 
end  approved,  the  Juftice  of  the  Peace  has  feldom  been 
at  m   left  fir    necejfary   information    in   almoft    every 
peffibk  cafe:   And  perhaps  the  only  apology  which  can 
be  offered  fir  hazarding  the  following  attempt,  when 
a  twrk,  fo  defervedly  efteemed,  is  in  almoft  every  hand, 
is   this:    That    the    four    volumes    of  Dr.    Burn, 
(tbmgb  no  Magiftrate  ought  to  be  without  them,   as 
boots   of  Reference)    comprize  much  more,    than  it  is 
necejfary  fir  a  Juftice  of  the  Peace  to  inveftigate,  in 
the  ordinary  duties  of  his    office;    From  thefe,    un- 
doubtedly, much  fatisfaftory  information  may  be  derived 
on  fubjecls  of  no   inconjiderable  importance,  though  not 
Immediately  connecled  with  the  duties  of  a  magiftrate. 

If  the  following  work  Jhall  be  found  in  any  degree 
to  facilitate  the  adminiftration  of  juftice,  by  more  ob- 
vnmffy  exhibiting  all  that  is  written  in  the  law  on 
every  common  fubjeft,  the  Editor  flatters  himfelf,  he 
fbell  have  rendered  no  inconjiderable  fervice  to  his 
tretbren  in  the  commiJfwn\  and  will  think  his  la- 
bors amply  recompenfed  by  their  favourable  acceptance 

of  Lis  bejl  endeavours. 
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Acceffaiy. 


ACCESSARY    is  om  that  is  concerned  in  the  felony  by 
commandment  9  aid,  or  receipt. 
In    high  treafon,   there  are  no  acceffaries,    either  before  i    Hale's  J 
or  after;   for  all  are  principals. — In  cafes  that  are  criminal,  613. 
but  not  capital,  fuch  as  petty  larceny,  trefpafs,  &c.  there  are 
ao  acceffaries. — But  as  to  felonies  by  act  of  parliament,  thefe 
that  counfel  or  command  the  offence,  are   accefiaries  before ; 
and  thoie  that  knowingly  receive  the  offender,  are  accefiaries 
after. 

The  buyer  or  receiver  of  flolen  lead,  iron,  copper,  brafs,  29  G.  a.  f. 
bell-metal,  or  folder,  'knowing  them  to  be  flolen,  may  be 
convicted,    although   the  principal  hath  not  been  convicted ; 
and  (hall  be  tranfported  for  fourteen  years. 

Every  perfon,  who  fhall  buy  or  receive  any  flolen  jewel  or  10  G.  3.  e. 
jewels,  or  any  flolen  gold  or  filver  plate,  watch  or  watches, 
knowing  the  fame  to  have  been  flolen,  accompanied  with  a 
burglary  actually  committed  in  Healing  the  fame,  or  to  have 
been  felon iou fly  taken  by  a  robbery  on  the  highway,  fhall  be 
triable,  as  well  before  conviction  of  the  principal  felon,  whe- 
ther he  be  in  or  out  of  cuflody,  as  after  his  conviction:  and  if 
fuch  perfon,  fo  buying  or  receiving,  fhall  be  convicted  thereof, 
he  fhall  be  guilty  of  felony,  and  tranfported  for  14  years. 


Affray. 


AN  affray  is  a  public  offence  to  the  terror  of  the  ting's  fub- 
Jeds;    fo  called*    becaufe  it  affrigbteth   and  makctb   men 
sfrmd. 

From  whence  it  feems  clearly  to  follow,  that  there  may  be 
U  *£a*lt,  which  will  not  amount  to  an  affray. 

An  v  one  who  fees  others  fighting,  may-lawfully  part  them,   1  Haw.  13 
and  affo  flay  them  till  the  heat  be  over,  and  then  deliver  them 
to  the  cooftable  to  be  carried  before  a  juflice,  to  find  fureties 
for  the  peace. 

A  conflableis  bound  at  his  peril  to  ufe  his  bed  endeavours  1  Hs-.v.  13 
to  part  an  affray;  and  to  demand  the  affiflance  of  others, 
which  if  they  refufe  to  give  him,  they  are  puniftiablc  with 
£ne  and  imprifonment. — And  he  may  cither  carry  the  offen- 
der before  a  juflice,  to  find  fureties  for  the  peace,  or  he  may 
imprifon  him  of  his  own  authority  for  a  reafonable  time,  till 
the  h rat  be  over,  and  alfo  afterwards  detain  him  till  he  find 
fuch  farety  by  obligation.— But  a  conftablc  hath  no  power  to

arreft  a  man  for  an  affray  done  out  of  his  own  view,  without 
a  warrant  from  a  juflice,  unlefs  a  felony  were  done,  or  likely 
to  be  done ;  for  it  is  the  proper  bufinefs  of  a  con  liable  to  prc- 
ferve  the  peace,  and  not  to  punifh  the  breach  of  it. 

iw.  137.  A  juflice  of  the  peace  cannot  without  a  warrant  authorize  the 

arreft  of  any  perfon  for  an  affray  out  of  his  own  view ;  yet  he 
may  make  his  warrant  to  bring  the  offender  before  him,  in- 
order  to  compel  him  to  find  fureties  for  the  peace. 

rw.  13S.  ^  affrays  in  general  are  punifhable  by  fine  and  impri- 

fonment.

r.^ftf.z.   T)Y  this  aft,  an  additional  duty  of  10s.  6d.  is.  to  bo  paid 
*•  J3  for  every  licence  for  retailing  beer,  ale,  &c.  over  and

'F  an  alehoufe  lodges  and  entertains  travellers,  it  is  alfe 

an  inn. 
TwojufHces    (1  gK)  may  enquire  of  innholders,  and  of  all 
and  fingular  other  perfons,  who  fhall  offend  in  the  abufe  of 
weights  and  mea Aires,  or  in  the  fale  of  vi&uals. 

3.  c.  46.  Every  perfon  lawfully  convi&ed  of  felling  ale  or  beer,  or 
other  excifeable  liquors,  by  retail,  without  licence  (except 
in  •  fairs,    and  except  retailers  of  fpirituous  liquors  without 

3.  c.  6.  licence,  for  whom  other  penalties  are  provided  by  law)  fhall 
forfeit  for  the  rirlt  offence  4.0s.  and  alfo  thecofh  and  expences 
of  convidion;  if  not  paid  within  14  days  after  conviction, 
the  offender  to  be  imprifoned  for  one  month,  unlefs  he  fhall 
fooner  pay  the  penalty,  and  the  cofts;  for  the  fecond  offence 
4!.  and  alfo  the  cofts  and  expences  of  conviction ;  if  not  paid 
within  one  week,  to  be  imprifoned  two  months,  unlefs  he 
(hall  fooner  pay  the  penalty,  and  the  cofts;  for  the  third  of- 
fence 61.  and  alfo  the  cofts  and  expences  of  convi&ion;  if  not 
paid  within  three  days,  to  be  imprifoned  for  three  months, 
unlefs  he  (hall  fooner  pay  the  penalty,  and  the  cofts;  and  the 
like  penalty  for  every  other  offence  after  the  third,  as  for  the 
third  offence.     All  which  cofts  and  expences  fhall  be  afcer-

tained 
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tiined  by  the  juftice  before  whom  the  offender  (hall  be  con- 
rifted.  One  moiety  of  all  which  penalties  and  forfeitures 
aWi  be  to  the  king;  and  the  other  moiety,  and  all  fuch  coils, 
charges,  and  exoences,  to  the  profecutor.— The  fame  to  be 
heard  and  determined  by  one  joftice :  who  (hall  •fummon  the 
party  accufed,  and  the  vritneffes ;  and  fhall  proceed  to  hear 
the  matter,  and  examine  witneflcs  on  oath,  and  give  judg- 
ment; and  if  he  convid  the  party  accufed,  and  fuch  party 
mall  refute  to  pay  the  penalty,  with  the  cofts,  he  (hall  ifTue 
his  warrant  for  apprehending  and  committing  to  prifon  every 
fuch  offender,  for  fuch  time,  and  in  fuch  manner,  as  the  na- 
ture of  the  offence  fhall  require. 

Where  a  juftice  fhall  fufpe&  that  any  perfon  fells  without  16  G.  2.  c. 
licence,  he  may  call  fuch  perfon  before  him,  and  alfoany  ex- 
rife-officer  to  produce  his  flock-book ;  and  may  examine  fuch 
o£cer  on  oath  in  what  manner  he  charges  fuch  perfon,  and

Apples  and  Pears. 


THE  meafure  fhall  be  round,  and  in  diameter  eighteen 
inches  and  a  half  within  the  hoop,  and  eight  inches 
deep ;  and  fo  in  proportion :  and  whofoever  fhall  fell  or  buy 
any  apples  or  pears  by  any  other  meafure,  (hall  forfeit  ios.

toonejuftice  or  head  officer)  he  (hall  fend  for  the  perfon  re- 
futing; and  if  he  (hall  think  the  faid  perfon  meet  to  ferve,  and. 
fach  perfon  refafe  to  be  bound,  he  may  commit  him  to  ward, 
there  to  remain,  until  he  be  contented,  and  will  be  bound. 

The  church  wardens  and  overfeers,  or  the  greater  part  of  !?£/#3/. »".' 
them,  by  the  affent  of  two  juftices  (i  ^\)  may  bind  any  fuch 
children,  whofe  parents  they  (hall  judge  not  able  to  maintain 
them,  to  be  apprentices  where  they  (hall  fee  convenient,  till 
fach  man  child  (hall  come  to  the  age  of  21,  and  fuch  woman 
child  to  the  age  of  21,  or  marriage;  the  fame  to  be  as  effectual 
to  all  purpofes,  as  if  fuch  child  were  of  full  age,  and  by  in* 
denture  of  covenant  bound  him  or  herfelf.

treafoa  fir  counterfeiting  the  king's  coin,  or  felony  for ft ealing  the 
foods  of  fuck  m  •m  to  fuch  *  value,  and  the  like ;  that  the  court 
may  judge  whether  the  offence  is  fuch,  for  which  a  prifoner 
ought  to  be  admitted  to  bail*

IF  anyperfon  (hall  unlawfully  and  maliciouflv  breakdown  or  &  G.  1.  c.  37 
cut  down  the4>ank  of  any  river  or  fea  bank,  whereby  any 
lands  mall  be  overflowed  or  damaged,  he  (hall  be  guilty  of  fe- 
lony without  benefit  of  clergy.

4  CERTIORARI  it  an  original  writ,  ifluing  out  of  the 
i\^  court  of  chancery ,  or  the  lung's  bench,  directed  in  the 
ting's  name  to  the  judges  or  officers  of  inferior  courts,  com- 
aandiag  them  to  certify*  or  to  return  the  records  of  a  caufe  de- 
pending before  them,  to  the  end  the  party  may  have  the  more 
fare  and  fpeedy  juftice,  before  the  king  or  fuch  ju dices  as  he 
lull  affign  to  determine  the  caufe. 

The  juftices  of  the  peace  may  deliver  or  fend  into  the  king's  j)ajtt  c%  IQ. 
beach,  indictments  found  before  them,  or  recognizances  of  the 
peace  taken  before  them,  or  force  recorded  by  them,  without 
say  certiorari. 

A  certiorari  lies  in  all  judicial  proceedings,  in  which  a  writ  jtaym.^Q  - 
cf  error  does  not  lie;  and  it  is  a  confequence  of  all  inferior  ju- 
rifdictions  erected  by  act  of  parliament  to  have  their  proceed- 
ings returnable  in  the  king's  bench. 

And  therefore  a  certiorari  lies  to  juftices  of  the  peace,  even   2  jjgVft  ag$ 
tm  foch  cafes  which  they  are  impowered  by  ftatute  finally  to 
hear  and  determine.

secular  judges ;  which  was  the  true  original  of  the  benefit  of 
eiergT.— But  this  claim  of  exemption  grew  fo  burden  fome,  that 
m  was  from  time  to  time  qualified  and  abridged  by  the  civil 
p-cwer;  and  therefore,  if  they  were  indicted  in  cafes  criminal, 
nx  act  capita],  nor  wherein  they  were  to  lofe  life  or  limb, 
then  the  privilege  of  clergy  was  not  allowed;  and  therefore 
to:  in  i  .Jictmems  of  trefpafs  or  petit  larceny. — Alfoit  was  not 
allowed  them  in  high  trcafon.

Tie  conftable  is  a  proper  officer  to  a  juftice  of  the  peace, 
and  bond  to  execute  his  warrants ;  and  therefore  it  hath  been 
mhlved,  that  where  a  ftatute  authorizes  a  juftice  of  the  peace 
a  amwidt  a  roan  of  a  crime,  and  to  levy  the  penalty  by  war* 
ait  of  diftrefs,  without  faying  to  whom  fuch  warrant  (hall  be 
dzreded,  or  by  whom  it  (hall  be  executed,  the  conftable  is  the 
proper  officer  to  ferve  fuch  warrant,  and  indictable  for  difo- 
kying  it. 

No  aftion  (hall  be  brought  againft  any  conftable,  or  other 
perfcm  acting  by  his  order,  and  in  his  aid,  for  any  thing  done 
it  obedience  to  the  warrant  of  a  juftice  of  the  peace,  until  de- 
Ban  4  hath  been  made  by  the  party,  or  his  attorney,  in  writ- 
ing, figned  by  the  party  demanding  the  fame,  of  the  perufal 
sad  copy  of  fuch  warrant,  and  the  fame  hath  been  refufed  or

kmght  jointly  againft  the  juftice  and  conftable,  on  proof  of 
fuch  warrant,  the  jury  (hall  find  for  the  conftable;  and  if  the 
iwiiQ  be  given  againft  the  juftice,  the  plaintiff  (hall  receive 
Mi  coit  Againft  htm,  to  be  taxed  in  fuch  manner  by  the  proper 
oaker,  as  to  include  fuch  cofts  as  the  plaintiff  is  liable  to  pay 
to  fach  defendant,  for  whom  fuch  verdift  mall  be  found  a*

WHERE  a  fpecial  power  is  given  to  a  juftice  of  the  peace 
by  aft  of  parliament  to  convift  an  offender  in  a  funv- 
mary  manner,  without  a  trial  by  jury,  it  mud  appear  that  he 
hath  ftri&ly  purfued  that  power ;  otherwife  the  common  law 
will  break  in  upon  him,  and  level  all  his  proceedings. '  There-* 
fore  he  muft  proceed  according  to  the  courfe  of  common  law  19 
trials  by.  juries,  and  confider  himfelf  only  as  conftituted  in  the 
place  both  of  judge  and  jury.  There  muft  be  an  information 
or  charge  again  ft  a  perfon  ;  then  he  muft  be  fa  mm  on  ed ,  or  have 
notice  of  fuch  charge,  and  have  an  opportunity  to  make  hit 
defence;  and  the  evidence  again  ft  him  muft  be  fuch  as  th£ 
common  law  approves  of,  unlefc  the  ftatute  fpecially  dire&etH 
otherwife  ;  then,  if  the  perfon  be  found  guilty,  there  muft  be 
aconvi&ion,  judgment,  and  execution,  all  according  to  the 
courfe  of  the  common  law,  directed  and  influenced  by  the  fpe- 
cial authority  given  by  ftatute;  and  in  the  conclufiori, 
there  muft  be  a  record  of  the  whole  proceedings,  wherein  the

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julicr  aaft  fct  forth  the  particular  manner  and  circumftances ; 
fc  Ait,  if  he  Audi  be  called  to  account  by  any  fuperior  court, 
ksny  appear  that  ht  hath  conformed  to  the  law,  and  not  ex- 
ended  the  boandi  prefcribed  to  his  jurifdi&ion.

uces  any  offender,  in  fuch  cafe,  one  juflice  refiding  near  to 
the  place  where  fuch  officer  fhall  make  default,  on  complaint 
thereof  made  to  him  within  three  months  after  fucii  default, 
may  examine  into  the  truth  of  fuch  complaint ;  and  if  it  fhall

worts,  in    a  lefs   quantity   than  in   a  caflc   of  four  gallons 
and  a  half,   at  any  one  time,  (hall  be  deemed  a  retailer,  and 
flu!!  not  be  entitled  to  any  allowance  for  w arte  by  leakage,  &c. 

Any  two  or  more  juflices  of  the  peace  in  England  and  Scot- 
land refpeclively,  without  the  limits  of  the  head  office  of  Ex- 
eife,  may  order  an  allowance  of  22I.  for  every  252  gallons  of 
/pint*  made  from  malt,  corn,  or  grain,  where  the  duties  have 
been  already  paid  on  the  flock  in  hand,  between  Oct.  22  and 
November  1,  1784. 

Every  diftiller  applying  for  fuch  allowance  mult  give  to  the 
faperviibr  or  collector  fix  days'  notice  of  his  intention  to  apply 
to  the  Com  mi  (boners  of  Excife,  or  juftices  of  the.  peace,  that 
ae  may  attend,  and  (hew  what  the  (lock  amounted  to  in  Octo- 
ber 1784. 

The  allowance  once  afcertained  (hall  never  again  be  exa- 
mined. 

The  petition  for  allowance  mud  be  verified  on  oath  before 
two  commiffioners,  or  two  juftices,  as  to  the  amount  of  the 
allowance  claimed,  the  place  where  the  fpirits  were  made,  and 
all  other  particulars  fct  forth  in  the  petition.

And  the  perfon  that  (hall  be  found  privately  making  fuch 
candles,  or  in  whofe  pcfTcffion  any  fuch  (hall  be  found,  (hall 
forfeit  ice  J. 

No 
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C.  3.  c.  74.  No  perfon  rending  within  the  limits  of  the  head  pffice  of 
excife  in  London,  fhall  make  candles,  unlefs  he  occupy  3. 
tenement  of  iol.  per  ann.  and  pay  parifh  rates  for  the  fame  ; 
nor  in  any  other  part  of  the  kingdom,  unlefs  he  pay  to  church 
and  poor. 

By  8  Ann.  c.  9,  monthly  entries  were  to  be  made  in  Lon- 
don and  Weflminfler,  and  entries  every  fix  weeks  elfewhere, 
by  all  makers  of  candles ;  which  claufes  are  repealed,  and  by 
this  act,  All  perfons  making  candles  fhall  every  week  make  a 
true  entry  of  the  candles  made  within  each  week,  at  the  next 
office  of  excife,  on  pain  of  forfeiting  20I.  and  they  fhall  pay 
and  clear  off  all  the  duties  within  one  week  after  fuch  entry  is 
made. 

Six  hours'  notice  within  the  limits  of  the  head  office  of  ex- 
cife in  London,  and  twenty-four  hours'  notice  elfewhere  fhall 
be  given,  before  any  chandler  begins  making  candles,  on  pe- 
nalty of  50I.  if  fuch  notice  is  not  given,  and  the  making  muft 
be  begun  within  three  hours  of  the  time  mentioned  in  the  faid 
notice,  or  the  notice  is  null  and  vuid. 

If  any  officer  of  excife  fhall  difcover  that  the  making  of  can- 
dles is  privately  carried  on,  without  notice  given,  and  he  fhall

Extortion. 

EXTORTION,  in  a  tote  fenfe,  fignifies  any  oppreffion  ,  /ytfW,  ,70# 
under  colour  of  right ;  but  in  a  itrict  fenfe,  it  Signifies 
the  taking  of  money  by  any  officer,  by  colour  of  his  office,  ci- 
ther where  none  at  all  is  due,  or  not  fo  much  is  due,  or  where 
it  itBoc  yet  due. 

The  juftices  of  the  peace  are  bound  by  their  oath  of  office,  Dah.  c.  41. 
»  take  nothing  for  their  office  of  juftice  of  the  peace  to  be 
done,  but  of  the  king,  and  fees  ace u Homed,  and  colls  limited 
by  fetate. 

And  generally,  no  public  officer  (hall  take  any  other  fees  W. 
or  rewards,  for  doing  any  thing  relating  to  his  office,  than 
me  ftttote  in  force  gives  him,  or  than  hath  been  anciently 
aid  acceftomably  taken  ;  and  if  he  do  otherwife,  he  is  guilty 
<*f  extortion.— The  fees  in  feffions,  for  travcrfing,  trying,  or 
c'iicharging  indictments,  di (charging  recognizances,  and  the 
like,  do  vary  according  to  the  different  cuiloms  in  different 
r!ices. 


Felony. 


IT  would  be  very  tedious  to  fet  down  every  thing  which  may 
be  comprehended  under  this  word  FeUny ;  therefore  it  is 
aeceflary  to  refer  the  confideration  of  the  feveral  particular 
kinds  of  felonies  to  their  refpettive  titles ;  as  Homicide,  Rob- 
Irn,  Burglary,  Rape,  Coin,  Forgery,  and  cfpccially  Larceny. 
The  courfe  and  whole  procedure  of  trying  an  offender,  is 
seated  of  under  the  title  Srjpcns.

fuch  juftice  {half  iflue  his  warrant  to  feize  all  fuch  tools  or  im- 
plements, and  parts  thereof,  and  alfo  to  bring  the  perfon 
complained  of  before  him  or  fome  other  juftice:  And  if  he 
mall  not  give  a  fatisfactory  account  to  fuch  juftice,  of  the

FORGERY  is  an  offence  at  common  law,  and  an  offence 
alfo  by  ftatute.

If  any  perfon  fhall  falfly  make,  alter,  forge,  or  counter- 
feit, or  willingly  act  or  affift  in  the  falfe  making,  altering, 
forging,  or  counterfeiting  any  acceptance  of  any  bill  of  ex- 
change, or  the  number  or  principal  fum  of  any  accountable 
receipt  for  any  note,  bill,  or  other  fecurity  for  payment  of 
money,  or  any  warrant  or  order  for  payment  of  money,  or 
delivery  of  goods,  with  intent  to  defraud  any  perfon  or  cor- 
poration ;  or  fhall  utter  or  publiih  the  fame  as  true,  with  in- 
tent to  defraud  any  perfon  or  corporation,  knowing  the  fame 
to  be  falie,  he  fhall  be  guilty  of  felony,  without  benefit  of 
clergy,

— And  if  the  offender  fhall  not  have  fufficient 
goods,  whereon  to  levy  the  penalties,  or  fhall  net  immediately 
PAy  or  give .fecurity.  for  the  fame,  the  juftice  before  whom  he 
fhall  be  ccmvi&ed,  may  commit  him  to  the  common  gaol,  not 
exceeding  fix  months,  and  the  fale  fhall  be  void. 

z%G.  2.  c.  34.  And  if  any  witnefs  fhall  negleft  or  refufe  to  appear,  upon 
fummons,  or  fhall  refufe  to  give  evidence,  or  give  falfe  evi- 
dence, he  fhall  forfeit  50I.  by  diftrefs,  by  warrant  of  the  per- 
fon lifting  fuch  fummons ;  and  if  he  have  not  fufficient  goods 
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whereon  to  levy  the  50I.  he  (hall  be  committed  to  the  common 
gaol  for  fix  months. 

But  if  any  perfon  think  himfelf  aggrieved  by  the  judgment  i*(?.a.  f.aS. 
of  any  juilice  or  mayor,  he  may  appeal  to  the  next  feffions, 
giving  reafonable  notice  to  the  profecutor. — And  if  any  juilice 
or  mayor,  (hall  neglect  his  duty  herein,  he  (hall  forfeit  iol. 
with  full  colls,  half  to  him  that  fball  fue  (in  fix  months)  in 
any  court  of  record,  or  at  the  afOzes,  and  half  to  the  poor. 

If  any  perfon  (hall,  by  colour  of  any  grant  from  any  foreign  9<?«  c.  19. 
prince  or  flate,  fet  up  any  lottery ;  or  mall  make,  print,  or 
publifh  any  propofal  for  any  fuch  lottery  or  undertaking,  and 
ihall  beconvided  thereof,  on  oath  of  one  witnefs,  before  two 
juflices  where  the  offence  fhali  be  committed,  or  the  offender 
ihall  be  found,  he  fhall,  over  and  above  any  penalties  by  for- 
mer ads  again  ft  unlawful  lotteries,  forfeit  200I.  one  third  to 
the  king,  one  third  to  the  informer,  and  one  third  to  the 
poor,  to  be  levied  by  diftrefs  by  warrant  of  fuch  juflices;  and 
ihall  alfo  by  them  be  committed  to  the  county  gaol  for; one 
year,  and  from  thence  till  the  faid  fum  of  200I.  be  paid: 
provided,  that  perfon s  aggrieved  may  appeal  to  the  next 
quarter-  feffions. 

No  perfon  ihall  keep  any  office  for  buying,  or  felling,  or  *3  &•  3*  r»  47* 
otherwife  dealing  in  any  tickets  in  the  lottery,  without  firft 
taking  out  a  licence  for  that  purpofe,  but  previoufly  to  the 
delivery  of  it,  there  {hall  be  paid  the  fum  of  £fty  pouqds  for 
every  fuch  licence,   at  the  (lamp-office.

f  ran  ted  for  any  office  in  Oxford  or  Cambridge. — Perfoos 
eeping  any  office  contrary  to  this  aft,  (ha,  11  forfeit  one  hun- 
dred pounds. — The  words,  Licenfed  to  deal  in  lottery  tickets, 
to  be  written  upon  the  door  in  the  front  of  the  office. — .The 
contract  on  every  fale  of  a  fmaller  (hare  than  a  Sixteenth 
ihall  be  void  in  law,  and  the  feller  (hall  forfeit  fifty  pounds.-r-^ 
AH  penalties  incurred  by  offending  againfl  this  act  (except 
where  a  different  mode  of  profecution  is  herein  before  fpecially 
prcfcribed)  (hall  be  recoverable  before  any  two  or' more  of 
his  Majefly's  juflices  of  the  peace  for  the  county,  &c.  in 
which  the  offence  (hall  be  committed,  by  the  oath  or  oaths 
of  one  or  more  credible  witnefs  or  witneffes,  or  on  confeffion 
of  the  offender;  and  one  moiety  (hall  belong  to  the  informer, 
and  the  other  to  his  Majefty,  to  be  levied  by  diftrefs,  by 
warrant  under  the  hands  and  feals  of  fuch  juflices;  and 
for  want  of  fufficient  diftrefs,  the  offender  ihall  be  fent  by 
fuch  juflices  to  the  houfe  of  correction,  there  to  be  kept  to 
hard  labour  for  any  time  not  exceeding  fix  months,  nor  lefs 
than  three  months,  as  fuch  juflices  (hall  think  proper,  unlefs 
fuch  penalty  (hall  be  fooner  paid  or  fatisfied. — Juflices  may 
mitigate  penalties  to  one  half,  over  and  above  the  cofls  and 
charges.

venient  for  the  fetting  poor  prifoners  on  work,  to  be  paid  for 
by  the  treafurer  oat  of  the  general  county-rate ;  and  may  pay 
and  provide  fit  perfons  to  overfee  and  fet  fuch  prifoners  on 
work  ;  and  make  fuch  orders  for  accounts  concerning  the 
premii'es,  as  ihall  be  thought  needful,  and  for  punifhment  of 
negled  and  other  abafes,  and  for  bellowing  the  profits  arifing 
by  the  labour  of  the  prifoners  for  their  relief.  Provided  that 
the  fum  to  be  fo  paid  do  not  exceed  the  rate  of  6d.  a  week 
for  any  one  parifh.

How  they  (hall  be  reftrained  and  kept. 

THE  county  gaol  is  the  prifon  for  malefa&ors ;  but  pri-  L.  Raym.  136. 
foners  for  debt,  where  efcape  lies  againft  the  fherifF  for  their 
efcaping,  may  be  kept  in  what  place  the  fherifF  pleafes. 

But  on  emergent  occafions,  as  in  cafe  of  infectious  difeafes,  19  c.  1.  ^.4.  . 
the  fherifF  or  gaoler,  with  the  advice  and  confent  of  three  of 
more  ju dices  (1  $£.)  may,  if  they  ihall  find  it  needful,  pro- 
vide other  fafe  places  (with  the  owner's  confent)  for  the  re- 
moval of  fick  or  other  perfons  out  of  the  ufual  gaols. 

The  gaoler  ihall  not  put,  keep,  or  lodge  prifoners  for  debt  *i  &  13  C.  *• 
and  felons  together  in  one  room  or  chamber;  but  they  ihall  '•*<>. 
be  put,  kept,  and  lodged  feparate  and  apart  from  one  ano-i 
ther  in  difhn£l  rooms ;  on  pain  of  forfeiting  his  office,  and 
treble  damages  to  the  party  grieved. 

The  jaftices,  in  their  feveral  quarter- feffions,  ihall  order  i4.G.3*f*59» 
the  walls  and  cielings  of  the  feveral  wards,  both  of  the  debtors 
and  felons,  and  alfo  of  any  other  rooms  ufed  by  the  prifoners 
in  their  refpe&ive  gaols  where  felons  are  ufually  confined,  to 
be  fcrap^d  and  white-warned  once  in  the  year  at  lead  ;  and  to 
b+  regularly  wafhed  and  kept  clean,  and  constantly  fupplied 
with  frefh  air  by  hand-ventilators  or  otherwife  ;  and  ihall  or- 
der two  rooms  in  each  gaol,  one  for  the  men,  and  the  other 
for  the  women,  to  be  fet  apart  for  the  fick  prifoners,  direct- 
ing them  to  be  removed  into  fuch  rooms,  as  foon  as  they  ihall 
be  feized  with  any  diforder,  and  kept  feparate  from  thofe 
who  ihall  be  in  health ;  and  fhall  order  a  warm  and  cold 
bath,  or  commodious  bathing  tubs,  to  be  provided  in  each 
gaol,  and  direct  the  prifoners  to  be  wafhed  in  fuch  warm  or 
cold  baths  or  bathing  tubs,  according  to  the  condition  in 
which  ch^y  ihall  be  at  the  time,  before  they  are  fufFered  to 
go  oat  of  the  gaol  upon  any  occafion   whatfoever.     And  they 

(hall 
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fhall  order  this  a£l  to  be  printed  in  large  and  legible  charac- 
ters upon  a  board ,  and  hung  up  in  fome  confpicuous  part  of 
the  gaol.  And  they  (hall  alio  appoint  an  experienced  fur- 
geon  or  apothecary,  at  a  dated  falary,  to  attend  the  gaol, 
toho  (hall  report  to  the  juftices,  at  each  quarter- feffions,  z. 
Hate  of  the  nealth  of  the  prifoners  under  his  care. —  And 
they  (hall  have  power,  in  their  faid  quarter- feffions,  to  or- 
der cloaths  to  be  provided  for  the  prifoners,  when  they  fee 
txrcadoji ;  and  to  prevent  the  prifoners  from  being  kept  under 
ground,  whenever  they  can  do  it  conveniently ;  and  to  make 
Such  other  orders,  from  time  to  time,  for  reftoring  or  pre- 
serving the  health  of  prifoners,  as  they  (hall  think  necefiary  ; 
and  alfo  to  direct  the  feveral  courts  of  juftice  within  their  re- 
fpeftive  jurifdi&ions  to  be  properly  ventilated  —  And  if  the 
gaoler  (hall  neglett  or  difobey  the  orders  of  the  juftices,  he 
may  be  proceeded  againft  in  a  fummary  way,  by  complaint  to 
the  judges  of  affize,  or  to  the  julHces  in  their  quarter-feffions. 


Gaols. 

G,  frfef.  »•    JUS  TIC  ES  in  feffions,  upon  prefentment  by  the  grand  jury, 
54*  J  are   enabled  to   build  and  repair  gaols   in   their   refpefti<ve 

counties. 

The  juftices  are  to  give  notice,  three  times  at  lead,  in 
fome  public  paper,  of  fuch  prefentment  having  been  made, 
and  of  their  intention  to  take  the  fame  into  their  con  ft  dera- 
tion, at  the  next,  or  fome  other  general  quarter- feflion  ;  and 
after  fuch  confideration,  they  mail  give  notice  of  their  inten- 
tion to  contract  with  perfons  for  repairing,  rebuilding,  or 
enlarging  fuch  gaol.  Such  contrails  to  be  entered  in  a  book, 
to  be  kept  by  the  clerk  of  the  peace,  liable  to  be  infpe&ed  by 
the  judices,  or  any  perfon  contributing  to  the  rates  of  the 
county,  &c.  without  fee  or  reward. 

If  the  prefentment  fets  forth  that  the  place  wherein  the  old 
gaol  is  (icuatc  is  improper,  the  faid  judices  may  build  a  new 
gaol  in  any  part  of  the  county,  &c.  provided  three-fourths 
in  number  of  the  judices  adembled  at  two  fuccefiive  quarcer- 
feflions,  after  due  notice  as  aforefaid,  (hall  approve  of  fuch' 
removal,  but  not  otherwife. 

The  judices  in  their  choice  of  the  ground,  and  in  determining 
their  plans,  (hall  purfue  fuch  meafures  as  (hall  provide  fepa- 
rate  and  didinlt  places  of  confinement,  and  dry  and  airy 
cells,  for  prifoners  of  the  following  defcriptions  by  day  and 
night,  viz.  Prifoners  convicted  of  felony ;  prifoners  commit- 
ted on  charge  or  fufpicion  of  felony  ;  prifoners  committed  for 
or  adjudged  to  be  guilty  of  mifdemeanors ;  and  debtors  :    the 

males 
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males  of  each  clafs  to  be  feparated  from  the  females:  and  a' 
feparate  place  of  confinement  for  fuch  prifoners  as  are  to  be 
examined  at  witnefles  on  behalf  of  any  profecotion  of  an 
indi&ment  tor  felony:  feparate  infirmaries,  or  fick  wards, 
far  men  and  women;  and  alfo  a  chapel;  and  convenient 
warm  and  cold  baths,  or  bathing  tabs,  as  directed  by  14 
G.  3.  c.  59. ;  and  care  (hall  be  taken  that  the  prifoners  (hall 
tot  be  kept  under  giound. 

The  juftices  may  purchafe  lands,  houfes,  &c.  for  building,  24  C.  3./^*. 
enlarging,  and  accommodating  fuch  gaols.  c.  54.. 

The  fherilF  may  remove  the  prifoners  to  fuch  houfe  or  W. 
honies  of  corre&ion  belonging  to  fuch  county,  &c.  as  the 
juftices  fo  aflembled,  with  the  confent  of  the  faid  (herifF,  (hall 
approve  of;  and  (hail  confine  them  there,  while  the  new  gaol 
is  building,  or  the  old  gaol  is  repairing  or  enlarging :  the  ex- 
pence  of  fuch  removal  to  be  paid  by  the  county,  city,  di- 
▼ifion,  &c. 

The  juftices  at  their  general  quarter- feffions  may  nominate  Id* 
and  appoint  one  or  more  juftice  or  juftices  to  vifit  and  fuper- 
intend  the  gaols,  and  make  report  of  the  ftate  thereof  to  the 
court  of  the  faid  general  quarter- feffions  ;  which  court  on  fuch 
report  may  order  and  diredt  any  fum  or  Aims  of  money  not 
exceeding  tool,  in  any  one  year  to  be  laid  out  in  repairing 
foch  gaols  ;  tho'  fuch  warrant  of  repair  (hall  not  have  been 
presented  by  the  grand  jury  :  and  any  one  or  more  juftice  or 
juftice*  may  order  accidental  damages  to  be  repaired  imme- 
diately, b  far  as  may  be  neceftary  and  fufficicnt  for  the  fafe 
enftody  of  the  prifoners  ;  and  fuch  juftice  or  juftices  (hall  re- 
port the  fame  to  the  next  court  of  general  quarter- feffions ; 
which  court  is  hereby  authorized  to  order  the  payment  of 
fuch  monies  as  have  been  ncceflarily  expended  on  fuch  re- 
pairs. 

Expences  of  rebuilding  or  repairing  county  gaols  are  to  be  j^ 
defrayed  by  the  county  rates :  but  when  the  eftimate  (hall  ex- 
ceed one  half  of  the  amount  of  the  annual  county  rate,  taken 
on  a  mean  proportion  for  the  laft  five  years,  the  juftices  in 
their  quarter- feffions  may  borrow  on  mortgage  of  the  rates 
fsch  Aims  not  lefs  than  50I.  nor  more  than  iool.  each,  at 
legal  or  lower  intereft,  as  to  the  major  part  of  them  (not  be- 
ing left  than  five)  (hall  appear  neceflary  and  expedient :  fuch 
agreements,  (igned  by  the  chairman  and  two  or  more  juftices 
Btefent  at  making  the  order,  to  be  an  effectual  fecurity. 

All  perfons,  to  whom  fuch  fecurities  (hall  be  made,  may  /<& 
transfer  them  to  any  others.  The  juftices  may  charge  the 
connty  rates  not  only  with  the  intereft  of  the  Aims  fo  bor- 
rowed, bot  alfo  with  the  payment  of  a  further  fum,  equal  at 
Jest  to  fuch  intereft;  which  laft  (hall  be  applied  to  the  dif- 
ciarge  of  fb  many  of  the  principal  Aims,  as  it  will  extend  t« 
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difcharge  in  each  year;  till  the  whole,   both  principal  and 
in  te  re  ft  (hall  be  fully  paid  and  difcharged. 
7,  3./^.  2.        All  receipts  and  payments  are  to  be  entered  in  a  book,  to 
4.  be  kept  by  a  proper  perfoo,   and  infpected  by  the  juftices  at 

evxry  feffions :  and  if  the  perfon  appointed  to  keep  the  ac- 
count (hall  not  have  applied  the  money  to  the  porpoles  hereby 
directed,  he  (hall  forfeit  double  the  amount.  The  juftices 
(hall  direct  in  what  order  the  (ecu rides  mail  be  difcharged  by 
lot  or  otherwife,  difcharging  fuch  firft,  which  (hall  bear  the 
higheft  intereft.  The  whole  money  to  be  paid,  .within  a 
limit  ted  time,  not  exceeding  14  years. 

Bodies  politic  and  guardians  may  fell  and  convey  lands  for 
the  purpofe  of  erecting  new  gaols,  or  enlarging  the  old  ones : 
but  if  the  purchafe  money  of  fuch  lands  (hall  exceed  lool.  it 
(hall  be  laid  out  in  purchafe  of  lands,  &c.  fubject  to  the  fame 
ufes,  and  till  the  purchafes  are  made,  it  (hall  be  laid  out  in 
government  fecurities  ;  whether  it  be  more  or  lefs  than  lool. 

If  the  parties  refufe  to  treat,  the  juftices  in  feffions,  or  any 
two  or  more  appointed  for  that  purpofe,  (hall  enquire  into 
the  value  of  fuch  ho  ufes,  &c.  and  (hall  afecrtain  it  by  a  jury 
of  indifferent  men,  whofe  verdict  (hall  be  final. 

The  juftices,  or  any  two  of  them,  may  iflue  their  warrant  to 
the  (heriffor  bailiff,  requiring  him  to  impanncl,  fommon,  and 
return  24  qualified  perfons,  out  of  whom  they  (hall  draw  by 
ballot,  and  fwear,  or  caufe  to  be  fworn,  12  men,  who  (hall 
ht  the  jury  for  the  purpofe  aforefaid.  And  fuch  juftices  may 
impofe  a  fine  of  not  more  than  iol.  nor  lefs  than  20s.  on  any 
(herifF  or  bailiff,  &c.  making  default  herein  :  expences  of  the 
jury  to  be  borne  by  the  building  fund,  if  adjudged  to  be 
worth  more,  and  by  the  feller,  if  lefs,  than  the  juftices  had 
offered. 

On  payment  of  the  money,  or  leaving  it  in  the  hands  of 
^    fuch  perfons'as  the  juftices  in  feifion  (hail  appoint,  the  juf- 
tices, or  any  two  of  them,  may  take  pofleffion  of  the  pre- 
miles. 

.  Where  the  county  is  divided  into  feveral  ridings,  the  juf- 
tices for  the  feveral  divifions,  in  the  next  general  quarter- 
fcflion  after  the  prefentment  of  the  gaol,  may  nominate  three 
or  more  juftices,  who  (hall  within  one  month  (due  notice 
having  been  given  to  the  juftices  by  the  clerk  of  the  peace  of 
fuch  divifions  refpcftivcly)  meet  and  afTemble  at  fuch  gaol. 
And  the  faid  juftices,  or  the  major  part  of  them  (fuch  major 
part  not  being  lefs  than  five)  (hall  hold  a  fpecial  feffions  at  the 
faid  gaol,  for  receiving  plans,  contracts,  &c.  and  the  faid 
laft  mentioned  juftices  (hall  make  their  report  to  the  gene- 
ral quarter-feffions  of  the  peace  of  fuch  ridings,  of  the  feve- 
ral plans  and  efti  mates,  and  alio  of  the  expence  neceflary  to 
be  raifed,  on  each  riding  as  their  quota  of  the  expence  to 
be  incurred;  which  fums  (hall  be  raifed  after  the  manner  of 
county  rates. 
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No  juftict  doing  any  thing  in  the  execution  of  this  ac"l  (nail  24  G.  $.fejn : 
be  capable  of  having  any  beneficial  intereft  or  concern  whatfo-  c  54. 
ewer,  in  any  contract  or  agreement,  nor  (hall  receive  any  be- 
nefit or  emolument  for  any  deiign  or  phn  which  he  may  de- 
liver or  produce. 

The  juflices  at  their  feffions,  or  at  fome  fpeci.il  adjournment  Id. 
held  for  that  purpofe,  may  appoint  fuch  falaries  and  allow- 
ances to  gaolers  as  they  (hall  think  proper,  in  lieu  of  the  ad- 
vantages which  might  arife  from  the  falc  of  liquors  in  the 
gaols  :  fuch  salaries  to  be  paid  by  the  treafurer  01  the  county, 
city,  &c.  when  figned  by  the  chairman  of  the  feffions.  But 
fach  certificate  of  falaries  is  not  to  be  figned  by  the  chairman, 
till  they  (hall  have  been  fettled  at  a  general  quarter- feffions, 
or  at  (omefpecial  adjournment  thereof;  of  which  feffions  or 
adjournment,  notice  (hall  have  been  given  at  leaft  14  days  be* 
fore  in  the  public  papers  by  the  clerk  of  the  peace. 

No  gaoler  from  June  24,  1785,  (hall  fuffer  tippling  or  Id* 
gaming  in  the  prifon,  or  (hall  fell,  or  fuffer  to  be  fold,  any 
wine,  beer,  ale,  or  other  liquors,  or  have  any  intereft  in  the 
fate  thereof,  under  the  penalty  of  10I.  for  every  fuch  offence ; 
to  be  recovered  by  difirefs,  on  confeffion,  or  the  oath  of  any 
witnefs  or  witnefTes,  which  oath  the  juflices  are  hereby  em- 
powered to  admin  "liter. 

The  penalty,  after  charges  of  recovering  it  are  deducted,  Id. 
(hall  be  paid,  one  moiety  to  the  informer,  and  the  other  to 
the  nft  of  the  prifoner ;  and  on  failure  of  difirefs,  the  of- 
fender to  be  committed  to  the  houfe  of  correction .  for  three 
months,  or  till  the  penalty  and  all  reafonable  charges  (hall  be 
paid*

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Of  Clergymen  to  officiate  in  Gaols. 

13  G.  3.  c.  58.       THE  juftices  in  feffions  may  appoint  clergymen  to  Officiate 

in  gaols  according  to  the  rites  of  the  church  of  England,  and 
allow  to  each  a  salary  not  exceeding  50I.  a  year ;  to  be  paid 
by  the  treafnrer  out  of  the  county-rate. 

How  prifoners  fhall  be  delivered:

and  ought  to  be  repaired  by  .any  peribn  or  perfons,  bodies  po- 
litic or  corporate,  by  reafon  of  any  grants,  &c.  and  the  laid 
j unices  (hall  limit  a  time  for  repairing  the  fame :  and  if  fuch 
repairs  mall  not  be  cftc&ually  made  within*  the  time  fo  li- 
mited ;  the  faid  juftices  (hall  prefent  fuch  highways,  bridges, 
caufeways,  or  pavements,  together  with  the  perfon  or  peribns 
liable  to  repair  the  fame,  at  the  next  general  quarter- feflions 
lor  the  place  where  fuch  highway  (hall  lie :  and  the  juftices 
there «  if  they  fee  canfe,  may  direlt  the  profecution  to  be  car- 
ried on  at  the  general  expence  of  fuch  county,  city,  precinct, 
or  liberty,  and  to  be  paid  out  of  the  general  rates  within  fuch 
jorikii&iootf 

And  where  any  lands  have  been  or  fhall  be  given  for  the  w# 
maintenance  of  caufeways,  pavements,  highways,  and  bridges ; 
the  persons  enfeoffed  or  trufted  therewith  mall  let  them  to  farm 
at  the  mod  improved  yearly  value,  without  fine.  And  the 
jnftices,  in  their  open  feflions,  (hall  enquire,  by  fuch  ways 
and  means  as  they  mall  think  fitting,  into  the  value  of  fuch 
lands ;  and  order  the  improvement  and  employment  of  the 
rents  and  profits  thereof,  according  to  the  direction  of  the 
donor,  if  they  find  that  the  perfons  fo  intruded  have  been  neg- 
ligent or  faulty  in  the  performance  of  their  truft.  Except  fuch 
lands  as  have  been  given,  for  the  ufes  aforefaid,  to  any  college 
or  hall  in  either  of  the  Univerfities  of  this  kingdom,  which 
have  viators  of  their  own.

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Compofition  inftead  of  labour. 

13  G<&  '•  7*-  ANY  perfon  liable  to  perform  the  duty  by  fending  a  team, 
Y  draught,  or  plough,  with  men,  horfes,  or  oxen,  in  manner 

aforefaid,  may  compound  for  the  fame,  if  he  think*  fit,  by 
paying  to  the  furveyor  fuch  fum  at  the  juftices,  at  their  Mi- 
chaelmas fpecialfeffions  in  every  year,  (hall  adjudge  to  be  rea- 
fonable,  not  exceeding  6s.  nor  lefs  than  3s.  for  each  team, 
draught,  or  plough,  for  each  day;  and  in  default  Of  their 
adjudging  the  fame,  then  the  fumt  of  4s.  6d— for  every  cart 
and  one  horfe  or  beaft  of  draught,  as.— -for  every  cart  with  two 
horfes  or  beafts  of  draught,  31.— for  and  in  lieu  of  each  day's 
duty.  And  every  inhabitant  liable  to  perform  fuch  duty  or 
labour,  and  not  chargeable  in  any  other  refped,  may  compound 
for  4d.  each  day. 

jj.  Provided,  that  if  it  (hall  appear  to  the  juftices,  at  their  spe- 

cial ieffions  to  be  held  in  the  week  next  after  the  Michaelmas 
-quarter-feffions,  that  in  any  place  there  will  be  a  difficulty  ito 
procuring  the  neceflary  carriage,  or  a  fuffident  number  of  la- 
bourers,  without  paying  high  and  extravagant  prices  for  the 
fame  ;  the  faid  juftices  may  order  the  team  duty,  or  (b  much

thereof;  and  the  furveyor  (hall  in  that  cafe,  at  a  public  vettry, 
put  the  names  of  all  the  perfons  liable  to  fend  fuch  teams  into

and  being  of  the  age  of  18  and  under  the  age  of  60  years,  not 
chargeable  in  any  other  matter  refpeding  the  highways  for  4!. 
a  year,  or  upwards,  and  not  being,  bttnafide,  an  apprentice  or 
menial  fervant,  nor  haying  performed  the  ftatute-duty  or  paid 
compa&tioa  for  the  fame  in  any  other  pariih,  townihip,  or 
place,  for  that  year,  ihall,  by  himfelf  or  one  fufficient  labourer,' 
work  ix  days,  for  eight  hours  in  every  of  the  faid  days,  as  he 
ihall  be  direded  by  the  furvevor.  And  every  perfon  making. 
default  in  performing  foch  labour,  at  the  time  and  place  and 
in  the  manner  directed  by  this  ad,  ihall  for  tvtry  fuch  neglect 
forfeit  the  fum  of  is.  6d.  (*.  e.  9s.  for  fix  days  negled  of  per- 
fooaJ  labour,  or  not  paying  the  compofition ;)  and  for  not 
fending  a  full  team  with  two  men,  10s.  per  day.— A  cart  with 
twohoriet  and  one  man,  5s.  per  day,— A  cart  with  one  horfe 
ami  one  man,  3s.  per  day. 

The  justices,  at  a  fpecial  feffions,  may,  by  writing  under  u. 
their  hands  and  ieals,  order  thofe  highways  (not  being  turn- 
pike) which  in  their  opinion  do  molt  want  repair,  to  be  firft 
amended,  and  at  what  time,  and  in  what  manner ;  according 
to  which  order  (if  fuch  there  be)  the  furveyors  ihall  proceed 
within  their  refpedive  limits.— If  the  juftices  make  no  fuch 
order,  then  the  furveyors  ihall  have  the  like  power  of  di- 
rection. 

Materials  how  to  be  procured. 

IT  ihall  be  lawful  for  fuch  furveyor,  for  the  ufe  afore  faid,  in  14% 
any  wafte  land,  or  common  ground,  river,  or  brook,  within 
his  diftrid,  or  within  any  other  parifh,  townihip,  or  place, 
wherein  gravel,  fand,  chalk,  Hone,  or  other  materials  are 
likely  to  be  found,  (in  cafe  fufficient  cannot  be  conveniently 
bad  within  the  pariih,  townihip,  or  place,  where  they  are  to 
be  employed,  and  in  cafe  fufficient  ihall  be  left  for  the  ufe  of 
the  roads  in  fuch  other  pariih,  townfhip,  or  place)  to  fearch 
for,  dig,  get,  and  carry  away  the  fame ;  fo  as  he  do  not  there- 
by divert  or  interrupt  the  courfe  of  fuch  river  or  brook,  or 
prejudice  or  damage  any  building,  highway,  or  ford,  nor  dig 
or  get  the  fame  out  of  any  river  or  brook  within  the  diftance  of 
ico  feet  above  or  below  any  bridge,  nor  within  the  like  dift- 
!  of  any  dam  or  wear  ;         And  likewife  to  gather  ftoncs 


lying  upon  any  lands  or  grounds  within  the  pariih,  town- 
ihip, or  place  where  fuch  highway  Ihall  be,  for  fuch  fervice 
and  porpofe  :— And  to  take  and  carry  away  fo  much  of 
the  laid  materials,  a?  by  him  ihall  be  thought  neceflary  for 

the 
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the  amendment  of  the  faid  highways,  without  making  any 
fatisfaclion  for  the  faid  materials.  Bat  no  f«ch  ftonet  ntl!  he 
gathered  without  the  con  fen  t  of  the  occupier  of  the  laflds,  or 
a  licence  from  a  juftice,  after  having  fammoned  the  occupier, 
and  heard  his  rcafons  (if  he  (hall  appear  and  give  any)  for  re- 
futing his  confent. — The  fame  on  turnpike-roads. 

13  C.  3. c.  78.  And  it  fhall  be  lawful  for  the  furveyor,  for  the  ufe  aforefaid, 
to  fearch  for,  dig,  get,  and  carry  away  fand,  gravel,  chalk, 
ftonc,  or  ether  materials,  iffufficient  cannot  conveniently  be 
had  within  fuch  wafte  lands,  common  grounds,  rivers*  or 
brooks,  in  and  through  any  of  the  feveral  orinclofed  grounds 
of  any  perfon  whomfoever,  within  the  parifh,  townmip,  or 
j>lace,  where  the  fame  fhall  be  wanted,  or,  by  licence  of  two 
jufticesat  a  fpecial  feflions,  within  any  other  parifli,  town  (hip, 
or  place,  adjoining  or  tying  near  to  the  highway  for  which  fuch 
materials  mail  be  required,  if  it  fhall  appear  to  fuch  juftices 
that  fufficient  materials  cannot  be  conveniently  had  in  thepa- 
riih,  town  (hip,  or  place,  where  fuch  highways  lie,  or  in  the 
wafte  lands,  or  common  grounds,  rivers,  or  brooks  of  fuch 
adjacent  parifh,  townfhip,  or  place,  and  that  a  fufficient 
quantity  of  materials  will  be  left  for  the  ufe  of  the  parifh, 
townfhip,  or  place,  where  the  fame  fhall  be  (fuch  lands  not 
being  a  garden,  yard,  avenue  to  a  ho  ufe,  lawn,  park,  pad- 
dock, or  inclofed  plantation)  ;  the  furveyor  making  fuch  fa-

(in  prefence  of  the  affiftant,  if  any  fuch  be  appointed),  at  a 
meeting  to  be  held  for  that  purpofc  ;  of  which,  ten  days  no- 
tice in  writing  fhall  be  given,  by  fixing  the  fame  upon  the 
door  of  the  church  or  chapel,  or,  if  there  be  no  church  or  cha- 
pel, at  the  moil  public  place  there;  which  notice  fhall  fpecify 
the  work  to  be  done,  and  the  time  and  place  for  let  tins; 
thereof.  And  if  the  furveyor  fhall  have  any  fhare  or  interne 
in  fuch  contract,  or  in  any  other  contract  for  work  or  materials, 
or  fhall,  upon  his  own  account,  let  to  hire  any  team,  or  fell  or

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difpofc  of  any  timber,  done,  or  other  materials  (unlcfs  a 
Hcesee  10  waiting  for  the  fale  of  fuch  materials,  or  for  letting 
to  lure  feck  mam,  be  firft  ott  lined  from  a  juftice)  ;  he  £bafi 
fbdeit  10L  aad  bt  for  ever  after  incapable  to  be  employed  as 
a  furveyor  with  a  {alary.

fbaes,  chalk,  clay,  or  other  materials,  make  any  pit  or  hole 
la  lock  lands,  rivers,  or  brooks,  as  afbrefaid,  wherein  fuch 
material*  Audi  be  found  ;  he  (hall  forthwith  caufe  the  fame  to 
be  fof&cieatly  fenced  off,  and  fuch  fence  fnpported  and  re. 
■suicd,  daring  fuch  time  as  the  faid  pit  or  hole  (hall  continue 
ones ;  and.  after  having  dug  up  fufficient  materials  in  fuch 
ptcor  hob,  heihall,  within  14  days,  caufe  the  fame  to  be 
Iliad  ap,  doped  down,  or  fenced  off,  and  (o  continued.— 
Asm!  where  no  materials  fhall  be  found,  he  (hall,  within  three 
days,  caofe  fuch  hole  or  pit  to  be  filled  up,  levelled,  and  co- 
vered with  the  turf  or  clod  which  was  dug  out  of  the  fame, 

Aad  if  fuch  furveyor  or  other  perfon  fhall  nej;le&  to  fill  up,  u. 
Hope  down,  or  fence  off  fuch  pit  or  hole,  in  manner  and 
within  the  time  afbrefaid;  he  (hall  forfeit  10s.  And  if  he 
Oullaegle&  10  fence  off  fuch  pit  or  hole,  or  to  dope  down  the 
fame,  as  herein  before  directed,  for  fix  days  after  he  (hall  have

Removing  Obftru&ions  and  Annoyances. 

NO  tree,  bafh,  or  fhrub,  (hall  be  permitted  to  (land  or  jjt 
grow  in  any  high  way,  within  the  diftance  of  15  feet  from  the 
centre  thereof,  except  for  ornament  or  (belter  So  the  houfe, 
building;,  or  court  yard  of  the  owner  thereof. 

And  if  the  pofleffors  of  the  land  next  adjoining  (hall  not, 
within  ten  days  after  notice  given  by  the  furveyor,  cut,  prune, 
~  plaflifoch  hedges,  and  cut  down  or  prune  and  lop  fuch 
•  the  furveyor  may  comolain  to  a  juftice,  who  (hall  fum- 
thepedfeflbr  of  the  faid  lands  to  appear  before  the  juftices, 
at  feme  foecial  feffions,  to  anfwer  to  the  faid  complaint ;  and 
if  it  fhall  appear  to  the  juftices,  at  fuch  fpecial  (effions,  that 
fuch  aofflefior  hath  not  complied  with  the  requifitions  of  this 
ad*  she  faid  juftices,  upon  hearing  the  furveyor  and  the  pof- 

X  feflbr 
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fefTor  of  fuchland,  or  his  agent,  (or,  in  default  of  appearance, 
on  having  due  proof  of  the  fervice  of  fuch  fummons)  may  order 
fuch  hedges  to  be  cut,  plafhed,  and  praned,  and  fuck  trees  to 
be  cut  down  or  pruned,  in  fuch  manner  as  may  beft  anfwer  the 
rhirpofes  aforefaid.  And  if  the  pofTcfTor  of  fuch  land  fhaltnot, 
within  ten  days-,  obey  fuch  order  on  notice  thereof,  he  mall 
forfeit  is.  for  every  24  rect  in  length  of  fuch  .hedge  which 
fhafl  be  negieded  to  be  cut  and  .plained,  and  as.  for  every  tree 
which  (hall  be  neglected  to  be  cut  down,  or  pruned  and  topped ;

jj.  .  If  any  perfon  fhall  encroach  by  making,  or  caufing  to  be 

made,  any  hedge,  ditch,  or  other  fence,  on  any  highway  not 
being  turnpike  road,  within  the  diftance  of  15  feet  from  the 
middle  or  centre  thereof;  or  (hall  plough,  harrow,  or  break 
up  the  foil  of  any  land  or  ground,  or  in  ploughing  or  harrow- 
ing the  adjacent  lands  (hall  turn  his  plough  in  or  upon  any 
land  or  ground,  within  the  diftance  of  1 5  feet  from  the  middle 
or  centre  of  any  highway,  where  the  breadth  of  fuch  highway 
is  formed  and  marked,  or  defcribed  with  certainty,  and  doth 
not  exceed  in  breadth  30  feet ;  he  fhall  forfeit  40s*  to  Kim 
who  fhall  make  information  thereof :  and  the  furveyor  fiay 
caufefuch  hedge,  ditch,  or  fence,  to  be  taken  down,  or  filled 
up,  at  the  expence  of  the  perfon  to  whom  the  fame  (hall  be- 
long: and  one  juflice,  on  proof  to  him  made  upon  oath,  may 
levy  as  well  the  expences  of  taking  down  fuch  hedges,  as  the 
faid  penalty,  by  diftrefs.

perfon  that  fliall  think  himfelf  injured  by  fuch  inclofure,  may 
appeal  to  the  next  general  quarter- feffions,  if  there  be  time  for 
that  pnrpofe ;  if  not,  to  the  next  feffions  after :  and  the  deter- 
mination of  fuch  feffions  (hall  be  final. 
11.  In  aid  of  the  common  law,  and  to  render  the  changing  of 

highways  lefs  troublefome  and  expeniive,  power  is  given  by 
this  aft,  to  the  juftices  of  the  peace,  to  widen,  divert,  and 
change  highways,  as  they  (hall  judge  mod  convenient.

aiest  the  damages  to  be  given  and  recompence  to  be  made  tor 
the  owners  and  others  interefted  in  the  faid  grounds,  as  they 
Hull  think  reafonable,  not  exceeding  40  years  purchafe  for 
the  clear  yearly  value  of  the  ground;  and  likewife  fuch  re- 
compence as  they  (hall  think  reafonable,  for  making  dew- 
ditches  and  fences  on  the  fide  or  fides  of  the  faid  highways  that 
shall  be  fo  enlarged  or  diverted ;  and  alfo  fatisfaction  to  any 
perfon,  or  body  corporate,  that  may  be  otherwife  injured  by 
the  enlarging  or  diverting  the  faid  highways  refpe&ively. 

And  where  there  is  not  fufficient  money  in  the  hands  of  the  um 
furveyor,  the  faid  two  juftices  in  cafe  of  agreement,  or  the 
faid  quarter-fefiions,  after  fuch  verdift  as  afbrefaid,  (hall  order 
an  equal  afleflment  to  be  made  and  levied  upon  all  and  every 
the  occupiers  of  lands,  tenements,  woods,  tithes,  and  here- 
ditaments, in  the  parifh,  townfhip,  or  place  where  fuch  high- 
way lies;  and  if  not  paid  in  ten  days  after  demand,  the  fame 
lball,  by  order  of  the  faid  two  juftices  or  court  of  quarter- fef- 
fions  refnedively,  be  levied  by  the  furveyor  in  the  manner 
herein-nicer  mentioned.  Provided,  that  no  fuch  aneffinent 
to  be  made  in  any  one  year  fhall  exceed  6d.  in  the  pound  of  the 
yearly  value  of  the  lands,  tenements,  woods,  tithes,  and  he* 
reditantents  fo  ahefled.

money  arifing  by  the  ufe  mail  bo  applied  toward*  the  pnichafe 
of  the  land  where  fuch. .  new  highway  (hall  bt  mad*.  And  on 
payment  or  tender  of  the  money;  and'  on  a  certificate  figned 
by  the  faid  two  ju  ft  ices,  or  by  the  chairman  of  the  faid  court 
or  quarter-feffions  refpe&ively,  defcribing  the  lands  fo  ibid, 
and  expreffing  the  fara  fo  agreed  for,  and  directing  to  whom 
the  fame  (hall  be  paid ;  and  on  the  purchafer's  taking  a  re* 
ceipt  for  fuch  purchafe-money  from  the  perfon  entitled  to  re* 
ceive  the  fame,  by  an  indorfement  on  the  back  of  fuch  certi- 
ficate, the  foil  of  fuch  old  highway  (hall  become  veiled  in  fuch 
porchafer  and  his  heirs. 

And  moreover,  when  it  (hdll  appear,  upon  the  view  of  two 
indices,  that  any  pnblic  highway,  not  in  the  fit  nation  herein 
before  described,  or  public  bridle-way,  or  foot-way,  may  bo 
diverted,  fo  as  to  make  the  fame  nearer  or  more  commodious 
to  the  public,  and  theowner  of  the  lands  through  which  fuch 
new  highway,  bridle- way,  or  foot- way,  is  propofed  to  be 
made,  ihall  confent  thereto  by  writing  under  his  hand  and 
fcal ;  it  (hall  be  lawful,  by  order  of  the  ju  ft  ices  at  fome  fpo* 
cial  feffions,  to  divert  and  turn,  and  to  flop  up  fuch  foot-way, 
and  to  divert,  turn,  Hop  up,  and  inclofe,  fell  and  difpofe  of 
fuch  old  highway  or  bridle-way,  and  to  purchafe  the  ground 
and  foil  for  fuch  new  highway,  bridle-way,  or  foot-way,  by 
fuch  ways  and  means,  and  fubjell  to  fuch  exceptions  and 
conditions  in  all  refpefts,  as  herein  before  mentioned  wkh» 
regard  to  highways  to  be  widened  or  diverted.

THE  furveyor  fhall  produce  the  book  and  the  afTcfTments  G  Ct  %m 
made  in  that  year,  to  the  inhabitants,  at  a  vcftry  or  other 
pnblic  meeting  to  be  held  for  that  purpofe,  within  15  days 
before  the  fpecial  feffions  to  be  holden  in  the  week  next  after 
Michaelmas  quarter-feffions ;  to  the  intent  that  thefaid  ac- 
counts, afleflments,  and  lifts,  may  be  infpe&ed  by  the  faid 
inhabitants.  And  after  the  faid  book  and  afleflments  (hall 
have  been  produced  at  fuch  meeting,  he  (hall  take  the  fame  to 
a  juftice,  on  fuch  day  and  at  fuch  hoar  as  (hall  be  agreed  upon 
at  fuck  meeting  before  fuch  laft  mentioned  fpecial  feffions; 
and  then  and  there  verify  fuch  acconnt,  or  any  part  thereof, 
opba  oath,  if  required.

78.  '  IF  the  inhabitants  of  any  pari(h,  town  (hip,  or  place,  Hull 
agree,  at  a  veftrjr  or  other  public  meeting,  to  profecute  any 
perfon  by  indiftmcnt  for  not  repairing  any  highway  within 
fuch  parifh,  town  {hip,  or  place,  which  they  apprehend  fnch 
perfon  was  obliged  to  by  law,  or  for  committing  any  nuifance 
upon  any  highway,  or  (hall  agree,  at  fuch  veftry-meeting,  to 
defend  any  indi&ment  or  prefentment  again  ft  them,  the  far. 
yeyor  may  charge  in  his  account  the  reafonahle  expenses 
thereof,  after  the  fame  (hall  have  been  agreed  toby  fuch  inha- 
bitants at  a  veftry  or  public  meeting,  or  allowed  by  a  juftice 
within  the  limit  where  fuch  highway  (hall  be. 

Prefentment  by  a  Juftioe. 

74  EVERY  juftice  of  the  peace,  either  upon  his  own  view  or 

upon  information  on  oath  given  to  him  by  the  furveyor,  inay 
make  prefentment  at  their  refoe&ive  affixes  or  great  fefikms,  or 
in  the  open  general  quarter- jeffions  of  the  peace,  of  any  high- 
way, caufeway,  or  bridge,  not  well  and  fufficiently  repaired 
and  amended,  or  of  any  other  cfcfeult  or  offence  committed 
and  done  contrary  to  the  provifion  and  intent  of  this  ftatute.; 
and  every  fuch  prefentment  (hall  be  as  effe&ual  as  if  found  by 
tne  oaths  of  12  men :  and  the  juftices,  at  their  general  quar- 
ter- feffions,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  may,  if  they  feeinft 
caufe,  dircft  the  profecution  on  fuch  prefentment  as  (half  be 
made  at  the  quarter-feftions,  to  be  carried  on  at  the  general 
expence  of  fuch  limit,  and  to  be  paid  out  of  the  general  rates 
within  the  fame  :  and  for  every  fnch  default  fo  prefcnted,  iho 
juftices  of  affize,  counties  palatine,  and  great  fcflkms,  and 
juftices  of  the  peace,  at  their  refpe&ive  courts,  may  aflefs  fuch 
tines  as  they  (hall  think  meet.

Manflaughter. 


BY  manflaughter  is  to  be  underflood  fuch  killing  of  a  man  ,  yavft  ^     . 
as  happens  either  on  a  fudden  quarrel,  or  in  the  commiflion  of 
an  unlawful  act,  without  any  deliberate  intention  o#doing  any 
mifebief  at  ajl. 

There  i$  this  difference  between  murder  and  manflaughter  5  3  rnft.  55. 
«r*.  that  murder  is  upon  malice  forethought,  and  manflaughter 
upon  a  fudden  occafion. 

Thit  offence  is  not  bailable  by  the  juftices  of  the  peace.        '  1  E<t.  1  c.  15. 

Murder  is,  when  a  man  of  found  memory,  and  of  the  age  of 
difcretion,  unlawfully  killeth  any  perfon  under  the  king's 
peace,  with  malice  forethought,  either  exprefled  by  the  party, 
or  implied  by  law ;  foas  the  party  wounded  or  hurt,  die  of  the 
wound  or  hurt,  within  a  year  and  a  day.  l 

The  law  fo  far  abhors  all  duelling  in  cold  blood,  that  not  ,  hjzv.  82. 
only  the  principal  who  actually  kills  the  other,  but  alio  his 
feconds,  are  guilty  of  murder,  whether  they  fought  or  not. 
And  it  is  holden,  that  the  feconds  of  the  party  flam  are  like- 
*iie guilty  as  acceflaries. 

They  chat  are  prefent  when  any  man  is  flain,  and  do  not  %I*ft-  53* 
their  bell  endeavour  to  apprehend  the  murderer  or  in  an  flayer, 
ihall  be  fined  and  imprifoned. 

Where  any.  perfon  (hall  befelonioufly  ftrickenor  poifoned  in.  2&7EJ. 6.^.24. 
one  county,  and  die  in  another  county,  the  offender  may  be 
iudicled  in  the  county  where  the  party  dies,  before  the  coroner, 
juftices  of  the  peace,  or  other  juflices. 

By  the  rubrick  in  the  book  of  com  moo-prayer,  before  the  ,-  #I4  q.  ^4t 
burial  office,  a  perfon  who  hath  laid  violent  hands  upon  him-

.And  no  plate,  prize,  fum  of  money,  or  other  thing,  (hall 
be  run  for,  or  advertifed  or  proclaimed  to  be  run  for,  unlefs 
fuch  plate,  prize,  or  fum  of  money,  be  of  the  real  and  in- 
trinfic  value  of  5CI.  or  upwards :  and  if  any  perfon  (ball  enter, 
flart,  or  run  any  horfe  for  any  fuch  plate,  prize,  or  fum  of 
money,  under  the  value  of  50I. ;  or  ihall  make,  print,  ad- 
vert ile,  or  publilh  any  advertifement  of  any  fuch  prize  under 
the  value  of  5 ol.  every  fuch  perfon  fo  entering,  darting,  or 
running  fuch  horfe,  ihall  forfeit  200I.

correcting,  and  fetting  to  work,  rogues,  vagabonds,  or  fturdy 
beggars,  and  other  idle  and  diforderly  perfons. 
17  G.  2. .-.  5.  On  prefcntment  of  the  grand  jury,  that  there  is  no  houfe  of 

correction,  and  that  it  will  benecefTary  toprovideoneormore;  or 
that  the  houfes  of  correction  already  provided  are  not  fufficient

tices'difcretion,  for  they  ought  to  give  judgment,  and  to  in- 
Aid  the  punishment  in  all  the  circumftances  thereof,  as  fuch 
ftatatet  do  direct. 
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THE  juftices,  at  Midfummer  feffions,  (hall  iflue  forth  their  3  6f  $An.  c.  1 
warrants  under  the  hands  andfealsof  two  or  morcof  them,    ' 
to  the  high  conflables,  requiring  them  to  iflue  forth  their  pre- 
cept  to  the  petty  conflables,  thereby  directing  and  requiring 
them  to  make  and  return  true  lifts  in  writing,  of  the  names 
and  places  of  abode  of  all  perfon  $,  within  their  refpeclive  cou- 
ftablewicks,  with  their  titles  and  additions,  between  the  ages 
of  21  and  70,  qualified  to  ferve  on  juries  by  having  in  their  4^5^.  c  2- 
own  name,    or  in  truft  for  them,    within   the  fame  county

fiat  with  the  afTent  of  the  ju dices  they  may  both  eat  and  Dr,  &T  St.  15 
driak ;  and  if  they  cannot  agree,  the  juftices  may  in  fuch 
cafe  fuflfer  the  jury  to  have  both  meat  and  drink  for  a  time, 
to  fee  -whether  they  will  agree. — But  if  the  cafe  fo  happen, 
thatthejury  can  in  no  wife  agree,  the  juftices  (as  it  feemeth) 
in.  fitch  cafe  may  take  fuch  order  in  the  matter,  as  fhall  feent 
to  them  by  their  difcretion  to  Hand  with  reafon  and  conference, 
by  awarding  a  new  inqueft,  or  otherwife,  as  they  fhall  think 
beft.

either  for  prefervation  of  the  peace  of  the  county,  or  for  exe- 
cution of  juftice,  were,  by  force  of  the  king's  writ  in  everv  fc- 
veral  county,  chofen  in  full  or  open  court  by  the  freeholders 
of  that  county. 

a  Haw.  33.  Befides  thefe  confervators  of  the  peace  properly  fo  called, 

there  were  and  are  other  confervators  of  the  peace  by  virtue  of 
certain  offices  :  viz.  (1)  The  lord  chancellor,  and  every  juf- 
tice of  the  king's  bench,  throughout  all  the  realm,  (a)  livery 
court  of  record  within  its  own  precinct.     (3)  Every  juftice  of 

,  thepeace.     (4)  Every  fheriff.     (5)  Every  coroner.     And  (6) 

eyery  high  and  petty  conftable. 

Id.  There  were  alfo  other  confervators  of  the  peace  by  tenure; 

who  held  lands  of  the  king  by  this  fervice;  and  other  confer- 
vators of  the  peace  by  prefcription. 

D*lt,e.i.  The  general  duty  of  the  confervators  of  the  peace*  by  the 

common  law,  is  to  employ  their  own,  and  to  command  the 
help  of  others,  to  arreft  and  pacify  all  fuch  who  in  their  pre- 
fence,  and  within  their  juriidicuon  and  limits,  by  word  or 
deed,  (hall  go  about  to  break  the  peace. — And  if  the  confer- 
vators of  the  peace  have  committed  or  bound  over  any  offend- 
ers, they  are  then  to  fend  to,  or  be  prefent  at,  the  next  fef- 
fions  of  the  peace,  or  gaol  delivery,  there  to  object  again  ft 
them. 

»7,  H.l.c.  24.  Juftices  of  the  peace  at  this  day  are  of  three  forts  ;  1.  By 
a&  of  parliament ;  as  the  bifhop  of  Ely  and  his  fucceflbrs,  and 
the  archbifhop  of  York,  and  bifhop  of  Durham.  2.  By  char- 
ter, or  grant  made  by  the  king  under  the  great  feal ;  as  mayors 
and  the  chief  officers  in  divers  corporate  towns.  3.  By  com- 
miflion." 

18  G.  2.  f.  20.  No  perfon  (hall  be  capable  of  being  or  acting  as  a  juftice  of 
the  peace,  who  (hall  not  have  in  law  or  equity,  for  his  own 
ufe,  in  pofleffion,  a  freehold,  copyhold,  or  cuftomary  eftatt 
for  life,  or  for  fome  greater  eftate,  or  an  eftate  for  fome  long 
term  of  years,  determinable  upon  one  or  more  lives,  or  for  a 
certain  term  originally  created  for  21  years  or  more,  in  lands, 

tenements, 
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tenements,  or  hereditaments,  in  England  or  Wales,  of  the 
clear  yearly  value  of  100I.  above  what  will  difcharge  all  in-

ther tneflbage,  land,  rent,  tythe,  office,  benefice,  or  what 
eMe)  as  doth  qualify  me  to  aB  as  a  juftiee  a/*  the  peace  for  the 
coeuety,  ridjng,  or  divifion  of  ■■  ,  according  to  tie  true  intent 
mod  meaning  of  an  o8  of  parliament  made  in  the  I  %th  year  of  the 
reign  %f  bis  majefty  king  George  the  fecond,  entitled,  an  aQ  to 
amend  and  render  more  effectual  an  a&  paffed  in  the  fifth  year  of 
his  prefint  majefty* s  reign ,  entitled,  an  a&  for  the  further  qua -

Which  oath  taken  and  fubferibed,  (hall  be  kept  by  the 
clerk  of  the  peace  among  the  records  of  the  feffions. 

And  if  any  perfon  (hall  alt  as  juftiee,  without  having  taken 
and  fubferibed  the  faid  oath,  or  without  being  qualified  as 
above,  he  lhall,  for  every  offence,  forfeit  100I.  half  to  the 
poor  of  the  pat  ifh  in  which  he  moil  ufually  refides,  and  half  to 
him  who  (hall  fue,  with  full  coils.  The  proiecution  to  be  in 
fix  months. 

No  (herifF  fhall  exercife  the  office  of  a  juftiee  of  the  peace,  iM.fejf.i.c.U 
daring  the  time  that  he  ads  as  fherifF. 

JnfHces  of  the  peace  have  jurifdi&ion  of  all  inferior  crimes  2  tf*w.  40. 
within  their  com miffion,  whether  fuch  crimes  be  mentioned  in 
any  ftatote  concerning  them  or  not ;  for  all  fuch  crimes  are 
either  dire&ly,  or  at  leaft  by  confequence  and  judgment  of  law, 
agminft  the  peace. 

The  Juftiee  of  the  Peace  his  Oath  of  Office.

"  YE  mall  fwear,  that  as  juftiee  of  the  peace  in  the  county 
*f  M.  in  ail  articles  in  the  king's  commrffion  to  you  directed,

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you  (hall  do  equal  right  to  the  poor  and  to  the  rich,  after  your 
cunning,  wit,  and  power,  and  after  the  laws  and  cuftoma  of 
the  realm,  and  ftatutes  thereof  made  ;  and  ye  (hall  not  be  of 
counfel  of  any  quarrel  hanging  before  you  :  and  that  ye  hold 
yourfeffions  after  the  form  of  the  flat  utes  thereof  made:  and 
the  iflues,  fines,  and  amerciaments  that  fhall  happen  to  be 
made,  and  all  forfeitures  which  fhall  fall  before  yon,  ye  fhall 
caufe  to  be  made  without  any  concealment  (or  embezzling) 
and  truly  fend  them  to  the  king's  exchequer.  Ye  fhall  not  let, 
for  gift  or  other  caufe,  but  well  and  truly  ye  fhall  do  your  of. 
iice  of  juftice  of  the  peace  in  that  behalf :  and  you  fhall  take 
nothing  for  your  office  of  juftice  of  the  peace  to  be  done,  bat 
of  the  king,  and  Hces  ace u domed,  and  coils  limited  by  fta- 
tute.

jaftife  proceed  againft  a  nerfon  without  fummoning  him,  it 
vonld  be  a  mifdemeanor  in  him,  for  which  an  information 
wonldHe. 

-  In  all  cafes  where  juftices  may  hear  add  determine  oat  of  DdIt  c%  Jf 
r — s  (vis.  cm  their  own  view,  or  confeffiofi,  or  oath  of  wit-        "  " 


aefles)  the  juftices  ought  to  make  a  record,  in  writing  under 
their  hands,  of  all  the  matters  and  proofs  ;  which  record,  not- 
withftanding,  in  many  cafes  they  may  keep  by  them.— And  if, 
upon  inch  conviction,  the  offender  is  to  be  fined  to  the  king, 
then  the  juftices  are  to  eftreat  fuch  fine,  and  to  fend  the  eftreat 
into  the  exchequer,  whereby  the  barons  of  the  exchequer  may 
caafethefaid  fine  or  forfeiture  to  be  levied  for  the  king's  ufe. 

Femfinuchas  moft  of  the  bufinefs  of  a  jufticeofthe  peace  D^  c 
confifteth  in  the  execution  of  divers  ftatutes,  which  cannot  be  * 

fuificicntly  abridged,  but  that  they  will  come  (hort  of  the  fub- 
ftaace  and  body  thereof,  therefore  it  wall  be  fafeft  for  the  juf- 
tices to  have  an  eye  to  the  ftatutes  at  large,  and  thereby  to 
take  their  farther  and  better  directions,  for  their  whole  pro- 
ceedings* 

A  jnftice  of  the  peace  is  ftrongly  protected  by*  the  law,  in 
the  j  nil  execution  or  his  office* 

.  Thus,  in  the  firft  place,  he  is  not  to  be  flandered  or  abufed* 

In  the  next  place,  he  is  not  punifhable  at  the  fuit  of  the  %h*w.%$% 
partf ,  bat  only  at  the  fuit  of  the  king,  for  what  he  doth  as 
judge,  in  matters  which  he  hath  power  by  law  to  hear  and 
determine  without  the  concurrence  of  any  other  :  but  in  cafes 
wherein  he  proceeds  minifterially,  rather  than  judicially,  if 
ha  act  corruptly ,  he  is  liable  to  an  action  at  the  fuit  of  the  par* 
ty,  as  well  at  to  an  information  at  the  fuit  of  the  king.

NO  perfoa  (hall  be  capable  to  alt  as  com  million  er  in  any 
county  or  riding  at  large,  (the  counties  of  Merioneth, 
Cardigan,  Carmarthen,  Glamorgan,  Montgomery,  Pem- 
broke, and  Monmouth,  excepted)  unlefs  hebeieized  of  lands, 
tenements,  &c  which  were  taxed,  or  did  pay,  in  the  year 
next  before,  for  the  value  of  100I.  a  year  of  his  own  eftate. 

But  this  (hall  not  extend  to  commiflioners  being  inhabitants 
of  cities,  boroughs,  towns  corporate,  or  cinque  ports,  or  the 
inns  of  court  or  chancery. 

No  attorney  or  folicitor,  or  perfon  practicing  as  fuch,  (hall 
act  as  commifftoner,  without  having  100I.  a  year  as  above. — 
Nor  (hall  any  receiver-general,  or  collector  of  any  aid  granted 
to  his  majeily,  act  as  commiflioner. 

If  there  is  not  a  fufficient  number  of  qualified  commiflioners 
within  any  city  or  place  for  which  commiflioners  are  parti- 
cularly appointed,  the  commiflioners  of  the  county  may  act 
therein. 

No  commifiioner  (hall  act,  until  he  hath  taken  the  oaths  of 
allegiance,  fupremacy,  and  abjuration,  which  (hall  be  ad- 
mi  niftered  to  him  by  two  or  more  commiflioners,  on  pain  of 
200I.  to  the  king. 

They  (hall  meet  at  the  moft  ufual  and  common  plates  of 
meeting,  on  or  before  April  30. 

•  At  which  firft  meeting,  three  or  more  (hall  be  appointed  for 
each  divifion  ;  but  this  (hall  not  reftrain  any  commiffioners 

from 
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from  ading  in  any  other  part  of  the  county;  and  they  (hall 
fee  down  in  writing,  who,  and  what  number  of  the  commif- 
fi oners  iball  awl  in  each  divifion,  and  (hall  deliver  a  copy 
thereof  to  the  receiver-general. 

The  commiflioncrs,  at  fuch  firil  meeting,  (hall  fet  down  in 
writing  thefums  to  be  charged  on  each  divifion,  in  proportion 
to  the  fnxns  which  were  affefTed  thereon  by  the  land-tax  ad, 
in  the  fourth  year  of  the  reign  of  W.  13 .  M . 

Where  the  proportion  upon  any  divifion  fhall  exceed  4$.  in 
the  pound,  two  or  more  commiflioncrs  may  certify  the  lame 
to  the  barons  of  the  exchequer,  who  may  order  fo  much  of  the 
proportion,  upon  fuch  divifion,  to  be  abated  as  exceeds  the 
full  fum  of  4s  in  the  pound  upon  the  eftates  therein. 

At  the  fame  meeting,  two  or  more  commiffioners  (hall  di- 
rect their  feveral  or  joint  precepts  to  fuch  inhabitants,  high 
conflables,  petty  conltables,  and  others,  as  they  fhall  think 
mod  convenient,  to  be  prefentors  and  afTefTors,.  requiring  them 
to  appear  before  the  faid  commiffioners,  at  fuch  time  and  place, 
not  exceeding  eight  days  after  the  date  of  fuch  precept,  as 
they  (hall  appoint. 

But  no  perfon  in  a  city,  borough,  or  town  corporate,  fhall 
be  compelled  to  be  an  aflefTor  or  collector  out  of  the  limits 
thereof. 

An  aflefTor  not  appearing,  without  lawful  excufe  to  be  made 
on  the  oath  of  two  witnettes ;  or  appearing,  and  refuting  to 
ferve,  (hall  forfeit  to  the  king,  not  more  than  5I.  nor  lefs 
than  40s. 

The  commiflloners  fhall  openly  read,  or  caufe  to  be  read, 
to  the  afTefTors,  the  feveral  rates,  duties,  and  charges,  and 
declare  how  and  in  what  manner  they  ought  to  make  their 
afleflments,  and  how  to  proceed  in  the  execution  of  the  aft : 
viz.  to  charge  all  manors,  lands,  tenements,  mines,  quarries, 
&c.  iron  mills,  furnaces,  &c.  fait  fprings,  fait  works,  alum 
mines.  Sec.  parks,  chaces,  &c.  timings,  tythes,  tolls,  &c. 
with  equality  and  indifference;  deducting  rent  charges  and 
annuities,  out  of  fuch  lands,  where  they  amount  to  20s.  per 
annum  or  more. 

The  commiffioners  fhall  zfkfs  the  afTefTors. 
Every  perfon,  whether  he  hath  a  certain  place  ofrefidence 
or  not,  fhall  be  rated  for  his  perfonal  eftate,  at  the  place 
where  he  is  refident  at  the  time  of  the  execution  of  the  ad  : 
and  if  he  is  out  of  the  realm  at  the  time  of  the  afTerTment,  he 
shall  be  rated  at  the  place  where  he  was  laft  abiding  in  the 
realm. 

All  hou (holders  (hall,  on  demand  of  the  afTefTors,  give  an 
account  of  the  names  and  qualities  of  fuch  perfons  as  fhall 
sojourn  and  lodge  in  their  houfes ;  on  pain  of  5I.  to  be  re- 
covered as  the  other  penalties.

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In  «  city  or  town  corporate*  perfons  having  their  houfe  in 
one  parifh  or  ward,  and  goods  in  another,  Hull  be  aiTefled  for 
the  whole  where  they  inhabit.  But  if  a  perfon  hath  goods  in 
any  other  county  than  where  he  is  refident,  or  had  his  laft 
residence,  he  may  be  afTefTed  for  fuch  goods  in  the  county 
where  they  are. 

Members  of  parliament  mall  be  aflefTed  for  their  perfon  a  1 
eftate,  .at  their  manfion-houfes,  or  places  where  they  mod 
ufually  refide  during  the  interval  of  parliament. 

Officers  mail  pay  for  the  profits  of  their  offices  or  employ- 
menu,  where  the  office  is  executed;  and  not  where  the  {alary 
is  payable ;  but  all  other  penfions,  (Upends,  and  annuities 
(not  charged  upon  lands)  (hall  be  aflefTed  where  tbey  are 
payable.  \ 

By  the  32  G.  2.  c.  33.  relating  to  the  duty  upon  offices,  it 
is  provided,  that  in  all  future  afTefTraents  to  the  land-tax,  fuch 
offices  (hall  not  be  aflefTed  at  an  higher  rate  to  the  land-tax, 
than  they  were  in  the  year  1758. 

If  a  perfon,  having  two  places  of  refidence,  or  otherwife, 
(hall  be  doubly  charged  for  any  perfonal  eftate,  office,  or 
otherwife;  then  on  certificate  of  two  commiffioners  for  the 
place  of  his  lad  perfonal  refidence,  under  hand  and  feal,  of 
the  fum  charged  upon  him  there,  and  on  oath  made  of  fuch 
certificate  before  a  juftice  of  the  place  where  the  certificate 
(hall  be  made,  the  perfon  fo  doubly  charged  (hall  be  dif- 
charged  elfewhere. 

If  any  perfon,  who  ought  to  be  taxed  for  his  perfonal  eftate, 
(hall,  by  changing  his  place  of  refidence,  or  by  any  other 
fraud,  efcape  from  the  taxation,  and  the  fame  be  proved  be- 
fore two  commiffioners  or  one  juftice  where  fuch  perfon  refides, 
within  one  year  after  fuch  tax  made,  he  (hall  pay  treble,  to  be 
levied  on  his  lands  and  goods,  on  certificate  thereof  made  into 
the  exchequer  by  fuch  juftice  or  commiffioners. 

Every  perfon  fhall  be  aflefTed  for  lands  where  they  He,  and 
not  elfewhere. — And  fuch  tax  (hall  be  paid  by  the  tenant, 
who  fhall  deduft  it  out  of  his  rent :  and  if  any  difference  (hall 
arife  between  landlord  and  tenant,  the  commiffioners,  or  two 
pf  them,  fhall  fettle  the  fame. — The  tax  on  foreign  minifters' 
hpufes  fhall  be  paid  by  the  landlord. 

Every  papift,  pr  reputed  papift,  being  iS  years  of  age,  and 
upwards,  who  fhall  not  have  tajcen  the  oaths  of  allegiance  and 
fupremacy,  as  directed  by  1  W\  c.$.  (hall  pay  double;  un- 
lets he  take  the  faid  oaths,  before  two  commiffioners,  in  ten 
days  after  the  firft  meeting. 

Alfo  every  perfon  (whether  papift  or  not)  being  18  years 
old  and  upwards,  and  hot  having  taken  the  faid  oaths,  and 
upon  fummons  under  hand  and  feal  of  two  commiffioners.  re- 
futing to  take  them,  or  neglctting  to  appear,  (hail  pay  double 
}n  lijce  manner.

After  the  charge  given,  the  commiffioners  (hall  appoints 
day  and  place  for  the  afleflbrs  to  appear  before  them,  and 'to 
bring  in  afleflments  in  writing, 

Theafleflbr,  after  he  is  appointed,  neglecting  or  refuting  to 
(ttYt9  or  not  appearing  at  the  third  meeting,  without  lawful 
excufe,  to  be  proved  on  oath  of  two  witnefles,  or  not  per* 
forming  his  duty,  (hall  forfeit  to  the  king  any  Aim  not  ex* 
ceeding  40I.  to  be  levied  as  the  rates,  and  charged  to  the  re- 
ceiver-general. 

The  afleflbrs  (hall  deliver  two  duplicates  of  the  aflefflftent 
in  writing,  (ignedby  them,  to  the  commiffioners. — And  (hall 
then  alfo  return  the  names  of  two  or  more  able  and  fnflicient 
peribns,  living  within  the  places  where  they  (hall  be  chargeable 
respectively,  to  be  collectors ;  for  whom  the  parifli  or  place* 
(hall  be  anfwerable. 

Then  three  or  more  commiffioners  (hall  fign  and  fedl  two 
duplicates  of  the  afleflments,  and  deliver  one  of  them  to  the 
collectors  (whom  they  (hall  nominate  and  appoint)  with  war- 
rant to  the  laid  collector  to  collect  the  fame.— And  they  (hall 
at  the  fame  time  give  notice,  at  what  time  and  place  appeals 
may  be  heard  and  determined :  which  (hall  be  at  lead  30  days 
from  the  time  of  (igning  and  fealing  and  delivering  the  du- 
plicate to  the  collectors. 

Every  collector  (hall,  within  ten  days  after  the  receipt  of  % 
the  duplicates,  caufe  public  notice  to  be  given  in  etcry  parifli 
church  or  chapel  within  his  diftrict,  immediately  after  divine 
ferviceon  the  Lord's  day,  of  the  time  and  place  fo  appointed 
by  the  commiffioners  for  hearing  and  determining  appeals  ;  and 
(hall  alfo,  on  the  fame  day,  caufe  the  like  notices  to  be  fixed  in 
writing  on  the  door  of  fuch  church  or  chapel. 

Every  person  intending  to  appeal,  (hall  give  notice  thereof 
in  writing  to  one  or  more  aflcflbrs,  that  they  may  attend,  if 
they  think  (it,  to  juftify  the  afleflment. — In  cafe  of  any  coru 
troverfy  which  concerns  any  commiffioner,  fuch  commiffioner 
fliall  have  no  voice,  but  (hall  withdraw  until  it  be  determined ; 
on  pain  of  any  fum  not  exceeding  20I.  to  be  levied  and  paid 
as  the  other  fines. — Appeals  once  heard  and  determined  on  the 
nppeal-day  (hall  be  final. 

The  collectors  (hall  make  demand  of  the  parties  themfelves 
if  they  can  be  found,  or  elfe  at  the  place  of  their  laft  abode, 
or  upon  the  premifes  charged. — And  if  any  perfon  shall  re- 
Afe  or  neglect  to  pay  to  the  collector  on  demand,  he  may 
levy  the  fame  by  diftrefs  and  fale  of  the  goods  of  the  perfon 
lb  neglecting  or  refuting. — And  the  diftrefs  (b  taken,  may  be 
kept  fat  four  days,  at  the  charges  of  the  owner ;  and  if  not 
paid  in  four  days,  then  the  diftrefs  (hall  be  appraifed  by  two

inhabitants  or  other  Sufficient  perfons,  and  fold  by  the  col- 
lector, returning  the  overplus  immediately,  (if  any  be)  over 
and  above  the  tax,  and  charge  of  taking  and  keeping  the  dif- 
trefs— If  any  difference  (hall  arife  upon  taking  the  diftrefs, 
the  fame  (hall  be  determined  and  ended  by  two  commiflioners. 

If  any  perfonfhall  refufe  or  neglect  to  pay  for  ten  days  after 
demand,  or  (hall  convey  his  goods  away,  fo  that  diftrefs 
cannot  be  made,  he  (hall  be  committed  (unlefs  he  is  a  peer)  by 
warrant  of  two  commiflioners  to  the  common  gaol,  until  pay- 
.  ment  of  the  money  aflefTed,  and  of  the  charges  for  bringing 
in  (he  fame. 

Arrears  may  be  levied  by  the  prefent  commiflioners,  in  the 

fame  manner  as  the  prefent  tax. — And  where  lands  or  boufes 

are  unoccupied,  and  no  diflrefs  can   be  found  thereon,  the 

.   collectors  for  the  time  being  may  diftrain  at  any  time  after  ; 

;  .mid  (hall  distribute  the  money  to  thofe  who  contributed  to 

.    make,  it  up. 

The  collector  (hall  pay  the  money  received  to  the  receiver- 
general  or  his  deputy,  quarterly  ;  but  (hall  not  be  obliged  to 
travel  above  ten  miles  from  his  ufual  place  of  abode. 

At  every  time  and  place  appointed  by  the  commiflioners  for 
the  collectors  to  pay  the  money  to  the  receiver-general,  he 
fhall  deliver  a  lift  of  the  money  received  by  him,  to  fuch  per- 
fbn  as  two  or  more  commiflioners  (hall,  under  their  hands,  ap- 
point ;  on  pain  of  forfeiting  a  fum  not  exceeding  20I.  to  be 
paid  into  the  exchequer,  as  the  fines  on  affeflbrsand  collectors. 
The  collectors  (hall  have  3d.  in  the  pound,  for  collecting  and 
giving  receipts,  which  they  may  detain  out  of  the  laft  pay- 
ment.-—If  the  collector  (hall  keep  in  his  hands  any  part  of  the 
money  by  him  collected,  longer  than  the  time  limited,  or 
fhall  pay  any  part  of  it  to  any  other  perfon  than  to  the  receiver- 
general,  or  his  deputy,  he  fhall  forfeit  40I. — If  any  collector 
fhall  refufe  or  neglect  to  pay  any  fum  by  him  received,  and 
not  pay  the  fame  as  the  act  directs,  two  commiflioners  may 
imprifon  him,  and  may  feize  all  eftates  to  him  belonging, 
or  which  (hall  come  to  his  heirs,  executors,  or  adminiftrators. 
Which  faid  commiflioners  may  appoint  a  general  meeting  of 
the  commiflioners,  and  (hall  give  public  notice  therof  at  Lead 
fix  days  before:  and  the  commiflioners,  at  fuch  general  meet- 
ing, may  fell  fuch  eftates,  or  any  part  thereof,  for  payment. 

The  commiflioners  at  any  general  meeting  may  tammon 
collectors  who  have  fraudulently  converted  land-tax  memey  to 
their  own  ufe,  and  canfe  them  to  pay  the  fame,  to  make  up 
the  deficiency  if  there  is  any  in  that  place ;  and  if  there  is  no 
deficiency,  then  to  difcharge  fo  much  of  the  proportion  charged 
on  fuch  place,  as  that  money  doth  amount  to :  and  if  fuch  col- 
lector (hall  neglect  or  refufe  fo  to  pay,  the  commiflioners  may 
imprifon  him,  and  feize  and  fell  his  eflate  for  paymenL^-If 
through  wilfulness,  neglect,  miftake,  or  accident,  the  affefs- 
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ment  (hall  not  be  paid  to  the  receiver-general  or  his  deputy, 
the  fame  (hall  be  re-afl'efled  upon  fuch  divifion. — If  the  re- 
ceiver-general (hall  return  any  perfons  in  arrear  who  have  paid, 
he  (half  forfeit  treble  damages  to  the  party,  and  double  the 
fun  nnjuftly  certified,  to  the  king. — No  receiver  (hall  return 
any  place  in  arrear,  after  three  years :  but  the  fame  lhall  be  a  - 
deoton  him  and  his  fecnrities. — No  receiver-general,  or  any 
of  his  agents,  (hall  maintain  an  action  again!  the  hundred, 
on  account  of  being  robbed  in  carrying  the  money ;  unlefs 
they  be  together  in  company,  and  in  number  three  at  the 
leaft. — The  receiver-general,  within  20  days  after  receipt, 
(hall  pay  the  money  into  the  exchequer. — Which  if  he  (hall 

Ey  otherwife  than  into  the  exchequer,  or  not  within  the  time 
sited  ;  he  (hall  forfeit  500I.  to  him  who  (hall  fue. 

The  commiffioners  on  or  before  Auguft  8,  or  in  20  days 
after  (all  appeals  being  firft  determined),  (hall  caufe  to  be  de- 
livered to  the  receiver-general,  or  his.  deputy,  a  fchedule  or 
duplicate  in  parchment  under  their  hands  and  feals,  con- 
taining the  whole  fum  aflefled  upon  each  parifh  or  place ;  and 
(hall  tranfmit  a  like  fchedule  or  duplicate  into  the  king's  re. 
membrancer's  office  in  the  exchequer ;  for  which  the  remem- 
brancer, or  his  deputy,  (hall  give  a  receipt  gratis,  on  pain  of 
10L— The  commiffioners  (hall  diftinguifn  and  fet  down  the  / 
graft  fum  charged  in  any  divifion  for  double  taxes,  that  it  may 
be  known  how  much  the  double  taxes  amount  to  in  fuch  divi- 
fion.—By  the  18  G.  2.  c.  18.  which  requires  that  no  perfon 
(hall  rote  in  the  election  of  a  knight  of  a  (hire,  for  any  lands 
which  have  not  been  aflefled  to  the  land-tax  for  12  calendar 
months  next  before,  it  is  enacled,  that  the  commiffioners,  or 
three  of  them,  (hall  flen  and  feal  a  duplicate  of  the  copies  of 
theafleffinents  to  be  delivered  to  them  by  the  afleflbrs,  after  all 
appeals  determined,  and  caufe  the  fame  to  be  delivered  to  the 
clerk  of  the  peace,  to  be  kept  amongft  the  records,  and  in- 
IpeQed  by  anyperfon  without  fee. 

The  commiffioners'  clerks,  for  their  trouble  in  writing  the 
afledrnents,  duplicates,  and  copies,  and  all  warrants,  orders, 
and  inftrn&ions  relating  thereunto,  (hall  have  ifd.  in  the 
pound,  to  be  paid  by  the  receiver-general,  according  to  the 
warrant  of  two  commiffioners. 

On  the  death  or  removal  of  the  commiffioners9  clerks,  fuch 
cUrks  fo  removed,  or  the  executors  or  adminiftrators  of  fuch 
clerk  dying,  (hall,  within  one  calendar  month  after  notice  in 
writing  figned  by  three  or  more  commiffioners,  or  a  true  copy 
thereof  given  or  left  at  the  ufual  place  of  abode  of  fuch  perfon  or 
prions,  deliver  op  all  books  and  papers  to  fuch  perfon  or  per- 
sons as  the  faid  commiffioners  (hall  by  fuch  notice  appoint :  on 
pain  of  50I.  with  full  colls ;  half  to  the  receiver-general  in 
aid  of  the  land-tax,  and  half  to  him  who  (hall  foe. 

If 
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If  any  afTeflbr',  collcdor,  or  other  perfon,  lhall  wilfully- 
negle&or  refufe  to  perform  his  duty,  or  /hall .  be  guilty  of 
fraud  or  abufe,  three .  or  more  com  miffi oners  may  fine  him/ 
not  exceeding  40I.  which  (hall  not  te  taken  off,  but  by  a  ma- 
jority of  the  commiffioners  whoim^fedit:  to  be  levied  by 
warrant  of  the  faid  commiffioners,.  by  diftrefs  and  fale ;  in  de- 
fault of  diftrefs  (if  not  a  peer)  to  be  committed  to  prifon  by  two 
commiffioners  till  payment.— -And  all  fines  flxall  be  paid  to  the- 
receiver-general,  and  paid  by  him  into  the  exchequer,  and 
(hall  be  infer  ted  in  the  duplicates  to  be  tranfmittcd  into  the  . 
office  of  the  king's  remembrancer.

iHa<w.1$.  Grand  larceny  is  a  felonious  and  fraudulent  taking,  and 

carrying  away,  by  any  per  (on,  of  the  mere  perfonal  goods  of 
another,  above  the  value  of  1 2d. 

ZWr.  c.  154.  A  juftice  of  the  peace,  before  whom  an  offender  mall  be 

brought  for  petty  larceny  out  of  feflions,  may  pot  punifh  the.' 
faid  offender  by  his  difcretion,  and  fo  let  him  go;  but  mail: 
have  him  committed  or  bailed,  to  the  intent  he  may  come  00 
his  trial,  as  in  cafes  of  other  felonies  :  and  if  upon  his  triaj, 
the  jury  fhall  find  the  goods  flolen  to  exceed  I2d.  in  value,  the  \ 
offender  fhaU  have  judgment  to  die  for  the  fault. 

1  Htfw.95.  All  petty  larceny  is  felony,  and  confequently  requires  the  * 

v>or&  fetonioujly  in  an  indictment  for  it  ;  yet  it  is  certain,  that  \ 
it;  is  not  punimable  with  the  lofs  of  life  or  lands,  but  only  with  '

General  meetings  (hall  confift  of  the  lieutenant,  with  two 
deputy  lieutenants,  or,  of  three  deputy  lieutenants  j  fuch  guv 
neral  meeting  to  be  holden  upon  the  laft  Tuefday  befire  the 
24th  of  October  in  every  year ;  the  lieutenant  with  any  two 
deputy  lieutenants,  or,  any  three  deputy  lieutenants,  may 
fammon  other  general  meetings,  of  which  notice  (hall  be  given 
in  the  London  Gazette,  and  alfo  in  any  weekly  newfpaper 
■foally  circulated  in  fuch  county,  &c.  14  days  at  the  leaft  be- 
fore the  days  appointed  for  holding  fuch  meetings  refpe&ively ; 
and  in  cafe  fuch  meeting  (hall  not  be  attended  by  the  lieute- 
eant  and  two  deputy  lieutenants,  or  by  three  deputy  lieute- 
nants; the  lieutenant,  or  any  one  deputy  lieutenant,  who 
(hall  attend  at  fuch  meeting,  (hall  and  may  adjourn  the  fame  ; 
and  in  cafe  no  deputy  lieutenant  lhall  attend  at  the  time  and 
place  appointed  for  the  next  meeting,  then  the  clerk  of  the 
general  meetings,  or  his  deputy,  (hall  adjoorn  fuch  meeting 
to  any  other  time,  to  be  holden  at  the  fame  place. 

The  fubdivifion  meetings  (hall  confift  of  two  deputy  lieute- 
nants at  the  leaf* ;  but  where  two  deputy  lieutenants  do  not  at-

army,  or  in  any  caftle  or  fort,  and  private  men  in  the  army ;  ' 
coaminioned  officers  ferving,  or  having  ferved  four  years  in 
theanilitia,  members  of  both  univerfitie*,  clergymen,  licenfed 
teachers  of  any  feparate  congregation,  conftables,  &c.  ar* 
tided  clerks,  apprentices,  feamen,  men  employed  in  his  Ma* 
jefty'a  dock-yards,  or  perfons  employed  in  the  Tower,  at 
Woolwich  warren,  in  the  gun- wharfs  atPortfmonth,  or  at  his 
Majefty's  powder  mills,  magazines,  and  other  ftorehoufes, 
perfons  free  of  the  watermen's  company,  and  poor  perfons 
laving  more  than  one  child  born  in  wedlock.  No  penon  who 
has  fenred  perfonally  or  by  fubftitute  (hall  be  obliged  to  ferve 
again  till  it  comes  to  his  tarn  ;  bat  a  fabftitute,  S  chofen  by 
ballot,  fhall  be  obliged  to  ferve  again,  fo  as  to  make  the  choice 
of  militia  men  by  ballot  within  every  fubdivifion  as  equal  and 
impartial  as  poffible.

any  falfe  name,  to  any  conftable,  or  other  officer  authorized  to 
demand  the  fame,  every  fuch  perfon  fhall  forfeit  the  fum  of

Every  perfon,  chofen  by  ballot  to  ferve  in  the  militia,  (hall 
be  liable  to  fuch  fervice,  although  he  may  have  removed  from 
the  place  where  his  name  was  infer  ted  in  the  lift ;  every  perfon 
liable  to  ferve  in  the  militia,  having  more  than  one  place  of 
refidence,  (hall  ferve  for  the  county,  riding,  or  place  where 
his  name  (hall  have  been  firft  infer  ted  in  fuch  lift.

fum  of  money,  not  exceeding  one  half  of  the  current  price 
then  paid  for  a  volunteer,  where  fuch  perfon  was  (o  chofen, 
which  faid  fum  of  money  (hall  be  taken  out  of  the  poor's  rate  ; 
any  churchwarden  oroverfeerof  the  poor  rcfufing  or  neglecting 
to  pay  fuch  money,  upon  demand,  and  the  producing  of  fuch 
order,  (hall,  for  every  fuch  offence,  forfeit  the  fum  of  5I.  one 
hr.lf  to  be  paid  to  the  perfon  fo  chofen  by  ballot :  if  any  man 
chofen  by  ballot,  and  ferving  for  himfelf,  (hall,  within  one 
month  after  his  inrollment,  bedifapprovedof,  and  difcharged, 
fuch  fum  (hall  not  be  paid  to  the  perfon  fo  chofen  by  ballot, 
but  (hall  be  paid  to  the  next  perfon  chofen  by  ballot  in  his 
Jlcad  ;  and  if  any  fubftitute  be  disapproved  and  difcharged,  no 
fuch  fum  (hall  be  paid  to  the  man  fo  chofen  by  ballot,  unlefs 
he  (hall  ferve  himfelf,  or  (hall  find  another  fubititute  who  (hall 
be  approved  by  the  commanding  officer.

Aayjttftke  may  determine  difputes  between  fervants  en- 
ittVd  at  flttlhia  men,  and  their  mailers,  refoe&ing  wager, 
wkhia  three  months  from  the  time  of  their  quitting  the  fervice ; 
and  may  fluke  fuch  order  for  the  payment  of  fo  much  wages 
to  fitch  fcrvant  in  proportion  to  the  fervice  he  has  performed, 
at  to  faek  juftice  (nail  feem  joft  and  reafonable,  provided  the 
tmm  in  question  do  not  exceed  the  Aim  of  20I.  and  in  cafe  of 
tefnftd  rorthefpaoeof  21  days,  may  ifltie  his  warrant  to  levy 
the  frmebvdiftrefs. 

Every  fobftitute,  Sec.  who  does  not  appear,  if  he  do  not  re-

Theinliftment  of  a  militia  man  into  the  (landing  army  (hall 
be  v(M  1  and  any  militia  man  offering  to  inttft  into  his  ma- 
Jtfty*»  other  forces,  (hall  be  imprifoned  fix  months,  and  if 
ftftaafly  iaKfted,  (hall  ferve  in  fuch  regiment,  when  difmifted 
from  the  militia :  any  officer,  ferjeant,  or  other  perfbn  in- 
Hfting  militia  men,  (hall  forfeit  20I.  and  any  foldier  offering 
to  ferveasa  fubftitote  (hall  forfeit  tol.  or  be  committed  to  the 
tommon  gaol  or  houfe  of  correction,  for  any  time  hot  more 
than  three  months. 

Any  perfbn  ordering  ferjeants,  &c.  of  the  militia  to  beat 
•p  fbr  volunteers,  (hall  forfeit  10I.  being  convicted  upon  oath, 
beibre  any  juftice  of  the  peace;  one  moiety  to  the  ufeof  the  in- 
farmer:  and  any  ferjeant  re/ufing  to  declare  who  gave  him 
feck  orders  ftiall  be  imprifoned  for  any  time  not  exceeding 
three  months* 

RaDf  finned  at  fabdivifion-meetings  (hall  be  tranfmitted  to 
the  clerk  of  the  general  meeting,  within  14  days  after  every 
Mdrvifion-sfceeting. 

A  fate  of  the  number  of  perfons  liable  to  fervev  (hall  be 
tranfmitted  aibually  by  the  lieutenant  of  the  county,  &c.  to 
tke  privy  council,  who  are  to  fettle  the  number  of  men  for  each 
county,  place,  &c.  and  tranfmit.  the  numbers  to  the  county 
Ktntenants :  if  the  number  fixed  oh  be  greater  than  the  num- 
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%6  c.  3.r.  ic;.  ber  appointed  to  ferve  for  any  county,  place,  &c.  the  lieute- 
nant for  fuch  county,  &c.  with  two  or  more  deputy  Keu te- 
nants, c  \  c;ny  three  or  more  deputy  lieutenants  (hall,  at  a  ge- 
neral meeting,  appoint  what  number  of  militia  men  (hall  ferve 
for  each  hundred,  or  other  divifion  within  fuch  county,  &€• 
and  th'j  additional  number  of  militia  men,  to  make  up  the 
whole  number  fo  fixed  and  fettled,  (hall  be  provided  orchoien 
in  the  fame  manner  as  other  militia  men  are  by  this  aft  to  be 
provided  or  chofen  ;  and  all  the  additional  men,  or  their  fub* 
ilitutes,  and  alfo  all  volunteers,  (ball  take  the  oath,  and  be 
inrolled,  as  is  directed  :  where  the  number  fo  &xpd  ihall  be 
kfs  than  the  number  of  militia  men  appointed  to  ferve  for  any 
county,  or  place,  Sec.  (b  many  militia  men  (hall  be  difcharged 
by  ballot,  as  (hall  exceed  the  number  fo  fixed  and  fettled  a* 
aforefaid.

penalties :  if  any  furplus  (hall  remain,  the  fame  (hall  be  paid 
to  the  colonels  or  commanding  officers  of  the  regiments,  &c« 
in  which  fuch  perfons  ought  to  have  ferved,  and  be  applied  at 
part  of  the  regimental  Hock. 

Any  lieutenant,  deputy  lieutenant,  or  juftice,  is  authorized 
to  adminifter  oaths  to  any  witnefs  or  witnefles  ;  and  all  other 
oaths  may  be  adminiftered  by  any  lieutenant  or  deputy  lien* 
tenant. 

Where  the  number  of  men  is  fufficient,  the  militia  (hall  be 
formed  into  regiments,  of  not  more  than  twelve,  nor  le(k  than 
eight  com;  anies,  of  80  private  men  to  a  company  at  the  mod, 
and  6  j  private  men  at  the  lead  ;  and  the  field  officers  (hall  be 
one  colonel,  one  lieutenant  colonel,  and  one  major;  and 
where  the  number  of  men  ihall  be  under  eight,  and  not  left 
than  five  companies,  fuch  miiitia  (hall  br  formed  into  a  bat- 
talion, and  the  field  officers  ihall  be  one  lieutenant  colonel, 
and  one  major  only  ;  and  where  the  number  of  men  (hall 
amount  to  any  number  under  five,  and  not  lefs  than  three 
companies,  fuch  militia  ihall  be  formed  into  a  battalion  with 
one  lieutenant  colonel,  or  major,  and  no  other  field  officer  ; 
and  in  each  regiment  or  battalion  of  militia  there  (hall  be  one 
captain,  one  lieutenant,  and  one  enfign  to  each  company: 
every  battalion  of  five  companies,  or  upward,  may  have  one 
company  of  grenadiers  or  light  infantry,  to  which  two  lieu- 
tenants fhall  be  appointed,  inilead  of  one  lieutenant  and  one 
enfign  ;  and  every  regiment,  confuting  of  eight  companies, 
or  upwards,  may  have  one  company  of  grenadiers,  and  one 
company  of  light  infantry,  to  each  of  which  companies  two 
lieutenants  fhall  be  appointed,  inilead  of  one  lieutenant  and 
one  enfign. 

Where 
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Where  the  number  of  men  /hall  not  be  fufficient  to  Forma  26G.  3.*.  107. 
regiment  or  battalion,  the  militia  fhall  be  formed  into  inde- 
pendent companies,  each  company  to  con  lift  of  80  private  men 
at  the  moft,  and  60  at  the  leaft,  with  one  captain,  one  lieute- 
nant* and  one  enfign  to  each  company  ;  and  his  Majefty  may, 
whenever  he  thinks  proper,  join  together  any  number  of  fuch 
mdependent  companies,  and  form  a  battalion  or  battalions, 
or  may  incorporate  them  with  any  other  regiment  or  battalion 
of  militia,  provided  the  number  of  companies  in  any  fuch  re- 
giment or  battalion  be  not  thereby  made  to  exceed  the  number 
of  companies  of  which  a  regiment  or  battalion  of  militia  is 
herein- before  directed  to  confift. 

County  lieutenants  may  a&  and  bear  rank  as  colonels, 
though  the  bodies  of  men  do  not  entitle  their  commanding  of- 
ficers to  that  rank. 

The  fenior  officer,  refiding  in  Great  Britain,  fhall  be  in- 
vefted  with  the  powers  given  to  colonels,  in  the  abfence  of 
the  commanding  officer  from  Great  Britain,  till  his  return 
fhall  be  notified  to  the  clerk  of  the  peace  of  the  county,  &c. 
tod  by  him  tranfmitted  to  the  officer  next  in  command. 
•  The  rank  of  colonel  may  be  given  to  lieutenant  colonels 
commandant,  after  by*  years'  fervicc. 

Where  the  numbers  are  not  fufficient  for  a  regiment,  three 
perfbnt  may  be  appointed,  with  the  rank  of  colonel,  lieute- 
M»t  colonel,  and  major ;  but  with  no  higher  pay,  than  if 
they  were  lieutenant  colonel,  major,  and  captain:  where  the 
xi umber  of  men  (hall  be  fufficient  to  form  four,  but  not  fuffi- 
cient to  form  fix  companies,  the  lieutenant  may  appoint  two 
perfbns,  qualified  as  afore faid,  to  ferve,  with  the  rank  of 
lieutenant  colonel  and  major,  but  only  one  of  them  fhall  be 
entitled  to  any  higher  pay  than  that  of  captain;  and  where 
^he  number  of  men  is  not  fufficient  to  form  more  than  two 
companies,  the  elded  captain  fhall  rank  as  major,  but  fhall 
only  be  entitled  to  the  pay  of  captain. 

Lieutenants  may  be  appointed  captain-lieutenants,  where 
there  are  fix  companies  in  the  regiment. 

Adjutants  may  be  appointed  from  the  army,  or  embodied 
mifitia,  who  fhall  preferve  their  rank  in  the  army,  and  they 
may  hold  a fubal tern's  co rami ili on,  though  not  qualified,  and 
may  have  the  brevet  rank  of  captain,  on  the  recommendation 
of  the  commanding  officer  of  any  regiment  or  battalion  of 
militia,  confirming  of  not  lefs  than  fix  companies,  provided 
fuch  adjutant  has  ferved  five  years  in  the  rank  of  lieutenant ; 
although  fuch  adjutant  may  not  have  the  qualification  re- 
quired by  this  alt  for  captains :  but  no  adjutant,  fo  appointed 
to  the  rank  of  captain,  fhall  be  entitled  to  rank  above,  or  to 
command,  any  captain  of  a  company  in  the  militia,  nor  fhall,

No  half  pay  officers,  ferving  as  fubalterns,  fhall  be  deemed 
to  forfeit  their  half  pay  j  but  fuch  officers  (hall  take  the  fol- 
lowing oath  :

lieutenant,  enfign,  adjutant,  battalion  clerk,  paymafttr,  quarter- 
mafier,  or  furgeon*  (as  the  cafe  may  be),  for  ferving  in  a  regi- 
ment of  militia  : 

And  the  taking  of  the  faid  oath  fhall,  without  taking  any 
other  oath,  be  fufficient  to  entitle  fuck  perfon  to  receivu  his 
half  pay. 

When  the  militia  is  not  on  a&ual  fervice,  there  fhall  be 
one  ferjeant  and  one  corporal  to  every  30  men ;  and  when 
drawn  out,  there  fhall  be'  one  ferjeant  and  one  corporal  to 
every  20  men  ;  and  when  not  in  a&ual  fervice,  there  fhaU  be 
One  drummer  to  everjr  company,  with  an  addition  of  one 
drummer  for  each  flank  company  of  regiments  or  battalions 
con  Ailing  of  fix  or  more  companies ;  and  when  the  militia  fhaU 
be  drawn  out,  there*  fhall  be  an  addition  of  one  drummer,  to 
every  company  fo  drawn  out ;  and  the  daily  pay  of  every  fudr 
ferjeant,  corporal,  and  drummer,  fhall  be  to  every  ferjeant 
is. — to  every  corporal  8d. — and  to  every  drummer  6d.  ;  and 
Aich  ferjeants,  corporals,  and  drummers,  fhall  be  new c loathed, 
when  not  in  a&ual  fervice,.  once  in  two  years.  All  ferjeants 
and  corporals  fhall  take  the  following  oath : 

/  A.  B.  dofneerely  promife  and  /wear,  that  I  will  be  faithful, 
and  bear  true  allegiance  to  his  majefiy  king  George ;  and  J  do /wear 
that  I  am  a  proteftant,  and  that  I  will  faithfully  ferve  as  a  fer- 
jeant, or  corporal,  (as  the  cafe  fhall  be),  in  the  militia  mithin 
the  kingdom  of  Great  Britain,  for  the  defence  of  the  fame,  until  I 
fhall  be  legally  difebarged. 

The  colonel  or  commanding  officer  of  every  battalion  con- 
fiding of  four  or  more  companies,  may  appoint  a  ferjeaat- 
major  out  of  the  ferjeants,  and  a  drum-major  out  of  the  drum- 
mers ;  and  all  ferjeants,  corporals,  and  drummers,  having  re- 
ceived any  pay  as  fuch,  fhall  be  compellable  to  fcrve  until 
they  fhall  be  legally  difcharged.

A  forpioa  of  15  men,  above  the  proportion  of  30  to  one  cor- 
poral* wall  entitle  the  batulion  to  an  additional  corporal* 
when  not  in  adual  fcrrkc,  for  fach  furplns  number  of  men. 

Any  ferjeant,  corporal,  or  drummer,  may  be  difcharged  by 
the  colonel*  or  commanding  officer,  (with  the  content  of  the 
captain,  of  the  company) ;  and  the  captain  (with  the  approba- 
tion of  the  commanding  officer)  may  appoint  any  proper  per- 
mm  is  the  room  of  every  ferjeant,  corporal,  and  drummer,  who 
mall  die,  defert,  or  be  difcharged,  all  which  (erjeants  and 
corporals,  fo  appointed,  (hall  take  the  like  oath  as  is  before 
required.  •  * 

That  commanding  officer  of  any  regiment,  Sec.  may  retain 
any  nomber  of  the  drummers  who  now  are  employed,  as  fifers  or 
mnficians  therein,  over  and  above  the  number  of  one  drummer 
per  company,  or  may  engage  any  additional  number  of  drum- 
mers to  *&  aa  fillers  or  muficians  in  their  refpe&ve  corps  ;  and 
all  fach  drnmmcrs  fo  retained,  or  in  future  engaged  to  ferve  in 
any  fach  corps  as  fifers  or  muficians,  (hall  be  deemed  as 
dramsnereof  militia,  to  all  intents  and  purpofes,  and  mall  be 
•fftbjeffc  to  the  fame  orders  and  panimments,  as  other  drummers 
of  militia,  and  (hall  continue  to  ferve  as  drummers  fo  long  as 
they  mall  receive  the  fame  pay  and  cloathing  as  other  drum- 
mesa  have,  and  no  longer. 

Serjeants  of  Chelfea  hofpital  may  receive  their  allowance 
thetafium,  together  with  their  pay . 

Any  perfbn  who  (hall  have  faithfully  ferved  as  a  ferjeant  in 
the  militia  for  fifteen  years,  or  as  a  corporal  or  drummer  for 
twenty  years,  and  who  (haU  be  difcharged  on  account  of  age 
or  infirmity ,  (hall,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  command- 
ing o&cer,  ice.  be  entitled  to  examination  at  the  Chelfea 
hoard,  and  be  capable  to  be  placed  on  the  penfion  of  $d.  per 
diem,  if  the  mid  board  (hould  judge  him  deferving  thereof : 
bnt  no  perfen  who  (hall  be  appointed  a  ferjeant  in  the  militia, 
after  the  paffing  of  this  ad,  mall  be  entitled  to  fuch  recom- 
mence, until  he  (hall  have  ferved  in  the  militia,  or  in  the  army 
and  militia,  for  20  years. 

The  militia  (hall  be  trained  and  exercifed  for  28  fucceffive 
days  annually,  and  amenable  to  the  mutiny  laws,  fo  that  no 
pani(hmeat  (hall  extend  to  lofs  of  life  or  limb.

Ten  days  prior  to  the  annual  exercife,  lifts  of  the  men  in- 
loiled  (hall  be  fentto  the  refpe&ive  commanding  officer,  or  to 
inch  perfon  as  he  (hall  appoint  to  receive  the  fame ;  and  a  du- 
plicate of  fuch  lift  (hall  alfo  be  tran framed  to  the  adjutant  of 
(uch  regiment,  &c. 
t  From 
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107.  From  which  lifts  two  thirds  of  the  complete  number  (hall 
be  chofen  by  ballot,  at  the  firft  meeting,  for  exercife. 

The  day  after  the  ballot,  the  regiment,  &c.  (hall  be  mas- 
tered. 

Vacancies  by  death,  or  difcharge,  or  by  the  expiration  of 
the  time  of  fervice,  (hall  be  filled  up  by  ballot  at  the  firft  meet, 
ing.  The  men  ballotted  ont  of  the  roll  are  to  be  exercifed, 
and  the  remainder  difcharged  from  attendance ;  bat  though 
difcharged,  they  are  liable  to  military  law,  while  they  remain 
where  the  regiment  is  aftembled ;  and  are  to  appear,  on  no- 
tice, at  any  nibfequent  place  of  exercife. 

If  any  inrolled  perfon,  not  chofen  by  ballot  as  aforefaid, 
(hall  offer  himfelf  as  a  volunteer  to  be  trained  and  exercifed,  it 
fhall  be  lawful  for  the  commanding  officer  to  accept  fuch  volun- 
teer in  the  room  of  another  perfon  fo  ballotted,  to  be  trained 
and  exercifed. 

All  mayors,  bailiffs,  conftables,  tythingmen,  headbo- 
ronghs,  and  other  chief  magiftrates,  and  officers  of  cities, 
towns,  Sec.  and  any  one  juttice  of  the  peace  inhabiting  within 
or  near  any  fuch  city,  town,  &c.  but  no  others,  may  quartet 
and  billet  the  officers  and  private  men  ferving  in  the  militia,  at 
the  times  when  they  (hall  be  called  out  to  annual  exercife,  in 
inns,  Sec.  And  all  perfons  felling  brandy,  wine,  Sec.  upon 
application  made,  are  required  to  order  and  provide  convenient 
lodging,  in  fuch  houfes,  for  the  ferjeants,  corporals,  and 
drummers  of  the  militia. 

Militia  men,  falling  fick  on  the  march,  are  to  be  relieved 
by  the  parifh  officer,  and  the  expence  to  be  repaid  by  the 
county  treafurer  ;  fuch  relief  being  ordered  by  any  juftice, 
mayor,  or  chief  magi  ft  rate,  and  the  parifh  officer's  account 
allowed  by  him. 

Jufticesmay  grant  warrants  for  impreffing  carriages  for  the 
militia  on  its  march  ;  the  fum  of  one  (hilling  for  every  mile 
being  paid  to  the  chief  conftable  or  other  officer  for  a  waggon 
with  five  horfes,  and  any  wain  with  fix  oxen,  or  with  four  oxen 
and  two  horfes,  and  nine-pence  per  mile  for  any  cart  with  four 
horfes,  and  fo  in  proportion,  for  which  fums  every  chief  con- 
ftable, Sec.  is  hereby  required  to  give  a  receipt ;  and  every 
perfon  being  ordered  by  the  conftable,  Sec.  is  hereby  required 
10  provide  and  furnifh  the  fame  for  one  day's  journey,  and  no 
more ;  and  if  the  expence  exceed  the  rates  of  carriage,  the  fur- 
plus  fhall  be  paid  by  the  treafurer  of  the  county,  out  of  the 
public  ftock. 

When  the  militia  is  called  out  to  annual  exercife,  the  (late 
thereof  is  to  befent  to  the  county  lieutenant,  by  the  command- 
ing officer,  within  (ix  months,  on  pain  of  forfeiting  iool. 

Militia  men  not  appearing  at,  or  abfenting  themfelves 
during  the  annual  exercife,  and  not  taken  up  till  after  the  ex- 
ercife, (hall  forfeit  20I.  and  if  fuch  penalty  (hall  not  be  imme-

chofen  in  his  room,  be  compelled  tofervein  the  fame  manner, 
tad  for  the  fame  term,  as  if  no  perfon  had  been  lb  chofen  in 
Hi  room. 

A  fubftitute  deferting  is  liable  to  ferve  his  full  term,  when- 
ever  taken  up,  to  be  computed  from  the  day  on  which  he 
(hall  be  apprehended,  and  (hall  alfo  be  fubjed  to  fuch  other 
penalty  or  punilhment  as  (hall  be  in  Aided  upon  him  for  fuch 
offence  by  virtue  of  this  ad  ;  and  the  commanding  officer 
/hall  caufe  notice  to  be  given  to  the  clerk  of  the  fubdivifion 
for  which  fuch  perfon  was  inrolled,  of  the  day  on  which  he  < 
was  apprehended,  and  the  clerk  (hall  make  an  entry  of  the 
name  of  fuch  perfon,  and  alio  the  time  of  his  being;  £0  ap- 
prehended. 

All  muikets  delivered  for  the  fervice  of  the  militia  (hall  be 
marked  with  the  letter  (M),  and  the  name  of  the  county,  &c. 
to  which  they  belong ;  and  in  cafe  any  militia  man  (hall  fell, 
pawn*  or  lofe  any  of  his  arms,  clothes,  or  accoutrements,  or 
Jieg>&  or  refufe  to  return  the  fame  in  good  order  to  his  cap*. 
tain,  or  to  the  perfon  appointed  to  receive  the  fame,  every 
fuch  militia  man  (hall,  for  every  fuch  offence,  forfeit  and 
pay  a  fum  not  exceeding  three  pounds;  and  if  he  (hall  not 
immediately  pay  fuch  penalty,  the  juftice  of  the  peace  before 
whom  he  (hall  be  convided  (hall  commit  him  to  the  houfe  of 
correction,  for  any  time  not  exceeding  three  months,  or  until 
he  (hall  have  paid  the  faid  penalty. 

Jf  any  perfon  (hall  knowingly  and  willingly  boy,  take  in 
exchange,  or  otherwife  receive  any  arms,  clothes,  or  accoutre. 
menu,  belonging  to  any  militia  man,  the  perfon  fo  offending 
(hall  pay  for  every  fuch  offence,  the  fum  of  five 'pounds  ;  and 
if  fuch  offender  (hall  not  immediately  pay  fuch  penalty,  and 
(hall  not  have  fufficient  goods  and  chattels  whereon  to  levy  fuch 
penalty,  the  jufiice  before  whom  he  (hall  be  convided  (hall 
commit  him  to  the  common  gaol  for  the  fpace  of  three  months, 
or  (hall  caufe  fuch  offender  to  be  publicly  whipped,  at  the 
difcretion  of  fuch  juftice. 

When  any  regiment,  Sec.  of  militia,  fhaH  be  affembled  for 
the  pnrpofe  of  being  trained  and  exercifed,  it  (hall  be  lawful 
for  the  captain  or  commanding  officer  of  every  company  to 
put  the  militia  men  of  his  company  under  ftoppages,  not  ex- 
ceeding 6d.  per  day,  for  the  purpofe  of  providing  them  with 
linen,  &c,  and.  for  defraying  the  expence  of  repairing  any 
arms  which  (hall  have  been  broken  or  damaged  by  any  fuch 
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a6  G.  3.  c  107.  militia  man's  neglect  :  provided  always,  that  he  account  for 
fuch  ftoppage,  and  after  haying  deducted  what  (hall  have  been 
laid  out  and  paid  for  neccffaries,  &c.  Ihall  pay  the  fnm  re- 
maining (if  any  there  (hall  be)  into  the  hands  of  the  mifitja 
man  to  whom  the  fame  belongs,  before  he  be  difmifled  from 
fuch  training  and  exercife. 

Every  adjutant,  ferjeant-major,  ferjeant,  corporal,  drum- 
major,  and  drummer  of  the  militia,  fhall  be  at  all  rimes  fub- 
je&  to  any  a£t  which  fhall  be  in  force  for  puniAing  mo  tiny  and 
defertion  ;  and  it  fhall  be  lawful  for  the  colonel,  or  (where 
there  is  no  colonel)  the  commanding  officer  of  any  regiment 
or  battalion  of  militia,  to  direct  the  holding  of  courts-martial 
whenever  fuch  regiment  or  battalion  fhall  be  embodied  for  the 
purpofe  of  annual  exercife.,  for  the  trial  of  any  ferjeant-ma- 
jor, ferjeant,  corporal,  drum-major,  or  drummer  of  fuch  re- 
giment or  battalion,  for  any  offence  committed  during  the 
time  fuch  regiment  or  battalion  was  not  embodied,  but  fo  that 
no  punifhment  fhall  extend  to  the  lofs  of  life  or  limb- 
Any  ferjeant  or  corporal  Of  the  militia  may,  by  fentence  of 
a  court-martial,  be  reduced  to  the  condition  of  a  private 
foldier  of  the  militia,  to  ferve  as  fuch  during  any  time  not 
exceeding  ic  months ;  after  which  time,  if  not  regularly  re- 
appointed, he  fhall  be  difcharged  from  the  fervice. 

The  arms  belonging  to  every  regiment,  &c.  when  not  em- 
bodied, fhall  be  kept  in  fuch  convenient  place  as  the  colonel, 
or  commanding  officer  fhall  direct,  with  the  approbation  of  the 
lieutenant  of  the  county-,  &c. 

One  third  part  of  the  ferjeants,  corporals,  and' drummers, 
in  every  regiment,  &c.  fhall  conftantly  be  refident  where  the 
arms  are  kept,  and  fhall  be  under  the  command  of  the  adju- 
tant ;  and  in  his  abfence  the  ferjeant-major,  fhall  make  a 
monthly  return  of  the  true  (late  of  the  ferjeants,  corporals; 
and  drummers  of  the  regiment,  Sec.  to  the  lieutenant  of  the 
county  and  the  commanding  officer,  in  default  of  which  he 
ihall  be  fubjeft  to  fuch  punifhment  as  a  court-martial  ihall  ad. 
judge:  no  ferjeant,  corporal,  or  drummer,  fhall  be  abfent 
from  fuch  city,  town,  or  place,  without  a  regular  furlough 
from  his  colonel,  or  from  the  commanding  officer ;  and  every 
ferjeant,  corporal,  and  drummer,  who  fhall  abfent  himfelf 
without  fuch  furlough,  fhall  be  liable  to  be  apprehended  as  a 
deferter  ;  the  adjutant  fhall  never  abfent  himfelf  without 
leave  ;  but  whenever  fuch  adjutant  (hall  be  abfent,  with  leave, 
the  ferjeant-major,  or  fome  ferjeant,  who  fhall  be  appointed, 
fhall  aft. 

If  any  militia  man  fhall  not  join  the  regiment  at  the  time  of 
annual  exercife,  or  fhall  defert,  and  fhall  not  be  apprehended 
before  the  expiration  of  the  time  appointed  for  fuch  exercife, 
the  commanding  officer,  adjutant,  or  ferjeant-major,  receiving 
information  of  the  place  where  he  fhall  refide,  fhall  direct  a 
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party  of  the  ferjeants,  corporals,  or  drummers,  to  afftt  in  ap-  16G.  3.  c.  107. 
prehearing,  and  in  conveying  him  before  fome  juftice  of  the 
peace  where  foch  offender  (hall  be  apprehended ;  and  if,  by 
coufefiion,  or  the  oath  of  any  witnefs,  or  the  know  lege  of 
fuch  juftice,  it  (hall  appear  that  fuch  perfon  is  guilty  of  fuch 
.offence,  foch  offender  (nail  be  conveyed  to  the  head  quarters  of 
the  regiment  or  battalion  of  militia  of  the  next  county,  in  the 
way  to  that  to  which  fuch  offender  belongs,  and  be  delivered 
into  the  cuftody  of  the  adjutant  or  ferjeant-major  of  Arch  regi- 
ment or  battalion,  who  (hall  caufe  him  to  be  conveyed  in  like 
manner  to  the  adjutant  or  ferjeant-major  of  the  regiment  of  the 
next  county,  &c.  and  fo  on  till  fuch  offender  (hall  be  delivered 
into  the  cuftody  of  the  adjutant  or  ferjeant-major  of  the  regi- 
ment or  battalion  to  which  he  belongs,  who  (hall  take  him  be- 
fore a  juftice  of  the  peace,  to  be  dealt  with  as  this  aft  dire&s 
in  cafes  of  militia  men  deferring  or  abfenting  themfelves  from 
duty;  fuch  offender  to  be  fubfifted  at  the  rate  of  6d.  per  day, 
from  the  flock  of  the  county,  &c.  to  which  fuch  regiment  be- 
longs, for  which  fubfiflence  fuch  ju (lice  is  hereby  required  to 
make  an  order  upon  the  treafurer  of  the  county. 

If  any  ferjeant,  corporal,  or  drummer,  (hall  defert  from  the 
regiment  or  battalion  to  which  he  belongs,  any  headborough, 
con  (table,  or  other  officer  of  the  place  where  any  fuch  deferter 
mall  be  found,  may  caufe  him  to  be  apprehended,  and  taken 
before  any  neighbouring  jufticc  of  the  peace,  who  is  hereby 
impowered  to  examine  fuch  fufpefted  perfon  ;  and  if  it  (hall 
appear  that  fuch  fufpe&ed  perfon  is  a  deferter,  fuch  jufticc  (hall 
caufe  him  to  be  conveyed  to  the  common  gaol,  or  other  public 
prifbn,  near  to  which  fuch  deferter  (hall  be  apprehended,  there* 
to  remain,  until  he  (hall  be  demanded  by  fome  perfon  or  per- 
ions  authorised  to  receive  him ;  and  (hall  tranunit  an  account 
thereof  to  the  clerk  of  the  general  meetings  of  the  county,  &c. 
to  which  fuch  deferter  belongs  ;  and  the  keeper  of  fuch  gaol, 
fcc  (hall  receive  the  full  fubfiflence  of  fuch  deferter,  for  his 
maintenance,  during  the  time  he  (hall  continue  in  his  cuftody, 
but  fhall  not  be  entitled  to  any  fee  or  reward  on  account  of  his 
impiifonment. 

The  colonel,  or  commanding  officer,  of  the  regiment,  (hall 
fend  an  order,  under  his  hand  and  feal,  to  the  keeper  of  the 
Jaidprifon,  requiring  him  to  deliver  fuch  deferter  to  the  per. 
fan  or  perions  therein  named  ;  and  the  ferjeant  &c.  to  whom 
foch  deferter  fhall  be  fo  ordered  to  be  delivered,  with  a  fuffi- 
cient  party  under  his  command,  (hall  convey  fuch  deferter  to 
the  adjutant  or  ferjeant-major  of  the  regiment  to  which  he  be- 
longs ;  and  fuch  adjutant  or  ferjeant-major  (hall  take  fuch  de- 
ferter before  a  jufticc  of  the  peace  of  the  county  to  which  he 
belongs,  who  mall  forthwith  caufe  him  to  be  conveyed  to  the 
common  gaol,  houfe  of  correction,  or  other  public  prifon  of 
fuch  county,  riding,  or  place,  where  he  (hall  remain,  without 
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■j'„  G.  3.  M07.  ^y  or  mainprise,  until  the  regiment  or  battalion  to  which  he 
belongs  (hall  be  erabodiedfor  annual  exercife  or,  for  a&ual  fei>. 
vice  ;.  and  a  court-martial  mail  be  held  for  the  trial  of  fuch  de- 
ferter; and  if  fuch  deferter  mall  be  found  guily,  he  (hall  be 
punimed  as  fuch.  court-martial  (hall  think  fat,  but  not  to>  the 
lofs  of  life  or  limb 

All  gaolers  (hall  receive  into  their  cuftody  fuch  offender*  for 
fuch  time  as  they  (hall  be  required,  when  he  is  conveying  to 
his  regiment,  not  exceeding  24  hours,  on  pain  of  forfeiting 
20s. 

Serjeants  employed  in  apprehending,  Sec.  defer ters,  (hall  be 
billettcd  as  other  folcliers  employed  in  that  fervice. 

The  juftice  of  the  peace,  before  whom  any  deferter  (hall  be 
conviclcd,  may  iflue  his  warrant  to  the  clerk  of  the  regiment 
to  which  fuch  deferter  (hall  belong,  or  to  the  com  mantling*  of- 
ficer, to  pay,  out  of  the  (lock  of  fuch  regiment  or  battalion,  the 
turn  of  ros.  to  the  perfon  who  (hall  have  apprehended  fuch 
deferter. 

If  any  perfon  (hall  harbour,  conceal,  oraffiftany  deferter, 
knowing  him  to  be  fuch,  the  perfon  fo  offending  (hall  forfeitr 
for  every  fuch  offence,  the  Aim  of  5I. 

In  all. cafes  of  aclual  invaiion,  or  upon  imminent  danger 
thereof,  and  in  all.  cafes  of  rebellion  or  infurrection,  it  (hall  be 
lawful  for  his  majeity,  (the  occafion  being  fir  ft  communicated 
to  parliament,  if  it  (hall  be  then  fitting,  or  declared  in  council^ 
and  notified  by  proclamation,  if  no  parliament  (kail  be  then 
fitting),  to  order  and  direct  the  lieutenants,  &c.  with  ail con- 
'  venient  fpeed,.  to  draw  out  and  embody  the  militia  within  their 
refpective  counties,  &c.  or  fo  many  of  them  as  his  majefly  (hall 
in  his  wifdom  judge  neceflary,  and  toput  the  faid  forces  under 
the  command  of  fuch  general  officers  as  his  majelty  (hall be 
pleafed  to  appoint  ;  and  the  officers,  &c.  (hall,  from  the  time 
of  their  being  drawn  out  as  aforefaid,  remain  fubjec~r,  to  the  ar- 
ticles of  war. 

Neither  the  whole,  nor  any  part  of  the  militia  directed  by 
this  act  to  be  railed  and  maintained,  (hall,  on  any  account,  be- 
ferried,  or  ordered  to  go  out  of  Great  Britain. 

When  the  militia  is  called  out,  his  majelty. may  and  (hall 
jffue  a  proclamation  for  the  meeting  of  parliament,  within  1$. 
days. 

When  the  militia  is-  ordered  to  be  called  but,  the  county 
lieutenant,  Sec.  (hall  iflue  orders  to  the  conltables,  or  other 
officers,  of  the  feveral  pariflies,  &c.  to  caufe  notice  in  writing 
to  be  given  to  the  fevtral  militia  men,  to  attend  at  the  time  and 
place  mentioned  in  fuch  order  ;  and  if  any  militia  man  (not  la- 
bouring under  any  infirmity)  (hall  not  appear  and  march  in 
purfuance  of  fuch  order,  every  fuch  militia  man  (hall  be  liable 
to  be  apprehended,  and  punimed  as  a  deferter;  and  if  any 
perfon  (hall  harbour  or  conceal  any  militia  man  when  ordered 
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o*t  into  a&oal  ferrice,  knowing  him  to  be  a  militia  man,  every  26  G.  3. -^.  10 
fuch  perfon  (hall,  ibr  every  fuch  offence,  forfeit  and  pay  the 
fan  of  5]. 

No  officer  ferving  in  the  militia  (hall  fit  in  any  court-martial, 
opon^he  trial  of  any  officer  or  foldier  ferving  in  any  of  his  ma- 
jelly's  other  forces ;  nor  (hall  any  officer  ferving  in  any  of  his 
majefty'*  other  forces  fit  in  any  court-martial,  upon  the  trial 
of  any  officer  or  private  man  ferving  in  -the  militia. 

When  any  regiment  (hall  be  drawn  out  into  aclnal  fervice, 
the  commanding  officer  may  appoint  an  agent,  and  (hall  take 
security  from  fuch  agent ;  and  fuch  commanding  officer  is 
hereby  made  liable  to  make  good  all  deficiencies  that  may  hap- 
pen, from  the  faid  agent,  or  from  himfelf,  upon  account  of 
the  pay,  clothing,  Sec.  of  fuch  regiment. 

When  the  militia  of  any  county  (hall  be  ordered  out  into 
a&oal  fervice,  the  receiver-general  of  the  land-tax  (hall  pay 
to  the  captain  or  commanding  officer,  one  guinea,  for  the  ufe 
of  every  private  militia  man  ;  and  to  every  captain  or"  com- 
manding officer  of  a  company,  the  fum  of  one  guinea  for  every 
recruit ;  and  the  money  fo  received,  (hall  be  laid  out  in  the 
bed  manner  for  the  rcfpe&ive  militia  men  ;  and  every  captain  or 
commanding  officer  (hall  account  to  fuch  militia  man  how  the  . 
faid  fum  hath  been  applied,  and  (hall  pay  the  remainder  (if  any) 
10  the  faid  militia  man. 

If  the  term  of  fervice  of  any  perfon  foballotted,  fiiall  be  pro- 
longed, beyend  the  term  of  five  years,  the  receiver-general  of 
the  land  tax  for  the  county,  Sec.  (hall  forthwith  pay  to  the 
captain,  or  commanding  officer,  andfoon,  a  guinea  for  every 
three  years,  to  be  laid  out  for  the  men  to  the  bed  advantage, 
and  accounted  for  to  every  man  before  he  receives  his  dif- 
charge. 

The  militia,  when  embodied,  fhall  be  entitled  to  the  fame 
ply  as  the  other  forces;  and  non-com  miflioned  officers,  &c. 
maimed  in  fervice,  fhall  be  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  Chelfea 
hofpital. 

When  the  militia  fhall  be  duly  difembodied,  the  officers  and 
private  men  (hall  be  fubjett  to  the  fame  orders  only,  as  they 
were  fubje&  to  before  they  were  drawn  out. 

The  powers,  &c.  given  to  Northumberland,  fhall  extend  to 
Berwick  upon  Tweed,  &c.  and  their  militia  (hall  join  that  of 
Northumberland. 

The  Governor  of  the  Ifle  of  Wi^ht  fhall  appoint  the  officer?, 
&c.  for  that  militia,  who  are  to  be  qualified  like  thofe  for 
Wales. 

And  the  militia  of  the  faid  ifland  (hall  be  raifed  in  the  fam^ 
manner  as  the  militia  of  the  county  of  Southampton,  and  be 
deemed  a  part  of  the  militia  of  the  faid  county  ;  but  (hall  con- 
tinue in  the  ifknJ,  unlci's  otherwife  ordered  by  his  majefly. 

The  conftablery  of  Craike,  in  the  county  of  Durham,  fhall  . 
be  deemed  part  of  then  jrth  riding  of  Yorkfhi.e;  part  of  Maker 
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36  G.3.  <.  107.  (hall  i>e.4c*i&fcd  part  of  the  county  of  Cornwall  %  *uA  Woking. 
ham  {hall  be  deemed  part  of  the  county  of.  Berks  ;  and  •  the 
town  (hip  of  Filey,  part  of  the  eaft  riding  of  the£Otmt^  of 
York;  and  Threap  wood,  part  of  the  county  of  Flint;  and 
JSaint  Martin*  in  Stamford,,  (hall  be  deemed  part  of  the  county 
of  Lincoln  j  and  be  fubjett  to  the  authority  of  the  lieutenants, 
jcc.  of  thofe  counties. 

The  warden  of  the  (tanneries,  in  pursuance  of  his  majefty's 
commifiion,  (hall  array,  aflefs,  arm,  mutter,  and  exercife  the 
laid  tinners,  as  hath  been  heretofore  ufed. 

The  feveral  lieutenants  comraifiioned  for  the  militia  of  the 
city  of  London,  (hall  continue  to  lid  and  levy  the  train  bands 
a*  heretofore. 

The  con  liable  of  the  Tower  may  appoint  deputy  lieutenants, 
&c.  for  the  Tower  hamlets,  according  to  act  13  and  l+Car.  z, 
c.  3. 

The  deputy  lieutenants  may  a£t  when  the  lieutenant  of  the 
hamlets  is  out  of  the  kingdom* 

No  commiffion,  warrant,  or  appointment,  granted  to  any 
deputy  lieutenant  of  the  faid  Tower  hamlets,  (hall  be  vacated 
by  the  death  or  removal  of  the  lieutenant. 

The  conftable  of  the  Tower,  or  lieutenant  of  the  Tomer 
hamlets,  (hall  appoint  a  treafurer  of  the  trophy  money,  for  ft* 
ceiving  and  paying  fuch  monies  as  (hall  be  levied  by  virtue  of 
the  faid  aft  of  the  13  W  14  Car.  2,  who  (hall  yearly  account, 
upon  oath,  to  the  faid  conftable  or  lieutenant,  or  his  deputy 
lieutenants,  or  any  three  or  more  of  them,  which  accounts 
(hall  be  certified  to  the  jufticesof  the  peace  for  the  faid  divifion 
or  hamlets,  at  their  next  general  or  quarter  feffions  ;  unlets  by 
reafon  of  the  death  of  fuch  treafurer,  or  other  wife,  fuch  ac- 
counts cannot  be  pa(Ted  under  the  hands  and  feals  of  four  or 
more  of  fuch  ju dices. 

And  no  trophy  money  for  a  fucceeding  year  (hall  be  levied, 
till  the  account  of  the  former  year  has  been  allowed. 

The  warden  of  the  cinque  ports,  &c.  may  ad  as  lieutenants, 
&c.  of  counties  may  do,  and  (hall  keep  up  the  ufual  number  of 
foldiers  in  the  faid  ports,  &c.  unlefs  he  or  they  find  caufc  to 
leflen  the  fame ;  and  the  militia  of  the  faid  ports,  &c.  (hall  re- 
main  feparate  from  the  militia  of  the  feveral  counties  within 
which  the  faid  ports,  &c.  are  fituate  ;  and  may  be  called  out 
notwithttanding  the  pay  advanced  may  not  have  been  re-im* 
Surfed. 

Churchwardens  and  overfeers  in  Kent  and  Suflex,  may  make 
returns  of  men  liable  to  ferve,  &c.  and  may  have  the  authority 
hereby  granted  toconftables  in  other  places,  and  are  fubjc&  to 
the  fame  penalties  for  neglect  of  their  duty. 

From  and  after  the  lad  Tuefday  in  October  next,  his  faid  ma-

inch  militia  hath  been  trained  and  exercifed ;  and  evtry  fqch 
clerk  of  the  peace  (hall  deliver  fach  certificate  to  the  ju  dices 
of  the  peace,  at  their  general  quarter  feflion  to  be  held  next 
after  the  25  th  of  December,  in  every  year,  on  the  day  on  which 
fuch  feflion  (hall  be  opened,  and  the  fame  (hall  be  filed  amongfl 
the  records  of  fuch  feflion.

town,  in  fuch  proportion  as  the  refpective  quotas  paid  to  the 
land  tax  bear  to  each  other,  unlefs  the  apportionment  of  the 
■amber  of  fuch  militia  men  (hall  actually  have  been  made,  in 
which  cafe  the  faid  fum  of  5I.  per  man  (hall  be  borne  by  fuch 
coanty,  and  by  fuch  city  or  town,  in  fuch  proportions  as  the 
nambers  of  militia  men,  fo  apportioned  to  be  raifed  by  fuch 
county,  and  by  fuch  city  or  town,  bear  to  each  other. 

Where  there  are  no  county  rates,  the  afleflment  is  to  be 
railed  as  the  poor's  rates  are. 

In  all  cafes  where  the  militia  (hall  not  be  raifed  within  any 
city,  town,  or  place,  not  rated  to  the  coanty  rate,  the  propor- 
tion 
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7. 3.  c.  107.  don  o*"  ^c  *"aW  film  of  5I.  per  man,  to  be  borne  by  fuch  city, 
town,  or  place,  fhall  be  raifed,  levied,  and  collected  wichia 
iuch  city,  town,  or  place,  by  a  feparate  rate  or  afleflinent,  as 
the  rates  for  the  relief  of  the  poor  are  raifed*  and  the  church- 
wardens and  overfeers  of  the  poor  (hall,  from  time  to  time, 
pay  over  the  fame  to  the  treafuj-er  of  the  county  with  which 
iuch  city,  town,  or  place,'  fhall  be  joined  or  united  for  the 
purpofe  of  raifing  the  militia; 

Where  a  town  lies  in  two  counties,  the  money  alfefled  (hall 
be  paid  to  the  treafurer  of  the  county  wherein  the  church 
Hands. 

If  the  afleiTment  for  a  place  where  there  are  no  county  rates, 
be  not  paid  before  the  ifl  of  June,  it  may  be  levied  by  the  jus- 
tices of  the  peace,  who  fhall  caufe  the  fame  to  be  levied  by  dif- 
trefs  and  fale  of  the  goods  and  chattels  of  the  chinch  wardens 
or  overfeers  of  trie  poor  of  every  fuch  parilh  and  divifion,  ren- 
dering the  overplus  (if  any)  to  the  owners  ;  and  all  fuch 
churchwardens  and  overfeers  of  the  poor  fhall  be  reimburfed 
the  money  fo  levied  on  them  refpectively,  by  the  fame  ways  and 
means  as  overfeers  of  the  poor  are  reimbursed,  for  the  relief  of 
the  poor. 

The  treafurer  for  every  county  or  place,  who  fhall  receive 
the  faid  fum  of  5I.  per  man,  is  hereby  required  to  pay  all  the 
money  he  ihall  fo  receive  to  the  receiver-general  of  the  land 
tax  for  fuch  county  or  place,  within  one  calendar  month  after 
he  ihall  receive  the  fame  ;  and  when  the  whole  fum  directed  to 
be  raifed  in  any  county  or  place,  (hall  be  paid  into  the  hands 
of  the  receiver-general  of  the  land  tax,  fuch  payment  fhall  be 
a  full  difcharge  and  indemnification  to  fuch  county  or  place 
for  the  failure* or  neglect  in  the  raifing  and  training  of  the  mi- 
litia for  the  year ;  and  the  receiver-general  (hall,  within  ten 
days,  certify  the  receipt  thereof  to  the  treafury,  and  pay  the 
money  into  the  exchequer. 

A  falary  may  be  allowed  the  receiver,  not  exceeding  2d.  in 
the  pound,  for  fo  much  money  as  he  fhall  pay  into  the  exche- 
quer in  purfuance  of  this  aft. 

The  treafurer  of  every  county  fhall  be  allowed  the  fum  of  id. 
in  the  pound  upon  the  whole  fum  by  him  received  and  paid; 
and  every  high  conilable,  &c.  who  ihall  act  in  the  raifing  and 
collecting  of  the  money,  fhall  be  allowed  and  paid  by  fuch 
treafurer,  the  fum  of  id.  in  the  pound  of  all  fuch  money,  in 
the  raifing  and  collecting  whereof  they  fhall  act  as  aforcfaid, 
to  be  deducted  out  of  the  money  received  by  him. 

The  clerk  of  the  peace  (hall,  within  14  days  next  after  the 
general  quarter  feflion  of  the  peace  to  be  held  next  after  the 
25  th  of  December  yearjy,  tranfmit  to  the  treafury,  andalfo  to 
the  receiver^eneral  of  the  land  tax,  a  copy  of  every  certificate 
received  from  the  lieutenant,  or  any  three  deputy  lieutenants, 
of  fuch  county  or  place;  and  where  fuch  certificate  fhall  be 
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osritted  to  be  delivered,  the  clerk  of  the  peace  ihall  certify  26  G.  3.*.  107* 
fuch  omiflion  to  the  treafury,  &c.  and  that  fuch  clerk  of  the 
peace  hath  certified  the  fame  to  the  juilices  at  the  general  quar- 
ter letiion,  and  required  fuch  jultices  to  proceed  according  to 
the  directions  of  this  aft ;  and  Arch  clerk  of  the  peace  (hall  alio 
certify  what  proceedings  have  been  had  at  fuch  general  quarter 
feffion,  where  the  militia  ihall  not  have  been  raifed ;  and  in 
C3i>  fuch  jofHces  Ihall  omit,  negleft,  or  rcfufe  to  proceed  to 
nil'e  the  money  according  to  the  directions  of  this  aft,  then 
the  clerk  of  the  peace  of  iuch  county  or  place  ihall,  within  14. 
days  next  after  fuch  feffion,  certify  to  the  folicitor  of  the  trea- 
fury fuch  omiffion,  negleft,  or  rcfufal,  of  fuch  juilices,  and 
the  names  of  the  juilices  who  ihall  be  prefent  at  fuch  feffion  ; 
and  the  folicitor  of  the  treafury  ihall  forthwith  proceed  to  com- 
pel focb  juilices  to  pay  due  obedience  to  this  aft,  and  to  caufe 
the  laid  money  to  be  raifed,  collefted,  and  paid. 

If  thefaidfum  of  5I.  per  man,  (hall  not  be  levied  and  paid 
i»to  the  exchequer,  the  folicitor  of  the  treafury  ihall  proceed 
to  compel  the  levying  and  collefting  of  fuch  money,  and  the 
payment  thereof  into  the  exchequer. 

If  any  clerk  of  the  peace  ihall  refufe  or  negleft  to  tranfmit 
wch  certificates,  he  (hall,  for  every  fuch  oiFence,  forfeit  and 
pay  the  Aim  of  iool.  and  ihall  alfo  forfeit  his  office,  and  be 
rendered  incapable  of  holding  any  office  of  truft,  civil  or  mili- 
tary, under  the  crown  ;  and  if  any  receiver-general  of  the  land 
tax,  or  other  officer,  ihall  wilfully  omit,  or  negleft  or  refufe  to 
ad  therein,  every  fuch  receiver-general  or  treafurer,  fo  offend- 
ing, (hall  for  every  fuch  offence  forfeit  and  pay  the  fum  of 
200I. ;  and  every  chief  con  liable,  50I.  ;  and  every  fuch  petty 
conftable,  20I. ;  and  in  cafe  the  folicitor  of  the  treafury  (half 
wilfully  omit  or  delay  to  proceed  againil  fuch  juiHces  of  the 
peace,  receivers  general  of  the  land  tax,  treafnrers,  or  other 
officers  aforcfaid,  he  fhall  for  every  fuch  offence  forfeit  and  pay 
the  fum  of  500I. 

The  provifions  of  aft  24  G.  2,  c.  44,  refpefting  juftices,. 
ihall  extend  to  all  his  majefly's  lieutenants,  and  to  all  deputy 
lieutenants  afting  in  the  execution  of  this  aft,  or  any  other 
aft  relating  to  the  militia,  in  like  manner,  and  as  fully  and  ef- 
fe&aally  as  the  fame  extend  to  juilices  of  the  peace  afting  in 
the  execution  of  their  office. 

The  acceptance  of  a  commiffion  in  the  militia  ihall  not  va- 
cate the  feat  of  any  member  returned  to  (ervt  in  parliament ; 
and  no  perfon  being  an  officer  of  the  militia  ihall  be  compelled 
to  ienre  the  office  of  flieriff. 

No  officer  of  the  militia,  or  private  militia  man,  ihall  be 
liable  to  any  penalty,  on  account  of  his  abfence  during  the 
time  he  ihall  be  going  to  vote  at  any  election  of  a  member  to  . 
ferveia  parliament,  or  during  the  time  he  ihall  be  returning 
from  fuch  election. 

No 
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s60.  a.  *.  107.  No  ftrjc*n t,  corporal,  drmmmer,  nor  any  private e»aar froe* . 
the  time  of  his  in  rol  linen  t,  until  he  fhall  be  regelarly  die*, 
charged  from  the  militia,  (hall  be  compelled  to  ferre  as  a  peace, 
officer,  or  pari(h  officer,  or  to  perform  any  highway  duty,  com- 
monly called  ftatute-work,  or  to  ferve  in  aay  of  his  otajefty'i 
fea  forces. 

Every  perfon  having  ferved  in  the  militia  when  draws  ova 
into  actual  fervice,  being  a  married  man,  may  fet  up  and  eaer* 
cife  any  trade  ro  any  town  or  place  within  Great  Britain ;  and 
no  fuch  militia  man  (hall  be  liable  to  be  removed  out  of  a*y 
fuch  town  or  place,  until  he  is  become  chargeable  to  the 
parifh. 

All  fines,  penalties,  and  forfeitures,  by  this  aft  impofed, 
which  (hall  exceed  the  fum  of  20I.  (hall  be  recovered  in  any  of 
his  majefty's  courts  of  record  ;  and  all  which  (hall  not  exceed 
the  fam  of  20I.  (hall,,  on  proof,  upon  oath,  of  the  offence  be- 
fore any  juftice  of  the  peace  of  the  county,  riding,  or  place, 
where  the  offence  (hall  be  committed,  be  levied  by  diftreis  and 
fale,  by  warrant  under  the  hand  and  feal  of  fuch  juftice,  tef* 
dering  the  overplus  (if  any)  on  demand  ;  and  for  want  oftfff* 
ficient  diflrefs  fuch  juftice  is  hereby  required,  in  all  dries 
where  no  particular  time  of  commitment  is  herein-befbre  di-* 
reeled,  to  commit  fuch  offender  to  the  common  gaol  of  die 
county,  riding,  or  place,  where  the  offence  (hall  here  been 
committed,  for  any  time  not  exceeding  three  months,  and  the 
money  arifing  by  all  fuch  fines,  penalties,  and  forfeitures,  the 
application  whereof  is  not  otherwife  particularly  directed  by 
this  aft,  fhall  be  paid  to  the  clerks,  or  (where  there  are  no 
clerks)  to  the  commanding  officers  of  the  refpedive  regiments, 
or  other  bodies  of  militia  cf  the  refpedive  counties,  &c.  where 
fuch  offences  (hall*  have  been  committed,  and  (hall  be  made 
part  of  the  public  flock  of  fuch  regiments,  or  other  bodies  of 
militia. 

No  order  or  conviction  made  by  any  lieutenant  of  any 
county,  riding,  or  place,  or  by  any  two  or  more  deputy  Kea- 
tenants,  or  by  any  one  deputy  lieutenant,  together  with  any 
one  juftice  of  the  peace,  or  by  any  juftice  or  juftices  of  the 
peace,  by  virtue  of  this  ad,  fhall  be  removed  by  certiorari  into 
any  court  whatfoever. 

If  any  action  fhall  be  brought  againfl  any  perfon  or  perfon s^ 
for  any  thing  done  in  purfuance  of  this  ad,  fuch  action  or  fait 
fhall  be  commenced  within  fix  months  next  after  the  fad  com* 
mined,  and  fhall  be  laid  in  the  county  or  place  where  the  canie 
of  complaint  did  a  rife,  and  not  clfewhere;  and  if  judgment 
fhall  be  given  againfl  ihe  plaintiff  or  plaintiffs,  the  defendant 
or  defendants  fhall  have  treble  cofts. 

All  former  ads  of  parliament  relating  to  the  militia  of  this 
kingdom  (except  only  fuch  ads  as  relate  to  the  militia  of  the 
city  of  London,  the  militia  of  the  Tower  hamlets,  and  the. 
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■Bifida  of- tke  cinque  ports,  and  the  two  ancient  towns,  and  26 0*3.  £.107, 
tkmkwmktn)  Aall  be,  from  the  24th  of  September,  1786, 
aie  hereby  repealed, 
repealing  of  the  faid  ads  (hall  not  annul  or  in  any 
any  commiffion  of  lieutenancy,  or  any  other  corn- 
already  granted,  by  virtue  of  the  faid  former  a&s  : 
pvavided  that  no  perfon  (hall  aft  in  the  execution  of  this  aft, 
by  virtue  of  any  coramiffion  already  granted,  unlefs  he  is  qua- 
tUmd  ca  herein-befbre  is  directed,  and  alfo  unlefs  he  has  deli- 
vered, or  mail  deliver  in  a  certificate,  containing  a  fpecific 
dricription  of  his  qualification,  to  the  clerk  of  the  peace,  ac- 
cording to  the  directions  of  this  a&. 


Marine  Forces. 

MARINE  forces*  are  thofe  employed  in  his  Majefly's  fleet  27  G.  3.  c.  3* 
and  naval  fervice,  under  the  direction  of  the  lord  high 
admiral,  or  commiffioners  for  executing  the  office  of  lord  high 
admiral  of  Great  Britain. 

Kfjft  March  25,  1787,  during  the  continuance  of  this  aft, 
every  marine  officer  and  private  man  on  more,  who  (hall  mu- 
tiny or  deiert,  &c.  or  lift  in  any  other  regiment,  &c.  or  (hall  * 
he  found  fleeping  on,  or  mail  defert  his  port,  or  hold  cor- 
refoondence  with  the  enemies  of  his  majclty,  or  who  mall 
ftrikc  or  diibbey  his  fuperior  officer  ;  mall  i'uffer  death,  or  fuch 
puaifhmeat  as  a  court  martial  mail  inflicl. 

The  lord  high  admiral,  or  commiflioners  for  executing  that 
office,  may  grant  a  commiflion  for  holding  a  general  court- 
martial,  &c.  at  any  place  or  places  on  more,  in  this  realm, 
or  in  any  other  of  his  majefty's  dominions. 

Courts-martial  may  inflict  corporal  punifhment  for  immo- 
ralities, &c. 

Lords  of  the  admiralty  are  im  powered,  by  this  acl,  to  make 
articles  for  puniihment  of  nuitiny  and  defcrtion,  &c.  and  to 
ctmiitiite  courts-martial,  with  power  to  try,  hear,  and  deter- 
mine, any  crimes  or  offences  fpecified  in  fuch  rules  and  ar- 
ticles* and  inflid  punishments,  by  fentence  or  judgement  for 
thefiune,  according  to  the  true  intent  ami  meaning  of  this 
aft- 
Provided  always,  that  no  perfon  or  perfons  (hall  be  adjudged 
10  fairer  any  puniihment  extending  to  life  or  limb  by  the  (aid 
nlei  or  articles,  within  the  kingdom  of  Great  Britain,  excep: 
for  fuch  crime  or  crime*  as  is  or  arc  exprcilcd  to  be  fo  punilhable 
by  this  aft. 

*  W.  B.  Thtt  aft  it  in  almoft  every  particular  ihf  fimc  wi:b  af  G.  a.  c.  it. 
mui  the  fctcral  ads  tiace  char  rime. 
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%jG.  3.V.3.  No  general  court-martial  (hall  confift  of  left  than  13  ;  and 

.  the  prefident  to  be  a  field  officer,  or  officer  next  in  feniority; 
not  under  the  degree  of  a  captain.  Every  foch  court- aiartial 
may  adminifter  oaths  to  witnefles. 

The  officers  are  to  be  fworn,  as  follows,  before  the  court, 
and  judge-advocate,  or  his  deputy. 

You  jhali  well  and  truly  try  and  determine,  according  to  the  evi- 
dence -\k kick  Jhall  be  ^iven  in  the  matter  now  before  you,  bet  Wet  n 
our  Jovereign  lord  the  king's  majefty  and  the  pirifoner  to  be  trred. 
So  help  you  God. 

/  A.  fi.  dofzvear,  that  I  will  duly  adminifter  juftice,  according 
to  an  ad  of  parliament  ti'jw  in  force,  for  the  regulation  of  his 
majefly's  marine  forces  while  on  fhore,  and  according  to  the  rules 
and  articles  made  in  pur/uance  of  the  J  aid  ad  of  parliament  for  the 
punijhwent  of  mutiny  and  dejertion,  and  other  crimes  therein  re- 
fpe-iiv:ly  mentioned,  without  partiality,  favour,  or  affedion ; 
and  if  any  doubt  Jhall  arijt,'  (which  is  not  explained  by  the  f aid 
ail  of  parliament,  or  the  J aid  rules  and  articles),  according  to  my 
conjeience,  the  beft  of  my  under  ft  anding,  and  the  cuftom  of  tsar  in 
like  cafes.  And  1  further  fwear,  that  I  will  not  divulge  the  fen- 
tence  of  the  court,  until  it  Jhall  be  approved  by  the  lord  high  admJr 
ral,  or  three  or  more  of  the  commijponers  for  executing  the  office  if 
lord  high  admiral  of  Great  Britain  ;  neither  will  I,  upon  any  ac- 
count, at  any  time  whatfzcdtr ,  difclofe  or  dij cover  the  vote  or 
opinion  of  any  particular  member  of  the  court-martial,  unlefs  re* 
quired  to  give  evidence  thereof  as  a  witnefs,  by  a  court  ofjnfticet 
in  a  due  ccufje  of  law  :     So  help  me  God, 

After  which,  the  judge-advocate  is  to  be  fworn,  by  the  prc- 
fident, in  the  following  words  : 

/  A.  B.  dofwear,  that  I  twill  not,  upon  any  account,  at  any 
time  whatfocver,  difclofe  or  di '/cover  the  vote  or  opinion  of  any  par- 
ticular member  of  the  court -martial,  unlefs  required  to  give  evidence 
thereof,  as  a  witnejs,  by  a  court  ofjuftice,  in  a  duecourfe  of  law  ; 
So  help  me  God. 

No  fentence  of  death  (hall  be  given  againft  any  offender  by 
any  fuch  general  court-martial  as  aforefaid,  unlefs  nine  officers 
prefent  (hall  concur  therein  ;  and  if  there  be  more  officers  pre- 
fent  than  13,  then  the  judgement  mail  pafs  by  the  concurrence 
of  two  thirds  of  the  officers  prefent,  and  no  proceeding  or 
trial  Jhall  be  had  upon  any  offence  but  between  the  hours  of 
eight  o'clock  in  the  morning  and  three  in  the  afternoon,'  ex'-* 
cept  in  cafes  which  require  an  immediate  example. 

The  part*/  tried  by  any  general  court-martial,  to  be  held  as 
aforefaid,  {hall  be  in  titled  to  a  copy  of  the  fen  tence  and  pro- 
ceedings of  fuch  court-martial,  upon  demand  thereof,  f he  or 
they  pa-  ing  reafonably  for  the  fame),  at  any  time  not  iooner 
than  three  months  after  fuch  fentence. 

Every  judge-advocate,  or  perfon  officiating  as  fuch  at  any 
general  court- martial,  is  hereby  required  to  tranfmit,  with  as 

much 
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much  expedition  as  time  and  place  will  admit,  the  proceedings  27<y.  3..,.  *# 
and  fentence  of  fuch  court-martial  to  the  fecrctary  of  the  ad* 
rniralcy  for  the  time  being ;  which  proceedings  (hall  be  by 
htm  carefully  kept  and  preferved  in  the  office  of  the  admiralty 
of  Great  Britain,  that  the  perfons  in  titled  thereto  may  be 
enabled  to  obtain  copies  thereof. 

No  marine,  either  officer  or  private  man,  being  acquitted  or 
convi&ed  of  any  offence  at  any  fuch  court-martial  as  aforefaid, 
fhall  be  liable  to  be  tried  a  fecond  time  for  the  fame  offence; 
and  no  fentence  given  by  any  court-martial,  and  fig ned  by  the 
president  thereof,  (hall  be  liable  to  be  revifed  more  than  once. 

If  any  officer  or  private  man  (hall  defert  his  majeity's  fervice 
in  any  of  his  dominions  beyond  the  feas,  or  clfewherc,  and 
fhall  efcape  or  be  brought  into  this  realm,  fuch  officer  or  pri- 
vate man  (ball  be  tried  for  the  fame,  as  if  the  fame  offence  l)ad 
been  committed  within  this  realm. 

Nothing  in  this  adt  fhall  exempt  any  marine,  either  officer 
or  private  man,  while  on  (bore,  from  being  proceeded  again  ft 
by  the  ordinary  courfe  of  law. 

No  perfon  or  perfons,  being  acquitted  or  con  v idled  of  any 
capital  crimes,  violences,  or  offences,  by  the  civil  magistrate, 
/ball  be  liable  to  be  punimed  by  a  court-martial  for  the  fame, 
otherwife  than  by  cafhiering. 

If  any  marine  officer,  or  private  man,  (hall  be  accufed  of 
any  crime  punilhable  by  the  known  laws  of  the  land,  fuch  ac- 
cufed perfon  fhall  be  delivered  over  to  the  civil  magiflrate.— 
Officers  refuting  to  deliver  over  fuch  offenders,  and  being, 
thereof  con vilted,  before  any  two  or  more  ju dices  of  the  peace 
for  tbeconnty  where  the  fact  is  committed,  by  the  oath  of  two 
credible  witnefies,  (hall  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be  ipjo  faflo 
cafhiered,  and  fhall  be  utterly  difabled  to  have  or  hold  any 
civil  or  military  office  of  employment  within  this  kingdom,  or 
in  his  majefty's  fervice  ;  provided  the  faid  conviction  be  af- 
firmed at  the  next  quarter  feffions  of  the  peace  for  the  faid 
county,  and  a  certificate  thereof  be  tranfmitted  to  the  judge- 
advocate,  who  is  hereby  obliged  co  certify  the  fame  to  the  next 
court-  martial. 

Fictitious  names  allowed  by  his  majefty's  order  upon  the 
mofier-rolls  for  the  maintenance  of  officers'  widows,  are  not  to 
beconflrued  a  falfemufler  ;  but  the  pay  mailer  is  to  pay  the  full 
pay  of  fuch  men  to  the  receiver. 

Con  (tables,  and  chief  magiftratcs,  are  by  this  act  required 
let  quarter  and  billet  the  marines,  both  officers  and  private 
men,  in  his  majeity's  fervice,  in  inns,  livery -(tables,  ale- 
hoafes,  victualling- houfes,  and  the  houfes  of  fellers  of  wine 
by  retail  to  be  drank  in  their  own  houfes,  or  places  thereunto 
belonging,  and   all  houfes  of  perfons  felling  brandy,  (Irong 
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*7<c-  3-c*3»  waters,  cyder,  or  methegtin,  by  retail,  t(y be  drank  tahoufai 
bat  in  no  difti Hers  or  fhopkeepere  ho u fee,  or  in  any  private 
houfes,  without  the  con  fen  t  of  the  occupier.  ^   ••  ■> 

If  any  marine  officer  (hall  take  upon  him  to  quarter  private 
men  otherwife  than  is  limited  and  allowed  by  this  act,  orihall 
ufe  or  offer  any  menace  or  compulfion  to  any  mayors,  con- 
ftables,  or  other  civil  officers,  tending  to  deter  and  difcoarage 
any  of  them  from  performing  any  part  of  their  duty  ;  Yuch 
marine  officer  (hall,  for  every  fuch  offence,  (being  convi&ed 
before  any  two  or  more  of  the  next  juftices  of  the  peace  of  the 
county,  by  the  oath  of  two  credible  witneffes),  be  deemed  and 
taken  to  be  ipfo  faBo  cafhiered,  and  (hall  be  utterly  difabled 
to  have  or  hold  any  military  employment  within  this  kingdom, 
or  in  'his  majefty's  fervice ;  provided  the  faid  convi&ion  be 
affirmed  at  the  next  quarter  feffions  of  the  peace  of  the  faid 
county,  and  a  certificate  thereof  be  tranfmitted  to  the  judge-  . 
advocate,  who  is  hereby  obliged  to  certify  the  fame  to  the  next 
court-martial. 

If  any  perfon  (hall  find  him  felf  aggrieved,  in  that  fuch  con* 
ftable,  officer,  or  magiftrate,  (fuch  chief  officer  or  magiftrate 
not  being  a  juftice  of  the  peace),  has  quartered  or  biilctted  in 
his  houfe  a  greater  number  of  marines  than  he  ought  to  bear 
in  proportion  to  his  neighbours,  and  (hall  complain  thereof  to 
one  or  more  juftice  or  juftices  of  the  peace  of  the  divifion,  city, 
or  liberty,  where  fuch  marines  are  quartered;  or  if  fuch  chief 
officer  or  magiftrate  fhall  be  a  juftice  of  the  peace,  then,  on 
complaint  made  to  two  or  more  juftices  of  the  peace  of  fuch  di- 
vifion, city,  or  liberty,  fuch  juftices  refpeclively  fhall  have 
power  to  relieve  fuch  perfon,  by  ordering  fo  many  of  the  iaid 
marines  to  be  removed  and  quartered  upon  fuch  other  perfbns 
as  they  fhall  fee  caufe  ;  and  fuch  other  perfons  fhall  be  obliged 
to  receive  fuch  marines  accordingly. 

Marine  officers  and  private  men  fo  quartered  fhall  be  fbr- 
nifhed  with  diet  and  fmall  beer  by  the  owners  of  the  inns,  li- 
very (tables,  alehoufes,  viclualling-houfes,  and  the  houfes  of 
tellers  of  wine  by  retail  to  be  drank  in  their  own  houfes,  or 
places  thereunto  belonging,  and  other  houfes;  paying  and 
allowing  for  the  fame  the  feveral  rates  herein-after  mentioned, 
to  be  payable  out  of  the  fubfiftence-money  for  diet  and  fmall 
beer. 

If  any  innholder  (hall  be  defirous  to  furnifh  fuch  non-com- 
miffion  officers  and  private  men  with  candles,  vinegar,  and 
fait,  and  with  either  fmall  beer  or  cyder,  not  exceeding  five 
pints  for  each  man  per  diem,  gratis,  and  allow  to  fuch  non- 
com  mi  fii  on  officers  or  private  men  the  ufe  of  fire,  and  the  ne- 
ceflary  utenfils  for  drefling  and  eating  their  meat,  and  fhall 
give  notice  of  fuch  his  defire  to  the  commanding  officer,  and 
fhall  furnifh  and  allow  the  fame  accordingly ;  in  fuch  cafe,  the 
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noavcommiffioa  officers  and  private  men  fo  quartered  (kail  170,3^. « 
pjovidr.  tkeir  own  victuals ;  and  the  officer  who  ihall  receive 
the  pay  and  fubfiilence  of  fuch  non«commiffion  officers  and 
private  men,  ihall  pay  the  feveral  Aims  herein-after  mentioned 
oat  of  the  fobfiftence-money  for  diet  and  fmall  beer,  to  the 
non-coainiiffion  officers  and  private  men  aforefaid,  and  not  to 
tbeinaholder,  or  other  perfon,  on  whom  fuch  non»commiffion 
officers  and  private  men  are  quartered. 

if  may  marine  officer  ihall  take,  or  caufe,  or  fuffer  to  be 
taken,  any  money  for  excufing  the  quartering  of  officers  or 
private  men,  or  any  of  them,  in  any  houfe  allowed  by  this 
aft,  every  fuch  officer  (hall  be  cafhiered. 

The  commanding  officer  may  exchange  marines  in  their 
quarters,  and  the  con  (tables  are  required  to  billet  the  fame  ac- 
cordingly ;  provided  the  number  is  not  increafed  by  any  fuch 
exchange. 

No  paymafter,  or  other  officer  or  perfon  whatfoever,  (hall 
make  any  deductions  whatfoever,  out  of  the  pay  of  any  marine, 
cither  officer  or  private  man,  other  than  theufual  deductions 
fbrcloathing,  and  twelve  pence  in  the  pound  to  be  difpofed  of 
as  kit  maje&y  Ihall  think  fit ;  and  the  one  day's  pay  in  the 
year  for  the  ufe  of  the  royal  hofpital  at  Chelfea ;  and  fuch 
other  neceflary  deductions  as  (hall,  from  time  to  time,  be  di- 
rected by  the  lords  of  the  admiralty,  under  their  hands. 

Every  officer  or  other  perfon  to  whom  it  belongs  to  receive 
the  pay  or  fubfiilence- money  for  one  or  more  particular  com* 
pany  or  companies  of  the  faid  marine  forces,  (hall  give  public 
notice  thereof  to  all  perfons  keeping  in  us,  or  other  places 
where  officers  or  private  men  are  quartered,  within  four  days 
at  the  ftrtheil  after  the  receipt  of  the  fame,  and  (hall  pay  the 
demands  of  fuch  innkeepers  and  others,  before  any  part  of  the 
faid  pay  or  fubfiilence  be  diflributed  either  to  the  officers  or 
private  men  :  provided  the  faid  accounts  exceed  not,  for  one 
marine  com  mi  (Don  officer  under  the  degree  of  a  captain,  for 
fuck  officer's  diet  and  fmall  beer,  per  diem,  one  milling ;  and 
if  fuch  officer  (hall  have  a  aorfe  or  horfes,  for  each  fuch  horfe 
or  harks,  for  their  hay  and  ftraw,  per  diem,  fix-pence ;  nor 
for  one  private  man's  diet  and  fmafl  beer,  per  diem,  four- 
pence. 

If  the  officers  do  not  give  notice  of  fukfiftcnce-money,  and 
paying  quarters,  on  complaint  thereof  by  two  witncfles  at  the 
next  quarter-  feflions,  the  pay  mailer  ihall  fatisfy  them  out  of 
the  arrears  due  to  fuch  officers,  upon  penalty  that  fuch  pay- 
aaaneror  perfon  ihall  forfeit  their  refpe&ive  place  or  places  of 
pay  mailer,  or  otherwife,  and  be  difcharged  from  holding  the 
nune  for  the  future  :  and  in  cafe  of  no  arrears  due,  the  pay- 
mailer  may  deduct  out  of  the  next  fubfiilence- money  the  Aims 
he  (hall  pay,  purfuant  to  the  certificate  of  the  faid  ju  ft  ices  ; 
and  fuch  officer  or  officers  ihall,  for  fuch  their  offence,  or  for 
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neglecting  to  give  notice  of  the  receipt  of  fuch  pay  or  fob* 
Men ce- money  as  aforefaid,  be  deemed  and  taken,  and  art 
hereby  declared  ipfofado  cafhiered. 

On  moving  from  quarters,  the  officer  is  to  make  up  accounts, 
and  give  certificates  for  money  due  ;  to  the  end  the  faid  cer- 
tificate may  be  forthwith  transmitted  to  the  proper  pay  matter 
of  the  marines,  who  is  hereby  required  immediately  to  make 
payment  thereof  to  the  perfon  orperfons  to  whom  fuch  money 
(hall  be  due. 

.  Officers,  &c.  are  to  be  quartered  in  Scotland,  as  the  laws 
in  force  at  the  union  direct. 

J  u  dices  of  the  peace  fhall  order  con  (tables  to  provide  car- 
riages, with  able  men  to  drive  the  fame,  for  the  marine  forces 
in  their  march  ;  being  duly  required  thereunto  by  the  lords  of- 
the  admiralty,  by  an  order  in  writing  under  their  hands.     And 
in  cafe  fufEcient  carriages  cannot  be  provided  within  the  di- 
▼ifion  or  precinct  from,  through,  or  near,  which  fuch  marines 
are  ordered  to  march  ;  the  next  jultice  or  ju  ft  ices  (hall,  upon 
fuch  order  being  brought  or  (hewn  to  one  or  more  of  tfiem,  by  " 
any  of  the  marine  officers  aforefaid,  iflue  his  or  their  warrant  - 
or  warrants  to  the  high  con  (tables,  or  petty  con  (tables,  of  fuch   - 
next  county,  divifion,  or  precinct,  to  make  up  fuch  deficiency: 
the  officer  or  officers,  at  the  fame  time,  to  pay  down  in  hand 
to  the  faid  con  (table,  or  petty  con  (table,  for  the  ufe  of  the  per- 
fon who  (hall  provide  fuch  carriages  and  men,  is.  for  e very- 
mile  any  waggon  with  five  horfes  (hall  travel;  and   is.   for 
every  mile  any  wain  with  fix  oxen,  or  four  oxen  with   two* 
horfes,  (hall  travel ;  and  od.  for  ever.y  mile  any  cart  with  four 
horfes  fhall  travel ;  and  fo  in  proportion  for  lefs  carriages  ;  for 
which  refpective  Aims  fo  received,  the  faid  con  (table,  or  petty 
con  (table,  is  hereby  required  to  give  a  receipt  in  writing  to 
the  perfon  or  perfons  paying  the  lame :  and  fuch  con  (table,  or 
petty  con  (table,  fhall  order  and  appoint  fuch  perfon  or  per- 
fons having  carriages  within  their  refpective  liberties,  as  they 
(hall  think  proper,  to  provide  and  furnifh  fuch  carriages  and 
men,  according  to  the  warrant  aforefaid,  who  are  hereby  re- 
quired  to  provide  and  furnifh  the  fame  accordingly. 

No  marine  officer  (halt  force  and  con  (train  any  waggon,  or 
carriage,  to  travel  more  than  one  day's  journey,  but  fhall 
difcharge  the  fame  in  due  time  for  their  return  home,  and  fhall 
not  fuffer  any  marine  or  fervant,  (except  fuch  as  are  fick), 
nor  any  woman,  to  ride  in  the  waggon  or  carriage  aforefaid  ; 
nor  (hall  force  any  con  ft  able  or  petty  con  (table,  by  threats,  to 
provide  faddle  horfes  for  themfelves  or  fervants,  nor  fhall  fire* 
horfes  from  the  owners,  by  themfelves,  fervants,  or  private 
men ;  every  fuch  officer,  for  every  fuch  offence,  fhall  forfeit 
jl.  ;  proof  thereof  being  made  upon  oath  before  two  of  his  ma 
jelly's  juftices  of  the  peace  for  the  fame  county  or  riding,  wh 
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are  to  certify  the  fame  to  the  proper  pay  mailer  of  his  majefty's  %jG.  j.f.  j 

ftarinc  forrrs,  who  is  hereby  required  to  pay  the  aforefaid  jh 

according  to  order  and  appointment  under  the  hands  and  feals 

of  fuch  jullices  of  the  t>eace  ;  and  is  alfo  hereby  im powered  to 

deduct,  the  fame  out  of  fuch  officer's  pay. 
Jf  any  high  con  liable,  or   petty   con  liable,  (hall   wilfully 

aejlett  or  refufe  to  execute  any  fuch  warrant  of  the  faid  juflice 
Ofjufcices  of  the  peace,  for  providing  carriages ;  or  if  any  per- 
Am  or  penons,.  appointed  by  fuch  conitable,  qr  petty  con  liable, 
to  provide  and  furnifh  any  carriage  and  man,  (hall  refufe  or 
fciegled  to  provide  the  fame  ;  or  any  other  perfbn  (hall  wilfully 
*to  any  ad  or  thing,  whereby  the  execution  of  fuch  warrant 
ihall  be  hindered;  every  fuch  perfon  fo  offending,  (hall,  for 
«very  fuch  offence,  forfeit  any  fum  not  exceeding  40s.  nor  lefs 
than  20s.  to  the  ufe  of  the  poor  of  the  pariih  where  fuch  offence 
ihall  be  committed  :  and  all  fuch  offences  may  be  enquired  of, 
and  fully  determined,  by  two  of  his  majeily's  ju dices  of  the 
peace,  dwelling  in  or  near  the  place  where  fuch  offence  (hall 
be  committed;  who  have  hereby  power  to  caufe  the  faid  pe- 
nalty to  be  levied  by  diftrefs  and  (ale  of  the  offender's  goods 
and  chattels,  rendering  the  overplus  (if  any)  to  the  owner. 

The  treafurer  or  treafurers  of  each  county  (hall,  without  fee 
or  reward,  pay  unto  the  con  liable  all  and  every  reafonable  fum 
or  Aims  of  money  by  him  laid  out  for  carriages,  over  and  above 
what  ought  to  have  been  paid  by  the  marine  officer  requiring 
them,  out  of  the  county  (lock. 

If  the  faid  public  (lock  of  the  county  or  riding  be  not  fuffi- 
cient*  the  jullices,  in  the  general  quarter  feffions,  (hall  have 
power  to  raife  monies  upon  the  refpe&ive  counties  or  ridings, 
in  fuch  manner  as  they  now  raife  monies  for  building  or  re- 
pairing county  gaols  and  bridges,  to  fatisfy  the  faid  extraor- 
dinary charge  o?  carriages.  / 

No  waggon  or  carriage,  imprefled  by  authority  of  this  a£t, 
(hall  be  liable  or  obliged,  by  virtue  of  this  adl,  to  carry  above  > 

twentf  hundred  weight. 

Carriages  in  Scotland  (hall  be  provided  as  was  directed  by 
the  law  in  (orcein  Scotland  at  the  time  of  the  union,  with  re- 
gard to  the  furnilhing  carriages  for  land  forces. 

If  any  officer,  military  or  civil,  by  this  ad  authorized  to 
quarter  foldiers,  (hail,  at  any  time  during  the  continuance  of 
this  z€t,  quarter  any  of  the  wives,  children,  men  or  maid  fer- 
vants,  of  any  officer  or  marine,  in  any  fuch  houfes,  againft 
the  cob  fen  t  of  the  owners;  the  party  offending,  if  an  officer 
of  the  marines,  (hall,  upon  complaint  and  proof  thereof  made 
CO  the  lords  commiffioners  of  the  admiralty,  be  ipfo  fa&9 
camiered;  and  if  a  con  liable,  tithingman,  or  other  civil 
oficer,  he  (hall  forfeit  to  the  party  aggrieved  20s.  upon  com- 
plaint 
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Q  „  plaint  and  proof  thereof  made  to  the  next  juftice  of  the  peaca ; 
*7  •$•'•  j-  to  be  levied,  by  warrant  of  fuch  jaftice,  by  diftrefs  and  fale  of 
his  goods,  rendering  the  overplus  to  the  party,  after  deduftiag 
reafonable  charges  in  taking  the  fame. 

Penalty  on  officers  and  marines  deftroying  the  gane,  the 
fame  as  under  the  article  Game.  N.  B.  This  claufe  was  aot 
in  former  aft  of  28  G.  2,  c.  11. 

Marines  deferting  are  to  be  treated  as  deferting  foldiers, 
(which  article  fee),  except  that  the  account  is  to  be  tran faulted 
to  the  fecretary  of  the  admiralty,  inftead  of  the  fecretary  at  war. 

The  reward  for  apprehending  deferters  is  the  fame  refpefting 
a  marine,  as  a  foldier,  which  article  fee. 

The  penalty  on  perfons  concealing  deferters,  or. receiving 
their  arms,  clothes,  &c.  is  the  fame  as  in  the  cafe  of  ibldiers. 

The  continuance  of  this  aft  is  for  one  year. 

Offences  again  ft  former  afts,  refpefting  marine  forces,  may 
be  enquired  of  and  punimed  as  under  this  aft. 

No  perfon  (hall  be  liable  to  be  tried  or  punifhed  for  any  of- 
fence committed  again  ft  any  of  the  faid  former  afta,  which 
fhall  appear  to  have  been  committed  more  than  three  yean  bo- 
fore  the  iffuing  of  the  commiflion  or  warrant  for  fuch  trial; 
except  only  for  the  offence  of  defertion. 

No  volunteer  as  a  marine  (hall  be  liable  to  procefs,  unlets 
for  fome  criminal  matter,  or  except  for  a  real  debt  of  the  value 
of  20I.  of  which  an  oath  muft  be  made  before  a  judge*  and  a 
memorandum  thereof  marked  on  the  back  of  the  prooefs.  If 
any  perfon  (hall  neve'rthelefs  be  arrefted  contrary  to  the  intent 
of  this  aft,  one  or  more  judge  or  judges  may  examine  into  the 
fame  by  the  oath  of  the  parties,  or  otherwise,  and  by  warrut 
difcharge  fuch  marine  fo  arrefted,  without  paying  any  fee  or 
fees,  upon  due  proof  that  fuch  marine  fo  arrefted  was  legally 
enlifted  as  a  marine,  and  arrefted  contrary  to  the  intent  of  this 
aft  ;  and  alfo  may  award  to  the  party  fo  complaining  fuch  cofts 
as  he  or  they  (hall  think  reafonable. 

Inftead  of  an  arrcft  for  a  marine's  juft  debt,  it  (hall  be  law. 
ful  for  any  plaintifr,  upon  notice  fir  ft  given  in  writing  of  the 
caufe  of  action,  to  rile  a  common  appearance  in  any  aftion  to 
be  brought  upon  account  of  any  debt  whatfoever,  fo  as  to  in- 
title  fuch  plaintiff  to  proceed  therein,  and  to  have  an  execu- 
tion thereupon,  other  than  againft  the  body  or  bodies  of  him 
or  them  i'o  entered  as  aforeiaid. 

No  marine,  being  arrefted  or  confined  for  debt,  in  any  pri- 
fon,  gaol,  or  other  place,  mall  be  intitled  to  any  part  Oihh 
pay  from  the  day  of  fuch  arrell  or  confinement,  until  the  day 
of  his  return  to  the  raiment  or  company  to  which  he  fhaH 
belong. 

Any  conftaYie,  becel,  or  other  officer  or  perfon,  who  (hall 
ncgleft  cr  rcfuJe,  for  the  fpacc  of  two  hours,  to  quarter  or  billet 

fuch 
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fpch  officers  or  marines,  when  thereunto  required,  provide4  27  G.  3.  c.  3 
faffieJeat  notice  be  given  before  the  arrival  of  fiich  forces  ;  or 
~     "   1  aoiiey  to  excufe  any  perfon  from  quartering  :  and 


Ovroiftoaller  who  dull  refufe  to  receive  marines  fo  quartered 
cr  hiOetted,  and  fhall  be  thereof  con vitted,  before  any  one  or 
am*  jfcisce  or  jufiices  of  the  peace  of  the  county,  city,  orli* 
tarty,  within  which  fuch  offence  (hall  be  committed,  by  cori- 
or  by  the  oath  of  one  or  more  credible  witnefs  orwit- 
( which  oath  the  (aid  jufticc  or  ju dices  is  and  are  hereby 
eredtoadminifler),  fhall  forfeit,  for  every  fuch  offence, 
MX  more  than  5I.  nor  lefs  than  40s.  to  be  levied  by  diftrefs

biikttiag  of  them. 

E*  list  inc. — The  fame  as  in  the  cafe  of  foldiers,  fee  that 
article  1  except  that  the  magiftrate  mull,  in  this  cafe,  not  be 
an  officer  of  marines  ;  and  that  the  fecortd  and  third  fe&ions  of 
the  article*  of  war,  for  the  better  government  of  his  majefty's 
marine  forces  while  on  fhore,  were  rend  to  him  or  them,  and 
that  ha  or  they  had  taken  the  oath  of  fidelity  mentioned  in  the 
twelfth  fedtoo  of  the  faid  articles  of  war  ;  and  if  any  fuch  per- 
Ion  or  perfbns,  fo  to  be  certified  as  duly  inlifted,  fhall  refufe  to 
taka  the  (hid  oath  of  fidelity  before  the  faid  juftice  or  chief  ma. 
gi&rate,  it  (hall  and  may  be  lawful  for  fuch  officer,  from  whom

Marine  forces  being  borne  as  part  of  the  complement  of  any 
{hips  of  war,  are  liable  to  be  governed  by  the  rules  eftabiifhed 
by  an  ad  made  in  the  twenty  fccond  year  of  the  reign  of  his 
late  majefty  king  George  the  fecond,  intituled,  an  aft  for 
amending,  explaining,  and  reducing  into  one  acl:  of  parlia- 
ment, the  laws  relating -to  the  government  of  his  majefty's 
fhips,  vcfTels,  and  forces  by  fea.

If  any  perfon  againft  whom  a  warrant  (hall  be  iffaed  by  any 
juftice  in  England,  for  any  offence  a  gain  (I  the  laws  of  England, 
ihall  efcape  ur  go  into  Scotland ;  the  fheriff,  or  fteward  de- 
pute, or  fubftitute,  or  any  juftice  of  the  county  or  place  where

allowed  and  figned  by  them. 


Nuifance. 

A  COMMON  nuifance  feems  to  be,  an  offence  again!*  the   1  #*w.  197. 
public,  either  by  doing  a  thing  which  tends  to  the  an- 
noyance of  all  the  king's  fubjeds,  or  by  neglecting  to  do  a 
thing  which  the  common  good  reauires. 

Annoyances  to  the  prejudice  of  particular  perfons,  are  not  -W- 
paaifhable  by  a  public  piofecution  as  common  nuifances,  but 
are  left  to  be  redreffed  by  the  private  actions  of  the  parties 
aggrieved  by  them. 

lfitisa  public  nuifance,  the  law  hath  provided  an  apt  re-   il*ft*  56* 
medy,  by  prefentment  or  indictment  at  the  fuit  of  the  king, 
in  the  behalf  of  all  his  fubjefts. 


Oaths. 

IN  all  cafes,  where  any  penalty  is  directed  to  be  levied,  or  15  G-  3-  <*•  39* 
diftrefs  to  be  made,  by  any  ad  of  parliament  now  in  force, 
or  hereafter  to  be  made,  it  (hall  be  lawful  for  any  juftice  or 
joftices,  a&ing  under  the  authority  of  fuch  ads  refpeclively, 
to  adminifter  an  oath  or  oaths  for  the  purpofe  of  levying  fuch 
penalties,  or  making  fuch  diftreffes. 

The  perfon  ace u fed  (hall  not  be  examined  upon  oath,  for  Dale,  an, 
by  the  common  law  no  man  is  obliged  to  accufe  himfelf :  but 
hieemeth  convenient,  in  cafes  of  felony  efpecially,  that  the 
information,  which  the  juftices  do  take  again  it  the  prifoner, 
be  opon  oath;  otherwife,  upon  the  trial  of  the  prifoner,  fuch 
reformation  taken  by  the  juilice  (hall  not  be  read  or  delivered 
to  the  jury,  nor  given  in  evidence  againil  the  prifoner  upon 
lis  trial. 

The  information  of  the  profecutor  or  witneffes  ought  to  be   x  H'H*  5-6- 
upon  oath,  although. the  ftatute  doth  not  mention  an  oath  ; 
which  information  upon  oath,  being  fworn  on  the  trial  to  be 
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truly  taken  by  the  juftice  or  his  clerk,  may  be  given  in  evi- 
dence again  ft  the  prifoner,  if  the  witnefles  be  dead  or  not  able 
to  travel. 

Dalt.  c.  66.  Where  one  juftice  may  punifti  offenders  upon  accufitaon  or 

proof  generally,  it  fecmeth  that  this  muft  be  by  examination 
of  witnefles;  and  though  the  ftatute  doth  not  expressly  fet 
down  that  it  fhall  be  upon  oath,  yet  it  feemeth  fit,  that  the 
juftice  do'it  upon  oath :  yea  in  all  other  cafes,  whercfocver 
any  man  is  authorifed  to  examine  witnefles,  fnch  authority  to 
examine  (hall  be  taken  and  conftrued  to  be  in  fuch  manner  as 
the  law  requires,  which  is  only  by  oath. 

z  G.ft.z.  c  13.  Two  ju dices  may  fummon,  by  writing  under  hand  and  leal, 
any  perfon  whom  they  (hall  fufpecl  to  be  dangerous  ordifaf- 
fecicd  to  the  government,  to  appear  before  them,  at  a  cer- 
tain day  and  time  therein  to  be  appointed,  to  take  the  oaths 
of  allegiance,  fupremacy,  and  abjuration  :  and  if  fuch  perfon 
neglects  or  refufes  to  appear,  then  on  due  proof  made  on  oath 
of  the  fummons  having  been  ferved  on  fuch  perfon,  or  left  at 
his  dwelling  houfe,  or  ufual '  place  of  abode,  with  one  of  the 
family  there,  they  (hall  certify  the  fame  to  the  next  feffions, 
there  to  be  recorded  by  the  clerk  of  the  peace.  And  if  Tuch 
perfon  (hall  n  eg  led  or  reftife  to  appear  and  take  the  baths  at 
the  faid  fc (lions  (the  name  of  fuch  perfon  being  publicly  read 
at  the  firft  meeting  of  the  faid  feflions)  then  fuch  perfon  (hall 
be  e deemed  and  adjudged  a  popifh  recufant  convict  ;  and  the 
fame  (hall  be  thencu  certified  by  the  clerk  of  the  peace  into 
the  chancery  or  king's  bench,  to  be  there  recorded. 

Oaths,  &c    in  the  Court  of  Seffion  at  Chefter. 

i;  G.  3.^.43.  BY  this  act,  thejuftices  of  the  court  of  feflion  for  the  county 
palatine  of  Chefter  may,  by  one  or  more  commiflion  or  com- 
miflions  under  the  fcal  of  the  faid  county  palatine,  im power 
pcrfons  to  take  affidavits  in  caufes  depending  therein,  in  like 
manner  as  thejuftices  of  his  mujefty's  courts  of  king's  bench, 
&c.  ufe  to  do  ;  and  alfo  the  prothenotary,  or  his  officiating 
deputy,  may  take  fuch  affidavits,  &c.  which  (hall  be  filed  in 
the  office  of  the  prothonotary  of  the  faid  county,  and  fhall  be 
of  the  fame  force  and  effect  as  affidavits  taken  in  the  faid  court 
now  are  :  and  all  perfons  forfvvearing  themfelves,  in  fuch  affi- 
davits, (hall  be  liable  to  the  fame  penalties  as  for  falfe  affida- 
vits in  open  court. 

No  perfon  appointed  a  commiflioner  as  aforefaid,  nor  the 
faid  prothonotary,  or  his  deputy,  (hall  take  any  affidavit 
within  one  mile  of  the  caftle  of  Chefter,  during  the  tine  of 
holding  the  feilion  for  the  faid  county. 

The  jufticesof  the  faid  court  may,  by  their  commiflion,  im- 
powcr  pcrfons  to  uke  recognizances ;  and  the  fees  to  be  paid  " 
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fbrcommiffions  to  take  recognizances  (hall  be  as  follows:  (to 
wk),  the  fam  of  23.  for  thcfiat  or  warrant ;  ys.  6d.  for  making 
outhe  commiffion,  befides  the  king's  doty  and  parchment; 
41.  for  the  feal ;  5s.  for  taking  every  fuch  acknowledgement; 
ad  is.  for  the  (wearing  the  affidavit  of  the  due  taking  thereof. 

Tbejvftices  of  the  faid  court  may  make  rules  for  j  unifying 
kil  by  affidavits  before  the  commiflioners  :  but  the  power  of 
vtthoootary,  or  his  deputy,  to  take  recognizances,  /hall  not 
wafcded  by  this  aft. 

If  «ny  perfonihall  reprefent. another  in  entering  into  fpecial 
bail,  he  in  all  be  adjudged  a  felon,  and  (hall  incur  the  pains, 
penalties,  and  forfeitures,  of  an  a&  of  4.  W.  c^f.  M.  intituled, 
an  ad  for  taking  fpecial  bails,  &c. 


Office. 

NO  perfons  (hall  be  elecled  to  any  office  of  magiftracy,  ijC.a.r.  i, 
place,  or  truft,  relating  to  the  government  of  cities,  5  G*  *•  *• 
corporations,  boroughs,  cinque  ports,  and  other  port  towns, 
who  (hall  not  have  received  the  facrament  of  the  Lord's  fupper 
according  to  the  rites  of  the  church  of  England,  within  one 
year  next  before  fuch  election  :  and  every  perfon  fo  placed  or 
eleded,  (hall  take  the  oaths  of  allegiance  and  fupremacy,  at 
(he  fame  time  that  the  oath  of  office  is  taken  ;  which  (hall  be 
ad  mini  ft  e  red  by  thofe,  who  by  charter  or  ufage  adminiiter  the 
oath  of  office;  and  in  default  of  fuch,  by  two  juiticcs  of  the 
corporation,  if  there  be  any  fuch  ;  orotherwife  bytwojuflices 
of  the  county.  And  in  default  thereof  every  fuch  election  and 
placing  (hall  be  void. — Which  faid  juftices  abovementioned 
flullcaufe  memorandums  to  be  made  of  fuch  oaths  taken  be- 
fore them,  and  delivered  once'  a  year  to  the  town  clerk,  or 
other  rcgilter  or  clerk,  who  (hall  enter  the  fame  in  their 
hooks. 

Bot  generally  there  is  a  claufe  of  indemnification  in  fome 
aft  in  almoft  every  feffion  of  parliament,  provided  they  qua- 
liry  on  or  before  a  time  In  fuch  act  limited. 

Every  perfon  who  (hall  be  admitted  into  any  office,  civil  *sC.  a.  r.  a. 
Or  military,  or  (hall  receive  any  pay  by  reafon  of  any  patent 
or  grant  from  the  king,  or  (hall  have  any  command  or  place 
of  truft  in  England  or  in  the  navy,  or  (hall  have  any  fervice 
or  employment  in  the  king's  houfhold  ;  (hall,  within  three 
months  after  his  admilTion,  receive  the  facrament  of  the  Lord's 
fepper,  according  to  the  ufage  of  the  church  of  England, 
in  fome  public  church  on  the  Lord's  day,  immediately  after 
divine  fervice  and  fermon.  And  in  the  court  where  he  takes 
the  oaths   (as  hereafter  mentioned,  which  (hall  be  within 
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£x  months  after  his  admiffion)  he  fhall  firft  deliver  a  certi- 
ficate of  fuch  his  receiving  the  facrament,  under  the  hands  of 
the  mini  Her  and  churchwardens,  and  (hall  then  make  proof  of 
the  truth  thereof  by  two  witneiTes  on  oath.  And  they  fhall 
alfo,  when  they  take  the  faid  oaths,  make  and  fubfcribe  the 
declaration  again  ft  tianfubftantiation.  All  which  (hall  be  en- 
quired of,  and  put  upon  record  in  the  refpeftive  courtf . 

;.  i.  r.  i.  And  thefe,  together  with  all  ecclefiaflical  perfons,  heads 

and  members  of  colleges,  being  of  the  foundation,  or  having 
any  exhibition,  of  18  years  of  age ;  and  all  perfons  teaching 
pupils  ;  fchoolmafters  and  ufhers  ;  preachers  and  teachers  of 
(eparate  congregations  ;  high  conftables,  and  pra&ifcrs  of  the 
law,  (hall,  within  fix  calendar  months  after  fuch  ad  million, 
take  and  fubfcribe  the  oaths  of  allegiance,  fupremacy,  and 
abjuration,  in  one  of  the  courts  at  Weftminfter,  or  at  the  ge- 
neral or  quarter  feffions  of  the  place  where  he  (hall  be  orrefide, 
between  the  hours  of  nine  and  twelve  in  the  forenoon,  and  no 
other  ;  and  during  the  time  of  taking  thereof,  all  proceedings 
in  the  faid  court  (hall  ceafe. 

By  the  31  G.  2.  c.  22,  altered  and  explained  by  the  3a  G.  2. 
c.  33,  there  are  certain  duties  laid  upon  offices  and  penfions  ; 
and  fo  much  of  the  fabrics  of  fuch  offices,,  as  arifeth  from  per- 
quifites, is  directed  to  be  under  the  management,  of  the  com- 
miffioners  of  the  land  tax. 

;.  z.  c.  33.  By  perquifites  are  meant  fuch  profits  of  offices  and  employ- 
ments, .as  arife  from  fees  eftablifhed  by  cuftom  or  authority, 
and  payable  either  by  the  crown,  or  thefubjedts,  in  confidera- 
tion  of  bufinefs  done  in  the  courie  of  executing  fuch  offices  and 
employments. 

7. 2.  r.  22.  Where  the  profits  of  fuch  offices  (hall  arife  from  perquifites 
due  and  payable  in  the  courfe  of  office,  and  not  from  falaries, 
fecs9  and  wages  paid  by  the  crown,  the  fame  (hall  be  under 
the  management  of  the  commiflioners  of  the  land  tax,  who 
fhall  afcertain,  according  to  the  valuation  of  fuch  offices  to  the 
land  tax,  or  othcrwifc  according  to  their  beft  judgment,  the 
fum  total  of  the  perquifites  arifing  from  fuch  office,  diftinct 
.from  the  falary,  fees,  and  wages  thereof. 


Pardon. 

WHEN  a  pardon  is  pleaded  by  any  one  for  felony,  the 
jufliccs  may,  at  their  difcretion,  remand  him  toprifon 
till  he  enter  into  recognizance,  with  two  fureties  for  his  good 
behaviour,  for  any  time  not  exceeding  feven  years.

X  eftate,  may  oe  adminiflcrcd  upon  reasonable  requeft

months  certify  the  fame  into  the  chancery  or  king's  bench.—- 
Bat  this  is  not  to  extend  to  the  eldelt  fon  of  a  peer,  or  of  any 
pcriba  qualified  to  ferve  as  knight  of  a  (hire,  nor  to  the  mem* 
bers  for  either  of  the  two  univerfities. 

Noperfon  (hall  be  admitted  to  vote  under  the  age  of  21   7&8JF.C* 
years. 

Every  ele&or  of  a  knight  of  the  (hire  (hall  have  land  or 
tenement  to  the  value  of  40s.  by  the  year  at  lead  above  re- 
prizes.— And  by  the  10  H.  6.  c.  2.  the  faid  403.  a  year  (hall 
be  freehold. 

No  pcrfon   (hall  vote  for  a  knight  of  the  (hire,  without   18  G.  s>.  c  it 
taring  a  freehold  eftate  in  the  county,  of  the  clear  yearly  value 
of  4.0s.  over  and  above  all  rents  and  charges  payable  out  of  the 
fame,  on  penalty  of  40I.

If  any  of  the  goods  or  chattels  pawned  as  aforefaid  have  been 
fold  before  the  time  allowed  by  this  aft,  or  otherwife  than  ac- 
cording to  the  directions  of  this  aft,  or  have  been  embezzled* 
or  lure  been  rendered  of  lefs  value  than  the  fame  were  at  the 
time  of  pawning  or  pledging  thereof,  by  or  through  the  de.

or  pawned,  it  (hall  be  lawful  to  and  for  every  fuch  juftice  and 
Jaftices,  to  allow  a  reafonable  fatisfa&ion  to  the  owner  of  fuch 
goods  ;  and  the  fum  fo  allowed  (hall  be  deducted  out  of  the 
principal  and  profit :  if  the  fatisfa&ion  to  be  allowed  (hall  be 
equal  to,  or  exceed  the  principal  and  profit,  then  the  perfon 
to  whom  the  fame  were  fo  pledged,  his  or  her  executors,  Sec. 
ball  deliver  the  goods  or  chattels  fo  pledged  to  the  owner  or 
owners  thereof,  without  being  paid  any  thing  for  principal 
or  profit,  and  (hall  alfo  pay  fuch  excefs,  if  any,  to  the  perfon 
or  perfbns  entitled  thereto,  under  the  penalty  of  10I.  to  be  re- 
covered and  applied  in  manner*  herein-after  mentioned. 

An j  juftice,  upon  complaint  made  to  him,  on  the  oath  or 
affirmation  of  one  or  more  credible  witnefs  or  witneflcs,  may 
iumaaon  the  pawnbroker  before  him,  to  attend  with  any  book 
or  paper,  which  he  or  (lie  may  or  ought  to  have  in  his  or  her 
tuftody,  relating  to  the  fame ;  and  in  cafe  fuch  pawnbroker 
itUU  neglect  or  refufe  to  attend,  or  to  produce  the  fame,  fuch 
pawnbroker  (hall  forfeit  1  ol. 

Where  no  forfeiture  or  penalty  is  provided  or  impofed  on 
any  particular  or  fpecific  offence  again  ft  any  part  of  this  aft, 
the  pawnbroker  (hall  forfeit  5I. ;  and  all  forfeitures  incurred 
hj  anv  offence  againft  this  aft,  may  be  levied  by  diftrefs  and 
file  of  the  goods  of  the  offender,  by  warrant  under  the  hand 
and  teal  or  hands  and  fcals  of  any  juftice  or  juftices  of  the

mitted; half  to  the  party  complaining,  and  half  to  the  over-

Jiave  been  committed.  Provided  information  (hall  be  riven  of 
foch  offence  or  offences  within  twelve  calendar  months  next 
after  the  offence  committed. 

The  churchwardens  and  overfcers  of  the  poor  of  any  parifh 
where  any  offence  (hall  be  fuppofedto  have  been  committed  by 
any  pawnbroker  again  ft  this  aft,  on  having  notice  from  a 
juftice  of  the  peace  of  fuch  oftence  being  fuppofed  to  have 
been  committed,  (hall,  and  they  are  hereby  required  to  pro- 
Acute  every  offender  for  every  offence  fo  to  be  fuggefted  by 
fuch  juftice,  at  theexpenceofthe  parifh. 

This  act  is  not  to  extend  to  perfons  lending  money  at  5I.  per 
•rut.  without  further  profit. 

Juftkea  are  not  to  have  any  fees  or  gratuities  for  any  pro* 
ceadbgs  whatfoever  inpurfuanceof  this  aft. 
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G.%.  c.  37.  The  provisoes  of  this  aft  are  to  extend  to  executors,.  &c.  of 
pawnbrokers,  except  that  no  fuch  executor  or  adminiftratoj  of 
any  fuch  dcceafed  pawnbroker  (hall  be  anfwerable  for  any  pe- 
nalty or  forfeiture  out  of  his  or  her  own  eftate,  unlefs  the  fame 
(hall  be  incurred  and  forfeited  by  his  or  her  own  aft  or  n  eg  left.

Of  legitimate  Children. 

THE  father's  fettlement  is  the  fettlement  of  the  children,  F*ty.it>> 
when  it  can  be  found  out ;  otherwife  the  birth  of  the  child 
prima  facie  is  the  fettlement  of  the  child,  until  there  is  ano- 
ther fettlement  found  out.  If  they  cannot  find  out  the  legal 
fettlement  of  the  father,  the  birth  is  the  fettlement  of  the 
child.  The  fettlement  by  birth  is  only  quoufque  they  find  the 
father's  fettlement;  and  if  thejr  never  can  find  that,  it  is  ab- 
folutc  upon  them. 


Of  the  Settlement  of  Children  with  their  Parents. 

THE  birth  of  legitimate  children  doth  not  give  them  a  Fchj.  269. 
fettlement,  except  where  the  fettlement  of  their  father  and 
mother  is  not  known,  and  then  only  till  it  is  known. 

A  child  of  feven  years  of  age  may  be  bound  apprentice  to  a  5  EL  c.  5. 
(aipwright,  fiftierroan,  owner  of  a  (hip,  or  other  perfon  ufing 
tne  trade  of  the  feas ;  and  by  the  vagrant  ad  of  the  17  G.  2, 
a  vagrant's  child  of  that  age  may  by  the  juftices  be  put  out  an 
apprentice  :  and  as  foon  as  he  (hall  have  refided  and  lodged  in 
a  parifti  for  todays  under  the  indenture,  he  will  have  thereby 
gained  a  fettlement.  So  that  the  precife  time  when  a  perfon 
nay  have  gained  a  fettlement  in  his  own  right  is  at  the  age  of 
feven  years  and  40  days.

rtfti,  or  the  greater  part  of  them,  (hall  raxfe  weekly  or  other- 
wife  (by  taxation  of  every  inhabitant,  parfon,  vicar,  and  other, 

and 
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amd  of  tteiy  occupier  of  lands,  honies,  tidies  impropriate, 
preawtations  of  tithes,  coal  mines,  or  faleable  underwoods  in 
the  {aid  parifli)  a  convenient  flock  of  flax,  hemp,  wool, 
",  iron,  and  other  ware  and  ftuiF,  to  let  the  poor  to 
and  also  competent  fnms  for  the  necesTary  relief  of  the 
impotent  *  old,  blind,  and  fuch  other  among  them  be- 
ing poor  as  are  not  able  to  work,  and  alio  for  the  patting  oat 
poor  children  apprentices. 

Where  there  (hall  be  any  difpnte  in  what  parifli  or  place  17  G.  a.  <•,  3; 
improved  wates,  and  drained  and  improved  marfii  lands  lie, 
and  ought  to  be  rated ;  the  occupiers  of  inch  lands,  or  houfes

nors of  the  poor-houfe,  and  may  fix  their  falaries,  with  the 
anient  of  two  juftices  of  the  limit.— Two  or  more  pariflies 
may  alfo  unite  far  the  pnrnofes  of  this  alt,  with  the  apprpba- 
tioa  of  two  ju&ices  fubfcnbed  at  the  foot  of  the  agreement ;

Every  vifitor,  fo  to  be  appointed,  (hall  fuperintend  every  jy.

fcujfc,  if  anv  question  or  difpute  ihall  arife  refpe&ng  the 
tune;  and  alio  ihall  iettle  and  adjuft  all  queftions  which  may 
arifc  concerning  the  perfons  which  might  to  be  fent  to  fuch 
house  or  houfes,  according  to  the  intention  of  this  ad,  and 
bv  every  prudenjt  means  in  his  power,  enforce  and  promote  the

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Proccfs. 


BY  the  commiffion  of  the  peace,  the  juitices  in  feffions  have 
power  to  make  and  continue  procefTes  upon  indi&ments, 
againft  the  perfons  indicted,  until  they  can  be  taken,  furren- 
«r  themielves,  or  be  outlawed. 

Indictments  and  preferments,  taken  in  the  raerifPs  tourn,  ,  &jm .  Ct  2% 
mall  be  delivered  to  the  next  feffions  *  who  may  award  procefs 
thereupon,  in  like  form  as  if  they  had  been  taken  before  them* 
fehret. 

The  law  in  feveral  cafes  in  exprefs  .words  direds  procefs  to  Dalt.  c*  1^3. 
be  made  by  ju dices  out  of  fcffions;  and  in  other  cafes  by  ne- 
ceflary  implication :  as  where  a  ftatute  doth  give  power  to  juf- 
tices  out  of  feffions  to  enquire,  hear,  and  determine,  there 
they  may  make  procefs  to  caufe  the  party  to  come  and  anfwer, 
otherwise  they  cannot  proceed  to  hear  and  determine ;  and  this 
may  be  either  before  or  after  prefentment  or  indiftment  as  the 
feveral  ftatutes  do  require :  before  prefentment  or  indictment 
it  is  called  a  warrant ;  after  prefentment  or  indictment  it  is  pro- 
perly called  procefs. 

Wherever  the  king  is  a  party  to  the  fuit  (at  he  certainly  is  to  *  #<ro*  284* 
all  informations  and  indictments),  the  procefs  ought  to  be  ex- 
ecuted by  the  iheriff  himfelf,  and  not  by  the  bailiff  of  any  fran- 
chifc. 

If  the  party  be  in  an  houfe,  if  the  doors  be  (hut,  and  the  2  tf.tf.202, 
iheriff  (having  given  notice  of  his  procefs)  demand  admit- 
tance and  the  doors  be  not  opened,  he  may  break  open  the 
doors,  and  enter  to  take  the  offender.

and  charges;  one  moiety  thereof  to  and  for  the  ufe  of  his  ma- 
jefty,  his  heirs  and  fucceftbrs,  and  the  other  moiety  to  the  dis- 
coverer or  informer  of  the  fame. 

The  two  above  cited  acts  being  repealed,  it  was  enacted,  that  15  G.  3.  0431 
from  and  after  July  5,  1785,  the  following  duties  are  to  be  paid 
for  all  male  fervants,  not  employed  in  hufbsndry:  for  one  or 
two,  il.  5s.  each;  for  three  or  four,  ll.  10s.  each;  five  to 
feven,  il.  les.  each;  eight  to  ten,  2I.  each;  for  eleven,  and 
upwards,  3I.  each. 

An  additional  il.  5s.  is  to  be  paid  for  every  male  fervant  re- 
tained by  unmarried  men  above  2 1  years  of  age. 

From  and  after  the  5th  day  of  July,  1785,  every  perfon  who 
(hall  retain  or  employ  any  one  female  fervant,  and  not  more, 
flpll,  tor  fuch  female  fervant,  pay  annually  the  fum  of  2s.  6d«; 
Air  two,  5s.  each;  for  three  or  more,  10s.  each. 

And  male  perfons  unmarried,  above  21  years  of  age,  (hall  pay 
pay  an  additional  2s.  6d.  for  one  female  fervant ;  5s.  each,  for 
two  female  fervants;  and  ios.  each,  for  three  or  more  female 
fervants. 

The  duties  granted  by  this  act  are  not  to  extend  to  fervants 
employed,  bona  fide,  in  hufbandry,  dairy,  or  manufacture,  or 
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any  trade  or  calling  (other  than  waiters)  by  which  the 
roiftrefs  of  fuch  fervant  lhall  earn  a  livelihood  (A1  profit. 
G.  3.  c.  43.  The  doty  for  every  coachman,  groom,  poftilnob,  or  helper, 
let  out  to  hire  by  way  of  jobb,  (hall  be  paid  by  the  mate*  or 
miftrefs,  for  whole  ufe  and  in  whofe  fervice  they  lhall  be  fea» 
ployed  refpediveiy ;  and  the  doty  hereby  granted  for  every  tar- 
dener,  retained  or  employed  by  any  perfon  or  perfons  who  mill 
con  trad  for  the  keeping  of  any  garden  or  gardens,  lhall  be  paid 
by  the  perfon  or  perfons  for  whofe  ufe  ana  in  whofe  garden  lack 
gardener  lhall  be  employed. 

Nothing  in  this  aft  lhall  extend  to  exempt  any  perfon  or  per-  ] 
fons  from  the  payment  of  any  of  the  duties  granted  bt  thb 
ad,  in  refped  of  any  fervant,  under  pretence  that  fach  fer- 
vant is  or  lhall  be  bound  as  an  apprentice  to  (fach  perfon  Of 
perfons ;  fave  and  except  fuch  apprentices  as  are  or  lhall  be  to» 
pofed  upon  any  matter  or  miftrefs,  by  magiftrates  and  pnrift  of- 
ficers, (o  as  the  number  of  fuch  apprentices,  fo  impoftd  ijpoi 
any  matter  or  miftrefs,  does  not  exceed  two:  provided  alwiyi, 
that  nothing  herein  contained  lhall  extend  to  exempt  nay  (ad 
apprentice  or  apprentices  who  is  or  are  employed  as  livery  fe- 
vants. 

This  ad  lhall  not  extend  to  charge  with  any  of  the  defies 
hereby  granted,  the  butler  or  butlers,  manciple,  cook  or  cooks, 
gardener  or  gardeners,  or  porter  or  porters,  of  any  college,  or 
hall,  within  either  of  the  univerlities  of  Oxford  or  Canjbridte, 
or  the  univerfities  of  Edinburgh,  Glafgow,  Aberdeen,  or  ft. 
Andrews,  in  Scotland,  or  of  the  fcveral  colleges  of  Weftminte/, 
Eaton,  or  Winchefter:  or  the  fervants  of  his  majefty,  or  any  of 
the  royal  family;  or  of  any  am  ball  ad  or  or  foreign  minifler  re- 
fiding  in  the  kingdom  of  Great  Britain. 

Nothing  herein  contained  Dull  extend  to  any  of  the  royal 
hofpital*  of  Chrift,  Saint  Bartholomew,  Bridewell,  Bethlesi, 
Saint  Thomas,  in  the  city  of  London  and  borough  of  Sooth- 
wark,  or  Guy's,  or  the  Foundling  hofpital. 

One  fervant  of  any  officer  under  the  rank  of  a  field  oficer, 
lhall  not  be  liable  to  the  duties;  nor  one  fervant  of  any  officer 
difabled  in  his  majefty's  fervice,  and  on  half  pay. 

Every  perfon  who  lhall  have  living  in  their  houfes  two  or 
more  lawful  children  or  grand-children,  under  the  age  of  14 
yean,  lhall,  in  relped  of  tvery  two  fuch  lawful  children  or 
grand-children,  be  exempted  from  the  payment  of  the  duties  by 
this  ad  impofed  for  one  female  fervant;  and  loin  proportion 
for  any  greater  number,  abating  one  female  fervant,  and  low- 
ering the  rate  of  duty  in  the  manner  herein-before  provided,  for 
every  two  fuch  children  or  grand  children. 

Female  fervants  above  fixty  years  of  age,  or  under  14,  are 
not  liable  to  the  duties. 

The 
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Tke  duties  charged  by  this  ad  are  to  be  colleded  by  fuch  *S  G-  3-<-  42 
perfims,  and  paid  into  the  exchequer  under  fuch  penalties, 
iec.  as  are  appointed  for  the  duties  on  houfes  and  windows. — 
Tke  commiffioners  of  the  aforementioned  duties  on  houfes, 
Hull  be  commiffioners  for  putting  this  ad  in  execution. 

The  firft  meeting  (hall  be  on  or  before  the  5  th  day  of  July, 
1785,  and  afterwards  yearly,  and  every  year,  at  fuch  day  or 
time  as  the  faid  commiffioners  for  the  time  being  (hall  think 
proper  to  appoint,  on  or  be/ore  the  30th  day  of  April.

which  oath  any  two  or  more  of  the  commiffioners  are  hereby 
aotborifed  to  ad  mini  iter;  and  if  any  perfon  (hall  ad  as  a  com- 
miffioner for  the  execution  of  this  ad,  except  as  aforefaid,  be- 
fore he  (hall  have  taken  fuch  oaths  as  aforefaid,  he  (hall,  for 
every  offence,  forfeit  the  fum  of  100I. 

The  afleflment  of  the  duties  charged  by  this  ad  (hall  be 
made  for  one  year,  from  the  5th  day  of  April  in  evtry  year. 

The  faid  duties  (hall  be  paid  at  the  times  and  in  the  pro- 
portions following,  (that  is  to  fay)  quarterly,  on  the  fifth  day 
of  January,  the  fifth  day  of  April,  the  fifth  day  of  July,  and 
the  10th  day  of  Odober,  in  every  year,  by  equal  portions;

Which  oath  or  affirmation  any  two  or  more  of  the  commit- 
oners  are  hereby  authorifed  and  required  to  admin iftcr;  and  if 
any  perfon  fhall  prefume  to  ad,  before  he  (hall  have  taken  the 
aforefaid  oath  or  affirmation,  he  fhall  forfeit  for  ewetj  fuch 
offence,  the  fum  of  20I. 

The  faid  commiffioners  naming  in  their  precepts  whom  they 
fhall  think  fit  to  be  afleflbrs  under  the  faid  ads,  relative  to 
the  faid  duties  on  houfes,  and  windows  or  lights,  or  any  of 
them,  fhall  caufe  notice  to  be  inferted,  that  fuch  perfons  are 
alfo  appointed  afleflbrs  of  the  duties  granted  by  this  ad.

f.  Perfons  over- rated  may  appeal  to  the  com miffioners;  and  the 

faid  commiflioners,  or  any  two  or  more  of  them,  (hall  hear  and 
determine  all  fuch  appeals,  except  where  it  (hall  appear  to  the 
faid  commiflioners  that  the  perfon  appealing  (hall  have  omitted 
to  deliver  in  his  or  her  lift  or  lifts,  or  declaration,  in  manner 
aforefaid,  and  (hall  notaflign  fufficient  canfefor  fuch  omifion.

•  Every  penalty  above  twenty  pounds,  (hall  be  recovered,  in 
England,  in  any  of  his  Majefty's  courts  of  record  at  Weft- 
sjunfter ;  or  in  the  court  of  feflion,  in  Scotland,  if  the  matter 
Aall  arife  in  that  part  of  the  united  kingdom,  by  aftion  of 
debt,  bill,  plaint,  or  information;  one  moiety  of  every  pe- 
BfJty  (hall  belong  to  his  Majefty,  his  heirs  or  fucceflbrs,  and 
the  other  moiety  thereof  to  the  perfon  or  perfons  who  (hall  in- 
form and  foe  for  the  fame. 

Where  the  penalty  doth  not  exceed  the  fum  of  twenty 
pounds,  it  (hall  be  recoverable  before  two  or  more  juftices  of 
the  peace  of  the  county,  city,  liberty,  town,  or  place, 
wherein  the  offence  (hall  be  committed,  on  proof,  either  by 
confeiEon  of  the  party  or  parties  accufed,  or  by  the  oath  of  one 
or  more  credible  witnefs  or  witnefles ;  one  moiety  to  his  ma- 
jefty, his  heirs  and  fucceflbrs,  and  the  other  moiety  to  the  in- 
former or  informers  pro  fee  u  ting  for  the  fame;  and  in  cafe  of

The  commiflioners  (hall  caafe  notice  to  be  given  to  the  in- 
habitants of  the  parHhes  or  places  within  their  refpedive  dif- 
tricts  or  dlvifions,  whom  they  (hall  think  fit  to  be  prefentors  or 
afleflbrs,  under  the  ads  charging  duties  on  houfes,  Sec.  that 
fuch  perfons  are  alfo  appointed  afleflbrs  of  the  dudes  upon 
houfes,  buildings,  and  places,  within  this  ad. 

If  there  (hall  be  a  negled  in  appointing  afleflbrs  for  the  faid 
duties  on  houfes,  and  windows  or  lights,  or  if  the  afleflbrs  ap- 
pointed (hall  negled  to  perform  what  is  required  of  them  by 
this  ad,  then  the  furveyor,  or  the  infpedor  appointed  by  the 
ads,  relative  to  the  duties  on  houfes  and  windows,  &c.  (hall 
do  or  perform  fuch  and  the  like  fervices  as  by  this  ad  is  re- 
quired from  fuch  afleflbrs:  and  (hall  be  intitled  to  the  fame 
reward  as  is  hereby  provided  for  the  afleflbrs  for  the  faid  firft 
afleflment  nnder  this  ad. 

The  afleflbr's  oath  to  be  adminiftered  by  two  or  more  of  the 
Commiflioners,  is  as  follows :

The  penalty  on  the  afleflbr's  ading  before  taking  the  faid 
oath,  is  20I. 

The  afleflbrs  (hall  certify  the  number  of  buildings  and  places 
refpedively  charged  by  virtue  ef  this  ad,  which  are  not  al- 
ready charged  to  the  duty  on  inhabited  houfes;  and  (hall,  on 
or  before  the  twenty-fourth  day  of  June,  in  every  year,  deli- 
rer the  certificates  or  afleflments,  to  be  made  by  them  refpec- 
tively  as  aforefaid,  unto  the  faid  commiflioners,  or  any  two  or 
snore  of  them. 

The  (aid  commiflioners  (hall,  within  the  fpace  of  one  calen- 
dar month  next  after  the  receipt  of  the  fame,  or  as  foon  after 
as  conveniently  may  be,  fet  their  hands  to  the  faid  refpedive 
adeflmentt,  and  to  fuch  furcharge  or  furcharges  as  (hall  or  may 
have  been  made  in  the  mean  time,  either  by  the  fame  afleflbrs, 
or  by  the  furveyor  or  furveyors,  or  infpedor  or  infpe&ors,  tef- 
tifying  their  allowance  of  the  fame;  they  (hall  likewtfe  nomi- 
nate and  appoint  two  of  the  perfons  named  in  each  of  fnch  af- 
feflmeats  to  be  coUedors,  or  any  other  two  fuch  perfons  as  they 
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?.  3.  e.  30. 


Ihall  think  able  and  refponfible,  who  arc  hereby  enjoined  and 
required  to  collect  and  pay  the  duties  hereby  afleffed,  and  to 
give  acquittances  for  the  fame ;  for  whofe  payment  of  fuch  mo- 
ney as  they  (hall  be  charged  with  under  this  act,  the  parifh  or 
place  for  which  they  are  To  employed  lhall  be  anfwerable. 

In  all  places,  being  extra-parochial,  the  faid  commiffioners, 
or  any  three  of  them,  (hall  nominate  and  appoint  two  fit  per- 
fons,  living  in  or  near  the  faid  places,  to  beafleflbrs ;  and  alfo 
/hall  appoint  two  or  more  collectors,  who  are  hereby  required 
to  collect  and  pay  the  fame. 

Commiffioners  are  to  perufe  the  annual  afleflments,  and  may 
fummon  before  them  perfons  fufpected  to  be  under-rated ;  and 
may  enlarge,  alter,  abate,  or  diminifh,  the  afleflments  wbefr 
found  to  be  erroneous,  and  after  perufal  thereof,  (hall  fet  their 
hands  to  fuch  afleflments,  to  tefhfy  their  allowance  thereof. 

The  furveyors  and  infpectors  arc  empowered  to  examine  the* 
afleflments  before  they  are  figned  by  the  commiffioners;  and  if 
any  omiflions  are  difcovered,  they  lhall  be  fupplied  by  a  far- 
charge. 

Any  two  commiffioners,  afil-flbrs,  furveyors,  &c.  (hall  be 
permitted  toinfpect  parifh  rates,  and  take  extracts  from  them; 
and  if  any  pcrfonor  perfons,  in  whofe  cultody  or  power  any  of 
the  faid  books  (hall  be,  (hall  rcfufe  or  neglect  to  permit  the  faid 
infpection,  or  the  copies  or  extracts  to  be  made,  every  perftm 
fo  refufing,  (hall  forfeit  and  pay  the  Aim  of  forty  /hillings. 

Occupiers  are  not  to  be  charged  to  the  poor's  rates,  or  high- 
ways, for  the  duties  impofcd  by  this  net;  nor  (hall  the  pay- 
ment of  rates,  granted  by  this  act,  affect  thefettlement  of  per- 
fons fo  paying  them. 

Perfons  over-charged  may  appeal  to  the  commiffioners,  wjio 
are  hereby  required  to  hear  and  determine  all  fuch  appeals,  on 
the  days  appointed,  and  in  the  manner  directed,  in  the  feveral 
acts  herein- before  mentioned  with  refpect  to  the  rates  and  duties 
on  houfes,  and  windows  or  lights,   thereby  granted. 

The  commiffioners,  or  any  of  them,  are  herebv  authorized 
and  irnpowcred,  upon  every  appeal,  to  abate  or  diminifh  any 
fuch  aflcflmentas  they  fhall  think  proper;  and  every  perfon  in- 
tending to  appeal  to  the  faid  commiffioners,  (hall  give,  at  the 
leaft,  ten  days  notice  thereof  to  any  afteflbr,  cVc.  of  fuch  in-

All  appeals,  once  heard  and  determined  by  the  faid  commiffi- 
oners, or  any  three  or  more  of  them,  or  the  major  part  of 
them  then  prefent  on  the  day  or  days  by  them  appointed  for 
hearing  of  appeals,  (hall  be  final,  except  that  if  any  fuch  af- 
feflbr,  &c.  or  the  perfons  fo  appealing,    (hall  apprehend  the

the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this  alt,  and  (hall  then  declare 

himfelf  or  herfelf  diflatisfied  with  fuch  determination,  a  fur- 

ther  appeal  is  allowed  in  England  or  Wales,  to  one  juftice  of 

the  king's  bench,  &c.  and  in  Scotland,  to  a  judge  of  the 

court  of  feffion,  or  a  baron  of  the  exchequer. 

Every  penalty  or  forfeiture,  of  a  greater  fum  than  twenty 
pounds,  (hall  be  recovered  in  the  courts  of  record  at  Weftmin- 
fter;  or  in  the  court  of  feffion,  in  Scotland ;  and  one  moiety 
(hall  belong  to  his  majefty,  the  other  moiety  to  the  perfon  or 
perfons  who  fhall  inform  and  fue  for  the  fame. 

Penalties  not  exceeding  20I.  are  recoverable  before  two  juf- 
tices,  either  by  the  voluntary  confefiion  of  the  party  accufed, 
or  by  the  oath  of  one  or  more  credible  witnefs  or  wit  Defies ;  and 
one  moiety  (hall  belong  to  his  majefty,  and  the  other  moiety  to 
the  informer  or  informers  profecuting  for  the  fame;  and  in  de- 
fault of  payment,  may  be  levied  by  diftrefs;  and  for  want  of 
fufficient  diftrefs,  the  offender  (hall  be  fent  by  fuch  juftices  to 
the  county  prifon,  &c.  for  any  time,  not  exceeding  fix  months, 
nor  lefs  than  one  month,  as  fuch  juftices  fhall  think  mod 
proper. 

Perfons  aggrieved  may  appeal  to  the  quarter- feffions.  v 

Perfons  fummoned  as  witnefTes  who  (hall  negledl  to  attend 
without  a  reafonable  excufe,  fhall  forfeit  for  every  fuch  offence 
the  fum  of  40s. 

The  juftices  may  mitigate  penalties  to  one  half,  over  and 
above  all  cofts  and  charges. 

Conftables,  and  other  officers,  are  hereby  required  to  be 
aiding  in  the  execution  of  this  act. 

All  actions,  for  any  offence  again  (I  this  aft,  fhall  be  brought 
within  one  year  after  the  offence  committed;  and  if  any  perfon 
or  perfons  fhall  at  any  time  or  times  be  fued,  molefted,  or  pro- 
fee u ted,  fuch  perfon  or  perfons  fhall  and  may  plead  the  ge- 
neral ifTue;  and  if  a  verdidl  fhall  pafs  for  the  defendant  or  de- 
fendants, or  the  plaintiff  or  plaintiffs  (hall  difcontinue  an  ac- 
tion, or  fhall  become  nonfuited,  then  fuch  defendant  or  de- 
fendants fhall  have  treble  cofts.

good  behaviour,  and  even  in d idled. 

But  if  they  do  not  tend  dire&ly  to  a  breach  of  the  king's  #• 
peace,   but  are  matters  only  of  private  flander  between  party 
and  party,  which  no  way  affett  the  publick  adminiftration  of 
jnftice;  juftices  of  the  peace  have  not  any  jurifdi&ion  at  all  in 
fuch  matters.

No  uon-commiffioned  officer  or  foldier  fhall  enlift 
hiinfolf  in  any  other  regiment,  troop,  or  company,  without 
a  regular  difcharge  from  the  regiment,  troop,  or  company, 
in  which  he  laft  fervci,  on  the  penalty  of  being  reputed  adc- 
fcrter,  and  fufiering  accordingly. — And  in  cafe  any  officer 
fhall  knowingly  receive  and  entertain  fuch  non-commiffioned 
officer  or  foldier,  or  fhall  not,  after  his  being  difcovcred  to  be 
a  deferter,  immediately  confine  him,  and  give  notice  thereof 
to  the  corps  in  which  he  laft  ferved,  he  the  faid  officer  fo  of- 
fending fhall  by  a  court-martial  becafhiered. 

Art.  4.  Whatfocver  officer  or  foldier  fhall  be  conviAed  of 
having  advifed  or  pcrfuaded  any  other  officer  or  foldier  tode- 
fcrt  our  fcrvicc  ihall  fuffer  fuch  punifhment  as  fhall  be  in  Aided 
upon  him  by  the  fentence  of  a  court-martial. 

And  the  oath  mentioned  in  the  faid  articles  of  war,  is  as 
follow,: 

I /wear 
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Ifivear  to  be  true  to  our  /truer  eign  lord  king  George,  and  to  ferve  1 G.  3.  r.  6. 
him  homeftfj  and  faithfully \  in  defence  of  his  perfon,  crrwn,  and 
dignity,  again/1  all  his  enemies  or  oppofzrs  ivhatfoe<ver  :    And  to  ob- 
jcfVi  and  obey  his  majefty's  orders,  and  the  orders  of  the  generals 
and  officers  Jet  wer  me  by  his  maje/ly. 

But  if  any  perfon  (hall  receive  the  enlifting  money  knowing 
it  to  be  fuch,  and  (halt  abfeond,  or  refufe  to  go  before  fuch 
magiftrate,  in  order  to  declare  his  a/Tent  or  diflent,  he  (hall  be 
deemed  to  be  enlifted,  and  may  be  proceeded  againft,  as  if  he 
Had  taken  the  fald  oath  before  fuch  magiftrate. 

Mutter. 

NO  mufter  roll  (hall  be  allowed,  unlefs  figned  by  the  mayor 
or  other  officer:  bat  if  fuch  mayor  or  officer  (hall  not  attend, 
or  refufe  to  fign  fuch  mufter  roll,  without  giving  fufficient  rea- 
fon  for  fuch  his  refufal,  then  the  com  miliary  may  proceed  to 
mufter,  and  fuch  mufter  roll  (hall  be  allowed,  though  not 
figned  as  afbrefaid,  provided  that  oath  be  made  before  a  juf- 
tice  in  48  hours  after  fuch  mufter;  and  the  faid  mufter  roll 
(hall  be  then  produced,  and  examined  by  the  faid  juftice,  who 
(hall  fign  the  lame,  if  there  appear  to  be  no  fufficient  objection 
to  it. 

In  Weftminfter  and  Southwark,  no  mufter  (hall  be  made, 
but  in  prefenceof  two  juftices  (not  being  officers  of  the  army) ; 
unlefs  the  juftices,  on  48  hours  notice  to  fix  of  them,  neglect 
to  attend. 

And  the  coramiflary  or  mufter  mafter  (hall  make  oath  (for 
which  no  fee  (hall  be  taken)  before  the  mayor  or  chief  magif- 
trate attending  the  mufter,  if  fuch  mayor  or  chief  magiftrate 
be  a  juftice  of  the  peace,  or  otherwife  before  a  juftice  in  the 
form  following;  I  A.  B.  do  fwear,  that  I  faw  at  the  time  of 
j&aking  the  within  mufter,  fuch  men  or  horfes  as  are  borne, 
and  not  refpited,  on  the  mufter  roll,  for  which  men  or  horfes 
a  Signed  certificate  or  certificates  are  not  indorfed  on  the  back 
of  rhe  roll,  certifying  their  being  abfent  from  the  mufter,  by. 
reafon  of  being  employed  on  fome  other  duty  of  the  regiment, 
or  by  being  fick,  in  prifon,  on  furlough,  or  at  grafs,  or  by  a 
figned  leave  from  tne  colonel  or  field  officer,  or  officer  com- 
manding the  regiment,  troop,  or  company. 

Which  oath  the  faid  commiftary  (hall  infertand  fubferibe  on 
the  back  of  the  mufter  roll  transmitted  by  him  into  the  office 
of  the  commiftary  general  of  the  mufters. 

If  any  perfon  (hall  be  falfely  muftered ;  or  offer  himfelf  to  be 

falfely  muftered;  on  proof  thereof  by  oath  of  two  witneffes, 
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before  the  next  juftice,  and  on  certificate  thereof  voder  tkr 
hand  of  the  commifTary,  or  chief  magiftrate  as  aforefail;  J* 
(hall  be  committed  to  the  houfe  of  correction  for  ten- days;  -and 
if  any  perfon  (hall,  wittingly  furnim  a  horfe  to  twrnuienaV 
•  he  (hall  be  forfeited  to  the  informer,  if  he  (hall  belong  .to  the 
perfon  furnilhing  the  fame;  otherwife  the  offender  (hall  forfeit 
to  the  informer  20I.  on  oath  by  two  witnefles,  before  the  next 
juftice,  by  diftrefs;  and  if  he  (hall  have  no  fufficient  diftjeff, 
or  (hall  not  pay  in  four  days  after  con vidtion,  he  (hall  be  com- 
mitted  to  the  common  gaol  for  three  months,  or  be  publickljr 
whipped,  at  the  difcretion  of  the  juftice;  and  the  informer  if 
afoldier,  (hall  be  difcharged,  if  he  demands  it. 
1  G.  3.  c,  6.  For  provifion  of  carriages  for  the  forces  in  their  march,  or 

for  their  arms,  cloaths,  and  accoutrements,  any  juftice  of  the 
peace,  being  duly  required  thereunto,  by  any  order  from  his

And  if  any  high  or  petty  con  liable  (hall  wilfully  neglect  or  * 

rcfaie  to  execute  fuch  warrants  for  providing  carriages,  or  if 
any  perfon  appointed  by  fuch  con  liable  to  furnilh  any  carriage 
and  man,  (hallrefufe  and  negled  to  provide  the  fame;  or  any 
other  perfon  (hall  wilfully  hinder  the  execution  thereof;  he 
(hall  forfeit  not  exceeding  40s.  nor  lefs  than  20s.  to  the  poor 
of  the  parilh  where  fuch  offence  (hall  be  committed ;  the  iame 
to  be  heard  and  determined  by  two  juftices  dwelling  in  or  near 
the  place,  who  (hallcaufe  the  penalty  to  be  levied  by  diitrefs.

or  compulfion  to  deter  and  difcou rage  any  civil  officer  from  do-

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If  any  officer  or  fbldier  (hall  be  accufed  of  any  capital  crime,  x  g.  3.  c.  6. 
or  of  any  violence  or  offence  again  ft  the  perfon,  eftate,  or  pro. 
petty  of  any  of  the  king's  (ubjects,  the  commanding  officer 
(hail  ufe  his  utmoft  endeavour  to  deliver  over  fuch  accufed  per* 
(on  to  the  civil  magiftrate;  and  (hall  alfo  be  aiding  to  the  of-: 
ficersof  juftice,  in  feizing  and  apprehending  him,  in  order  to 
brine  him  to  trial;  on  pain,  on  conviction  before  two  jnftices, 
by  the  oath«  of  two  witnefles,  of  being  ipfo  fad*  cafliiered  and 
difabled;  provided  the  conviction  be  affirmed  at  the  next  quar- 
ter feffions,  and  a  certificate  thereof  be  tranfmitted  to  the  judge, 
advocate,  who  fhall  certify  the  fame  to  the  next  court-martial.

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former,  by  whofe  means  fuch  deferter  (hall  be  apprehended; 
and  half  the  laft  penalty  to  the  informer;  and  half  of  both,  to 
the  officer  to  whom  the  deferter  did  belong ;  and  if  fnch  perfaa 
have  not  fuffictent,  or  fhall  not  pay  the  penalty  in  four  days, 
the  jaftice  (hall  commit  him  to  gaol  for  three  months,  orcanfe 
him  to  be  pnblickly  whipped.

53*  A  NY  one  juftice  of  the  peace,  upon  complaint  made  before 
jf"\  him  upon  oath,  that  there  is  reafon  to  fufped  that  ftolen 
goods  are  knowingly  concealed  in  any  dwelling-houfe,  outhoofe, 
garden,  &c.  by  warrant  under  his  hand  and  feal,  may  caofe 
every  fuch  place  or  places  to  be  fearched  in  the  day-time;  and 
the  perfon  or  perfons  knowingly  concealing  the  faid  ftolen 
goods,  or  any  part  thereof,  or  in  whofe  cuftody  the  fame,  or  any 
part  thereof,  (hall  be  found,  he,  (he,  or  they,  being  privy 
thereto,  (hall  be  deemed  and  held  'guilty  of  a  roifdemeanour, 
and  (hall  and  may  be  brought  before  any  juftice*  of  the  peace 
for  the  county,  city,  &c.  and  being  thereof  convicted  by  doe 
courfe  of  law,  (hall  be  punifttable  by  fine,  imprifonment,  or 
whipping,  as  the  court  (hall  think  (it. 

*;  And  every  con  liable,  head  borough,   Sec.  and  every   beadle 

within  his  ward,  and  every  watchman,  during  fuch  time  only 
as  he  is  on  his  duty,  lhall  and  may  apprehend,  or  caufe  to  be 
apprehended,  all  and  every  perfon  and  perfons,  who  may  rea- 
sonably be  fufpecled  of  having,  or  carrying,  or  any  ways  con- 
veying, at  any  time  after  fun-letting,  and  before  fun-rifing,  any 
goods  or  chattels  fufpecled  to  be  ftolen,  and  the  fame,  together 
with  fuch  perfon  or  perfons,  as  foon  as  conveniently  may  be, 
to  convey  or  carry  before  any  juftice  of  the  peace  for  the  county, 
city,  Sec.  to  be  dealt  with  according  to  law;  and  fuch  perfon 
and  perfons,  fo  carrying  or  conveying  fuch  goods  or  chattels, 
knowing  the  fame  to  have  been  ftolen,  and  being  thereof  con- 
victed, by  due  courfe  of  law,  (hall  be  deemed  and  held  to  be 
guilty  of  a  mifdemeanour,  and,  on  conviction  as  aforefaid,  (hall 
be  imprifoned  for  any  time  not  exceeding  Bx  calendar  months, 
nor  lefs  than  three  calendar  months. 

*  N.  B.  If  the  goods  ftolen  and  received  are  lead,  iron,  copper,  hrafi,  bell- 
mctaU  or  folder%  .the  buyers  or  receivers  thereof  muft  «be  carried  before  two  or 
mort  juftices  of  the  peace,  and  are  punilhable  by  tranfportation  for  14  years,  by 
ao  G.  a,  r.

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And  every  perfon,  to  whom  any  goods  or  chattels,  which  22  G.  3.  c.  38 
have  been  felonioufly  ftolen  or  taken,  (hall  be  brought  and  of- 
fered to  be  fold,  pawned,  or  delivered,  (hall,  and  is  hereby  em- 
powered and  required  (there  being  reafonable  caufe  to  fufpe& 
that  fuch  goods  or  chattels  were  ftolen)  to  apprehend,  fecure, 
and  carry  beJore  a  juftice  of  the  peace  for  the  county,  city,  town- 
corporate,  riding,  divifion,  liberty,  or  place,  where  the  fame 
goods  and  chattels  mall  be  fo  brought  or  offered  to  be  fold, 
pawned,  or  delivered,  (having  it  in  his  or  her  power  fo  to  do) 
the  perfon  and  perfon s  bringing  or  offering  the  fame.

Summons. 


IN  all  legal  proceedings,  the  perfon  complained  of  ought  to  B  ^ 
have  notice  of  the  charge  laid  againft  him,*  and  to  have  an  op-  *,  2^s 
portunity  of  being  heard  in  his  own  defence. — Confequently, 
where  a  perfon  is  accufed  before  the  juftices,  they  ought  to  fum- 
mon  the  party  to  appear,  or  iflue  their  warrant  to  bring  him  be-  . 
fore  them.  The  manner  of  convening  the  parties  is  iometimes 
direded  by  the  acts  of  parliament  creating  the  refpedive  of- 
fences; which  therefore  ought  to  be  purfued  accordingly. — In 
other  cafes,  where  it  is  left  difcretionary  in  the  julbces,  it  feem- 
eth  moft  agreeable  to  the  mildnefs  of  our  laws  to  put  the  party  to 
no  more  inconvenience  than  needs  muft;  and  therefore,  where 
the  cafe  will  bear  it,  a  fummons*  fcems  more  appofite  than  a 
compulfory  procefs. — But  in  cafes  of  fureties  of  the  peace,  petty 
larcenies,  and  other  felonies,  and  generally  where  the  king  is 
party,  and  alfo  in  cafes  between  party  and  party,  where  the 
body  of  the  offender  is  liable,  a  warrant  is  the  regular  proccfa, 
and  not  a  fummons.

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Dalu  c.  ii*.  QURETY  for  the  peace  is  the  acknowledging  a  recognizance, 
i3  or  bond,  to  the  king,  taken  by  a  competent  judge  of  re- 
cord, for  the  keeping!  the  peace. — And  this  furety  of  the  peace 
every  juftice  of  the  peace  may  take  and  command,  i .  As  a  mi- 
ni fie  r,  commanded  thereto  by  a  higher  authority.  2.  As  a 
judge,  and  by  virtue  of  his  office,  derived  from  his  com  minion. 

By  the  commiffion  of  the  peace,  one  or  more  juftices  have 
power  to  caufe  to  come  before  them,  all  thofe  who  to  any  of  the 
king's  people  concerning  their  bodies,  or  the  firing  of  their 
houfes,  have  ufed  threats,  to  find  fufficient  fecurity  for  the  peace 
or  their  good  behaviour  towards  the  king  and  his  people:  and 
if  they  fhall  refufe  to  find  fuch  fecurity,  to  caufe  them  in  the 
king's  prifons  to  be  fafely  kept,  until  they  fhall  find  fuch  forery. 

Comyns,  118.  A  wife  may  demand  it  again  ft  her  hufband  threatening  to  beat 

her  outrageoufly,  and  a  hufband  alfo  may  have  it  againft  his 
wife. 

Dolt.  c.  117.  An  infant  under  the  age  of  14  years  may  demand  this  furety, 

and  it  fhall  be  granted  him. 

1  Haw.  127.  It  ought,  upon  a  juft -caufe  of  complaint,  to  be  granted  by  any 

juflice  of  the  peace,  againft  any  perfon  whatsoever,  under  the 
degree  of  nobility,  being  of  fane  memory,  whether  he  be  a  ma- 
gistrate or  private  perfon,  and  whether  he  be  of  full  age,  or  un- 
der age.

The  recogn  zance,  which  the  jullice  takes  tor  the  keeping  of         ' 
the  peace,  is  rather  of  congruity,  than  by  any  exprefs  authority        t%  c'  "*• 
given  either  by  the  common  law,  or  by  (latute. 

The  recognizance  is  forfeited,  if   the  party  make  default  of     ^     ( 
appearance,  and  the  fame  default  (hall  be  recorded. 

It  may  alfo  be  forfeited  by  any  actual  violence  to  the  perfon  of      -j 
another,  whether  it  be  done  by  the  party  himfelf,  or  by  others 
through  his  procurement. 

The  juftices  cannot  in  any  cafe  proceed  againll  the  party,  for  ^ 
a  forfeiture  of  his  recognizance,  either  in  refpect  of  his  not  ap- 
pearing, or  breaking  the  peace;    the  recognizance  itfelf,  with 
the  record  of  default  of  appearance,   ought  to  be  removed  into 
fome  of  the  courts  at  Weftminft^r. 

He  who  is  bound  to  the  peace,  and  to  appear  at  a  certain  day,   D^  r#  f 
mud  appear  at  that  day,  and  record  his  appearance,  although 
he  who  craved  the  peace  cometh  not  to  delire  that  it  may  be  con- 
tinued; otherwise  the  recognizance  cannot  be  difcharged.  •

Surety  for  the  good  behaviour. 


A  MAN  may  be  compelled  to  find  fu redes  both  for  the  good 
behaviour  and  for  the  peace ;  and  yet  the  good  behaviour 
includeth  the  peace:  and  he  that  is  bound  to  the  good  behavi- 
our, is  therein  alfo  bound  to  the  peace. 

Dtlt.c.  123.  The  furety*  of  the  good  behaviour  is  of  great  affinity  with 

that  of  the  peace,  and  is  provided  chiefly  for  the  prefervation  of 
the  peace;  and  is  mod  commonly  granted  either  in  the  open 
feflions,  or  by  two  or  three  ju dices  out  of  feflions.— Yet  by  the 
words  of  the  commiflion,  as  alfo  by  the  common  opinion  of  the 
learned,  one  juftice  alone,  out  of  feflions,  may  grant  this  furety 
of  the  good  behaviour. — But  this  is  not  ufual,  unlets  it  be  to 
prevent  fome  great  andfudden  danger,  efpecially  againfta  nan 
that  is  of  any  good  eftate,  carriage,  or  report.— And  it  (hall  be 
good  difcretion  in  the  juftices,  that  they  do  not  grant  it,  but  ei- 
ther upon  Sufficient  caufe  feen  to  themfelves,  or  upon  the  fuitor 
complaint  of  others,  and  the  fame  very  honed  and  credible  per- 
foni. 

t    aio.  1 32.  A  man  may  be  bound  to  his  good  behaviour  for  many  cauies 

of  fcandal,  which  give  him  a  bad  fame,  as  being  contrary  to 
good  manners  only  pas  for  contorting  with  women  of  bad  fame; 
or  for  fpeaking  words  of  contempt  or  an  inferior  magiftrate,  as 
a  juftice  of  the  peace,  or  mayor,  though  he  be  not  then  in  the 
a&ual  execution  of  his  office;  or  of  an  inferior  officer  of  juftice, 
as  a  conftable,  and  fuch  like,  being  in  the  actual  execution  of 
his  office. 

Id.  It  feems  the  better  opinion,  that  no  one  ought  to  be  bound  to 

the  good  behaviour,  for  any  ra(h,  quarrelfome,  or  unmannerly 
words,  unlefs  they  either  directly  tend  to  a  breach  of  the  peace, 
or  to  fcandalize  the  government,  by  abuflng  thofe  who  are  in- 
truded by  it  with  the  adminidration  of  juftice,  or  to  deter  an 
officer  from  doing  his  duty. 

W.  The  magiftrate  has  a  difcretionary  power  to  take  fuch  furety 

of  all  thofe  whom  he  (hall  have  juft  caufe  to  fufpeel  to  be  dan- 
gerous, quarrelfome,  or  fcandalous ;  as  of  thofe  who  deep  in  the 
day,  and  go  abroad  in  the  night;  and  of  fuch  as  keep  fufpicious 
company ;  and  of  fuch  as  are  generally  fufpecled  to  be  robbers, 
common  drunkards,  and  the  like;  and  all  other  perfons  of  evil 
fame. 

Dale.  c.  124.  In  general,  whatfoever  aft  or  thing  is  of  itfelf  a  mifbehavioar, 

is  caufe  fufficient  to  bind  fuch  an  offender  to  good  behaviour.

47,  or  fell  chances  of  any  ticket,  or  (hare  thereof, 
for  a  day,  or  part  of  a  day,  or  any  lefs  time  than  the  whole 
time  of  drawing  in  any  lottery ;  or  infure,  for  or  againft  the 
drawing  of  any  fuch  ticket  or  tickets ;  or  receive  any  money  or 
goods,  to  repay  any  fum  or  Aims  of  money,  or  to  deliver  the 
lame,  upon  any  other  chance  or  chances,  relative  to  the  draw- 
ing of  any  fuch  ticket  or  tickets,  (hall  be  deemed  rogues  and 
vagabonds,  within  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  17  G.  2,  c.$, 
and  (hall  be  punifhable  as  fuch  accordingly. — All  perfons  who

mentioned,  (hall  and  may  be  apprehended  and  conveyed  before 
fome  ju (lice  or  ju dices  of  the  peace,  who  (hall  and  may,  upon 
foil  and  fufficient  proof  of  the  offence,  order  fuch  offender  to 
be  fent  to  the  houfe  of  correction,  there  to  remain  until  the 
next  general  or  quarter  feffions  of  the  peace;  and  the  juftices, 
at  fuch  feffions,  (hall  proceed  therein  according  to  the  direc- 
tions of  the  faid  aft;  and  all  juftices  of  the  peace,  Sec.  are 
hereby  impowered  and  ftriftly  required  to  ufe  their  utmoft  en- 
deavours to  prevent  the  committing  of  any  of  the  offences  afore- 
faid,  by  all  lawful  ways  and  means;  and  are  hereby  indem- 
nified for  any  thing  done  in  execution  of  this  aft. 

From  the  pafling  of  this  aft,  the  pofTeflbr  of  a  whole  ticket 
may  infure  it,  by  a  written  agreement,  for  its  full  value- 
But  fuch  infurance  mud  be  for  the  whole  time  remaining  of 
the  drawing ;  and  the  ticket  muft  be  depofited  with  the  re- 
ceiver general  of  the  damp  duties,  or  fome  perfon  appointed 
by  him  to  receive  it:  provided,  that  every  fuch  ticket  fo  de- 
pofited may  beaflignable,  together  witjh  fuch  infurance. 

Perfons  not  duly  1  ice n fed  making  insurances,  become  liable 
to  the  penalties  of  keeping  unlicensed  lottery  offices. 

No  perfon,  againit  whom  any  aftion,  for  the  recovery  of  a 
pecuniary  penalty,  hath  been  commenced  and  carried  on  with 
effeft,  (hall  be  liable  to  imprifonment  as  a  rogue  and  vaga- 
bond 
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bond  under  this  aft  for  the  fane  offence;  nor  dull  any  pfcrftu 
who  has  been  convifted  and  fentenced  to  imprisonment  as  a 
rogue  and  vagabond  under  this  aft,  be  liable  afterwards  to  be. 
profecuted  for  any  pecuniary  penalty  for  tjie  fame  offence. 
27  O.  j.  c.  1.  All  penalties  and  forfeitures,  which  ihall  belong  to  hit  Ma- 
jefty,  aod  which  ihall  be  received  by  any  officer,  in  the  execu- 
tion of  this  aft,  ihall  be  paid  into  the  hands  of  the  receiver* 
Seneral  ,of  the  damp  office  for  the  time  being,  who  thereout 
tall  pay  the  expence  the  faid  office  ihall  be  put  to  in  executing 
this  aft;  and  ihall  pay  the  refidue  into  the  receipt  of  the  ex- 
chequer  at  fuch  time,  and  in  fuch  manner,  as  other  penalties 
due  to  his  Majefty  are  or  ihall  be  pud  or  payable. 

If  any  perfon  ihall  at  any  time  or  times  be  fued,  for  any 
thing  done  in  purfuance  of  this  aft,  and  if  upon  the  trial  a 
verdift  (hall  pafs  for  the  defendant,  or  the  plaintiff  ihall  be  non-  . 
fuitcd,  fuch  defendant  or  defendants  ihall  have  treble  cofb. 

Tithes. 

j&tir.c.6.  A^REAT  tithes,  are  chiefly  corn,  hay,  and  wood.— Small 
\J  tithes,  are  the  predial  tithes  of  other  kinds,  together 
with  thofe  which  are  called  mixt  and  perfonal.— -Offerings,  ob- 
lations, and  obventions,  are  the  cuftomary  payments  for  com* 
municants  at  E  after,  for  marriages,  chriilenings,  churching  of 
women,  burials,  and  fuch  like. 

JjL  Of  thefe  demand  mud  fir  ft  be  made,  and  if  any  perfon  ihall 

rail  in  the  payment  of  the  fame,  by  the  fpace  of  20  days  after 
fuch  demand,  the  perfon  to  whom  the  fame  (hall  be  due,  may 
make  complaint*  in  writing  to  two  ju dices  of  the  peace,  nei- 
ther of  whom  is  patron  of  the  church  or  chapel,  nor  interested 
in  the  tithes. 

U.  Hereupon  the  faid  ju dices  ihall  fummenf  in  writing  under 

their  hands  and  feals,  by  reafonable  warning,  every  perfon 
again  ft  whom  fuch  complaint  fhall  be  made. — And  after  ap- 
pearance, or  default  of  appearance  (the  warning  or  Aim mons 
being  proved  upon  oath)  the  faid  juftices  ihall  proceed  to  hear 
and  determine  the  complaint :  and  give  in  writing  under  their 
hands  and  feals,  fuch  com  pen  fat  ion  as  they  ihall  judge  to  be 
jaft  and  reafonable ;  and  alfo  fuch  cofts  and  charges,  not  ex- 
ceeding 10s.  as  upon  the  merits  of  the  caufe  (hall  appear  ju ft. 

M.  Alfo  they  may  give  oofts,  not  exceeding   10s.  to  the  party 

profecuted,  if  they  (hall  find  the  complaint  to  be  falfe  and 
vexatious. 

/i.  And  if  any  perfon  (hall  refufeor  negleft  by  the  fpace  of  ten 

days  after  fuch  notice  given,    to  pay  or  fatisfy  fuch  fum  ad-

judged; 
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judged;  the  conftables  and  churchwardens,  or  any  one  of  them, 
(hafi  by  warrant  under  the  hands  and  Teals  of  the  faid  juftices, 
diftrain*  his  goods. 

But  thediftrefs  £hall  be  detained  not  left  than  four  days,  nor  *7fe.a.c.ia 
more  than  eight;  and  the  officers  may  dedud  the  charges  not 
only  of  making  and  keeping  the  diflrefs,  but  alfo  of  the  fale. 

Any  perfon  aggrieved  by  the  judgment  of  the  two  juftices,  76?  8JT.C.6. 
may  appeal  to  the  next  feffions. 

Where  any  quakerf  (hall  refufe  to  pay  or  compound  for  the  »  G./.s.  *«6. 
fame,  any  par  ion,  vicar,  or  other  perfon  who  ought  to  receive 
or  colled  any  fuch  tithes,  rates,  dues,  or  payments,  may  make 
complaint  to  any  two  juftices,  other  than  fuch  as  is  patron,  or 
any  way  interefted  in  the  tithes. 

Upon  which  complaint  the  juftices  fhall  fummonj  in  writ-  Id* 
ing  under  their  hands  and  feals,  by  reafonable  warning,  fuch 
quaker. — And  may  proceed  to  examine  the  truth  of  the  Am- 
plaint,  and  to  afcertain  and  (late  what  is  doe  and  payable. 

And  by  order  under  their  hands  and  feals,  they  may  direct  $  *'• 
and  appoint  the  payment  thereof;  fo  as  the  fum  ordered  (as  is 
afurelaid)  do  not  exceed  10I. — And  alfo  fuch'cofts  and  charges, 
as  they  (hall  think  reafonable,  not  exceeding  ios. 

And  on  refnfal  to  pay,  it  (hall  be  lawful  for  any  one  of  the  *'• 
two  next  juftices,  by  warrant  under  his  hand  and  leal,  to  levy 
the  fame  by  diftrefs||  and  fale,  rendering  the  overplus,  the 
necejTary  charges  of  diftraining  being  thereoot  firft  deduded 
and  allowed  by  the  faid  juftice ;  unlets  it  be  in  the  cafe  of  ap- 
peal, and  then  no  warrant  of  diflrefs  (hall  be  granted,  till  af- 
ter the  appeal  (hall  be  determined. 

By  the  ftatuteof  the  27  G.  2,  c.  20,  which  in  all  other  cafes 
gives  the  juftices  power,  in  their  warrant  of  diftrefs,  to  order 
the  goods  diftrained  to  be  detained  for  a  certain  time,  not  lefs 
than  four  nor  more  than  eight  days,  the  tithes  and  ••church- 
rates  of  quakers  are  excepted. 

Any  perfon  aggrieved  by  the  judgment  of  the  two  juftices 
may  appeal  to  the  next  feffions.

the  planters. 

And  all  con  (tables,  and  other  public  officers,  fhall,  within 
14  days  after  warrant  from  two  ju  dices,  utterly  deftroy  all  to- 
bacco feed,  plant,  and  leaf  planted,  fowed,  or  growing  in  any 
field  or  ground.

THIS  ad  is  intitled,  an  a8 for  transferring  the  receipt  and  *$G*  Z*  *4 
management  of  certain  duties  therein  mentioned  from  the  com- 
miffiamrs  of  excife,  and  the  commijfioners  of  Jlamfs  refpecHvely ,  to 
the  commijfiontrs  for  the  affairs  of  taxes. 

For  every  coach,  landau,  or  other  four-wheeled  carriage* 
(except  hackney  coaches)  (hall  be  paid  from  July  5,  1785, 
the  fam  of  7I.  per  annum;  for  every  cala(h,  chaife,  or  other 
carriage,  with  two  or  three  wheels,  3K  10s.  per  annum 4  The 
duties  to  be  no  longer  under  the  management  of  commiflioners 
or  excife  and  of  (lamps,  but  under  the  management  of  the 
commiflioners  for  the  affairs  of  taxes.

Every  perfon  who  (hall  be  called  upon  by  virtue  of  this  aft 
to  give  fuch  lift  or  lifts  as  aforefaid,  (hall,  when  he  or  (he  (hall 
give  in  fuch  lift  or  lifts,  make  a  declaration  (igned  by  him  or 
her,  of  the  number  of  fuch  carriages  and  horfes  as  he  or  (he 
(hall  mean  to  pay  for  at  every  other  place,  fpecifying  the  pa- 
rifh or  diftrift  wherein  he  or  (he  (hall  mean  to  pay  for  fach 
other  carriages  and  horfes ;  and  the  faid  afleflbrs  (hall  enter  the 
declaration  at  the  end  of  their  feveral  afleflments,  and  deliver 
them  to  the  furveyor  for  each  parifh  or  diftridl,  that  he  may 
tranfmit  the  particulars  thereof  to  the  commiflioners  for  ma- 
naging the  affairs  of  taxes. 

In  cafe  the  lifts  delivered  to  the  afleflbrs  fhall  be  (bund  defi- 
cient, they  may  furcharge  the  fame,  and  make  a  troe  afleff- 
ment  upon  every  perfon  keeping  fuch  carriages  or  horfes  within 
their  refpeftive  diftridts,  of  the  real  number  of  carriages  Or 
horfes  kept  by  every  fuch  perfon,  diftinguifhing  every  fuch 
carriage  or  horfe  in  manner  herein-before  dire&ed. 

Afleflbrs 
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Afleflbr*  (hall,  from  time  to  time,  make  and  deliver  in  Writ-  25  Cj. *'w 
iag  (heir  afleflments  of  the  faid  duties  on  coaches,,  carriages* 
and  horfes,  within  the  limits  for  which  they  ad,  unto  the  faid 
commimoners,  or  any  two  or  more  of  them,  within  the  fpace 
of  three  calendar  months  next  after  the  time  of  their  being  ap- 
pointed ;  and  the  faid  commiffioncrs  (hall,  within  one  calendar 
month,  or  as  foon  after  as  conveniently  may  be,  fet  their  hands 
to  the  faid  afleflments,  and  to  fuch  furcharges  as  may  have  been 
made,  either  by  the  afleflbrs,  or  furveyors,  or  infpectors,  tefti- 
fying  their  allowance  of  the  fame ;  and  (hall  likewife  appoint 
two  of  the  perfons  named  or  prefented  in  each  of  fuch.  afleff- 
menu  to  be  collectors,  or  any  other  two  fuch  perfons  as  the 
iaid  commiffioncrs  (hall  think  able  and  refponfible  for  the 
respective  divifions  for  which  collectors  (hall  be  fo  prefented; 
and  (hall  forthwith  deliver,  or  caufe  to  be  delivered,  fuch  a£» 
fefllments,  fo  allowed  of,  unto  the  perfons  by  them  nominated 
to  be  collectors,  who  are  hereby  enjoined  and  required  to  col- 
left  and  pay  the  duties  fo  aflefled,  and  to  give  acquittances 
lor  the  fame ;  for  whofe  paying  unto  the  receiver-general,  the 
parifli  or  place  for  which  they  are  fo  employed  (hall  be  anfwer- 
able. 

Surveyors  under  the  before- mentioned  acts  may  infpect  the 
lifts  of  carriages  and  horfes  before  they  are  figned,  and  amend 
them,  if  they  (hall  fee  juft  caufe  for  fo  doing;  and  if  fuch  fur-

Where  any  perfon  liable,  under  the  directions  herein-befbre 
contained,  to  deliver  fuch  lifts  or  declarations  as  aforefaid  to 
the  afleflbr  or  afleflbrs,  (hall  refofe  or  neglect,  within  the  time 
herein- before  prefcribed,  to  deliver,  or  caufe  to  be  delivered, 
any  fuch  lift  or  declaration,  to  fuch  afleflbr  or  afleflbrs,  he  or 
(he  fo  refuting  or  neglecting  (hall,  for  every  fuch  offence,  for- 
feit the  fum  of  ten  pounds. 

Where  any  afleflbr,  furvcyor,  or  infpector,  (hall  make  a 
furcharge  upon  any  perfon  for  or  in  refpect  of  any  carriage  or 
horfe  omitted  to  be  inferred  in  any  fuch  lift  or  declaration  as 
aforefaid,  fuch  furcharge  (hall  be  made  after  the  rate  of  double 
the  duty  for  every  carnage  or  horfe  fo  omitted;  and  the  aflef- 
for,  furveyor,  or  infpector,  fo  making  fuch  furcharge,  (hill 
be,  and  is  hereby  intitled  to,  and  (hall  have  and  receive  for 
his  own  ufc,  one  moiety  of  the  fum  charged  by  every  fur- 
charge which  (hall  be  juftly  made  upon  any  fuch  lift  or  decla- 
ration.

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%S  O.  j.  r .47.  Inhabitant  houfeholders  (hall  deliver  lifts  of  lodgers  who  keep 
carriages  or  horfes  liable  to  the  faid  duties,  on  a  week's  notice 
left  by  the  affeffor,  &c.  containing  the  chriftian  and  furnames 
of  foch  lodgers  and  inmates,  and  alfo  an  account  of  every  fuch 
carriage,  with  fuch  defcription  as  is  herein-before  required, 
and  of  every  horfe  liable  to  the  faid  duty,  on  a  penalty  of  10L 

If  any  perfon  or  perfons  (hall  think  himfelf,  herfelf,  or 
themfelves  over-charged,  or  over-rated  by  any  affeffment, 
charge,  or  furcharge,  it  (hall  be  lawful  for  him,  her,  or  them, 
to  appeal  to  the  faid  commiffioners ;  and  any  two  or  more  of 
them,  (hall  hear  and  determine  all  fuch  appeals,  except  where 
it  (hall  appear  to  the  faid  commiffioners  that  the  perfon  ap- 
pealing (hall  have  omitted  to  deliver  in  his  or  her  lift  or  lifts, 
and  (hall  not  affign  fufficient  caufe  for  fuch  omiflion ;  in  which 
cafe  it  (hall  be  lawful  for  the  faid  commiffioners  to  difmifs  the 
appeal.

A  correction;  by  the  17  G.  2.  c.  5.  they  are  thus  defcribed: 
1.  All  perfons  who  threaten  to  run  away,  and  leave  their  wives 
and  children  to  the  pari(h. — 2.  All  perfons  who  fhall  unlaw- 
fully return  to  the  parifli  or  place  from  whence  they  have  been 
legally  removed,  without  bringing  a  certificate. — 3.  All  per- 
fons who  not  having  wherewith  to  maintain  themfelves,  live 
idle  without  employment,  and  refufe  to  work  for  the  ofual  and 
common,  wages  given  to  other  labourers  in  the  like  work,  in' 
the  parifhes  or  places  where  they  are.

All  perfons  pretending  to  be  gypfies,  or  wandering  in  the 
habit  or  form  of  Egyptians. 

Or  pretending  to  have  fkill  in  phyfiognomy,  palmeftry,  or 
like  crafty  fcience,  or  to  tell  fortunes. 

Or  ufing  any  fubtle  craft  to  deceive  and  impofe  on  any  of 
iiis  Majeily's  fubjclts. 

Or  playing  or  betting  at  any  unlawful  games  or  plays. 

All  perfons  who  run  away,  and  leave  their  wives  or  chil- 
dren, whereby  they  become  chargeable  to  any  parifh  or  place. 

All  petty  chapmen,  and  pedlars,  wandering  abroad,  not 
being  duly  licenfed,  or  otherwife  authorized  by  law.

All  perfons  apprehended  as  rogues  and  vagabonds,  and  having 
efcapcd  from  the  perfons  apprehending  them,  or  refuting  to  go 
before  a  juftice,  or  to  be  examined  on  oath  before  fuch  juftice, 
or  refufmg  to  be  conveyed  by  fuch  pafs  as  is  herein  after  di- 
rected, or  knowingly  giving  a  falfe  account  of  themfelves  on 
fuch  examination,  after  warning  given  them  of  their  punish- 
ment. 

All  rogues  or  vagabonds  who  (hall  break  or  efcape  out  of  any 
houfe  of  correction,  before  the  expiration  of  the  term  for  which 
they  were  committed  or  ordered  to  be  confined  by  this  act. 

All  perfons  who  after  having  been  punimed  as  rogues  and 
vagabonds,  and  di (charged,  In  all  again  commit  any  of  the 
faid  offences. 

r.  If  any  perfon  (hall  be  found  offending  again  ft:  this  act,  the 

conllable  (hall  apprehend  him,  and  convey  or  caufe  him  to  be 
conveyed  to  a  jullice  of  the  peace. — And  any  other  perfon  may 
apprehend  him,  and  carry  him  to  the  conllable,  or  to  a  juf- 
tice. 

f.  If  any  perfon,  not  being  a  con  ft  able,  (hall  apprehend  any 

fuch  rogue  or  vagabond,  and  (hall  deliver  him  to  a  conllable, 
or  convey  him  to  a  juftice;  or  if  any  conllable  (hall  fo  appre- 
hend and  convey  htm,  it  (hall  be  lawful  for  fuch  jullice  to  re- 
ward him,  by  making  an  order  under  his  hand  and  feal,  upon 
the  high  conllable,  to  pay  10s.  to  the  perfon  fo  apprehending 
him,  within  one  week  after  demand,  and  producing  fuch  or- 
der, and  on  his  giving  a  receipt  for  the  fame:  which  (hall  be 
allowed  by  the  trcafurer  to  fuch  high  conftable,  on  pafixng  his 
accounts,  and  delivering  fuch  order  and  receipt,  and  alio  bis 
own  receipt  for  the  fame  to  fuch  trcafurer;  the  treafurer  alfoio 
be  allowed  the  fame  in  his  accounts,  on  producing  the  (aid 
vouchers;  and  in  towns  corporate,  and  oihcr  places,  wheie 
there  are  no  high  conftables,  fuch  petty  conftable  (hall  pay  or 
retain  fuch  reward,  and  be  allowed  the  fame  in  his  account, 
on  producing  the  like  vouchers. — And  if  any  high  conftable, 
or  where  there  is  none,  fuch  petty  conftable,  (hall  refufe  or 
neglect  to  pay  fuch  reward  on  demand,  fuch  jullice  by  his 
warrant*  may  levy  the  fum  of  20s.  by  diftrefs  and  fale.

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and  by  their  warrant  command  the  con ftablcs  of  every  hun- 
dred* parifh,  town,  and  hamlet,  who  (hall  be  affiled  with 
fufficient  men,  to  make  a  general  privy  fearch  in  one  ni^hr, 
lor  the  apprehending  of  rogues  and  vagabonds;  and  every  jus- 
tice (hall  alfoon  receiving  information,  that  rogues  and  vaga- 
bonds are  in  any  place  within  his  jurifdiclion,  itfuc  his  war* 
rant  to  the  con  liable  to  fearch  for  and  apprehend  fiich  rogues 
and  vagabonds,  and  fuch  as  they  mall  find  upon  fuch  fearch, 
they  (hall  caufe  to  be  brought  before  a  juflice. 

Two  ju ftices,  in  cafe  any  perfon  apprehended  upon  a  ge-  %$G,  i.  c.  3 
neral  privy  fearch,  or  by  a  fpecial  warrant,  mail  be  charged 
before  them  with  being  a  rogue  and  vagabond,  or  an  idle  or 
diforderly  perfon,  or  with  fufpicion  of  felony  (although  no  di- 
rect proof  be  then  made  thereof)  may  examine  fuch  perfon  on 
oath,  as  to  his  fettlement  and  means  of  livelihood;  and  the 
fubftance  of  fuch  examination  (hall  be  put  in  writing,  and 
figned  by  fuch  perfoWj  and  by  the  ju dices,  and  be  tranfmitted 
to  the  next  feflions.to  be  filed;  and  if  fuch  perfon  (hall  not 
(hew  that  he  has  a  lawful  way  of  getting  his  livelihood,  or 
(hall  not  procure  fome  refponfiblehoufckeepcr  to  his  character, 
and  give  fecurity  (if  required)  for  his  future  appearance  at 
fome  other  day  to  be  fixed  for  that  purpofe,  the  ju dices  may 
commit  him  to  fome  prifon  or  houfe  of  correction,  for  any 
time  not  exceeding  fix  days;  and  in  the  mean  time  order  the 
overfeers  of  the  poor  to  advertize  in  fome  public  paper  a  de- 
(cription  of  his  perfon,  and  any  thing  that  (hall  be  found  on 
him,  or  in  his  cudody,  and  which  he  (hall  be  fufpecled  not  to 
have  come  honedly  by,  and  ihe  place  of  his  commitment,  and 
the  time  and  place  appointed  for  his  re-examination;  and  if 
no  accufation  (hall  be  then  laid  againd  him,  he  (hall  be  dis- 
charged, or  otherwifc  dealt  with  according  to  law. 

Where  any  rogues  or  vagabonds,  apprehended  by  any  con-  17 G.  i.e.  5 
(table,  or  fuch  other  perfon  as  aforefaid,  (hall  be  brought  be- 
IroVe  a  judice,  he  (hall  inform  himfelf  by  the  examination 
upon  oath  of  the  perfon  apprehended,  or  of  any  other  perfon, 
of  the  condition  and  circumdances  of  the  perfon  fo  appre- 
hended, and  of  the  parifh  or  place  where  he  was  lad  legally 
fettled:  the  fubdance  of  which  (hall  be  put  into  writing,  and 
be  figned  by  the  perfon  or  perfons  fo  examined;  and  the  juf- 
tice fhall  litcewife  fign  the  fame,  and  tranfmit  it  to  the  next 
fcflions,  there  to  be  filed  and  kept  on  record. 

And  fuch  judice  (hall  order  fuch  perfon  fo  apprehended,  to  Id. 
be  publickly  whipt  by  the  condable,  petty  condable,  or  fome

(hall  be  committed  to  the  houfe  of  corre&ion,  the  juftices  n 
feffions,  if  they  fee  convenient,  at  any  time  before  fuch  child 
be  difcharged,  may  order  fuch  child  to  be  placed  out  as  a 
fervant  or  apprentice  to  any  perfon  within  their  jurifdictfon, 
who  is  willing  to  take  fuch  child,  till  fuch  child  (hall  be  of 
the  age  of  21  years,  or  for  a  lefs  time:  and  if  any  offender, 
who  was  found  wandering  with  fuch  child,  mall  be  again 
found  with  the  fame  child  which  was  fo  placed  out,  he  (hall  be 
deemed  an  incorrigible  rogue.

a  pafs,  the  feffions  (hall  order  them  to  «e  detained  and  em- 
ployed in  the  houfe  of  correction,  until  they  can  provide  for 
themfelves,  or  until  the  juftices  in  feffions  can  place  them  in 
fome  lawful  calling,  as  fervants,  apprentices,  foldiers,  mari- 
ners, orotherwife. 

f  >  After  whipping  or  confinement,    the  juftice  may,    if  he-

ration, or  franchifc;  if  not,  he  (hall  deliver  the  faid  perfon  to 
the  con  liable  of  the  fir  ft  town,  parifti,  or  place,  in   the  next

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county,  riding,  divifion,  corporation,  or  franchife;  in  the 
direct  way  to  the  place  whither  he  is  to  be  conveyed,  together 
with  the  pafs  and  duplicate  of  the  examination,  taking  hit  re- 
ceipt for  the  fame.  And  fuch  con  ft  able  mall  without  delay  ap- 
ply to  fomejuftice  in  the  fame  county  or  divifion,  who  wall

And  if  he  ihall  not  convey,  or  caufe  to  be  conveyed,  fuch  va- 
grants, or  not  deliver  them  to  the  proper  perfon ;  or  if  any 
conftable  ihall  rcfufe  to  receive  any  fuch  perfon,  or  to  give  fuch 
receipt,  he  ihall  forfeit  20I.  by  diftrefs  and  fale,  by  warrant  of 
the  juftices  in  feffions,  where  the  offence  ihall  be  committed ; 
half  to  the  informer,  and  half  to  the  treafurer,  to  be  applied 
by  him  as  part  of  the  public  flock ;  returning  the  overplus  upon 
demand,  charges  of  diftrefs  being  firft  fatisficd. 

The  parifh  or  place  to  which  any  rogue,  vagabond,  or  in-  W- 
corrigible  rogue  mall  be  conveyed,  ihall  employ  in  work  or 
place  in  fome  work  houfe  or  alnnhoufe,  the  perfon  fo  conveyed, 
until  he  ihall  betake  himfelf  to  fome  fcrvice  or  other  employ- 
ment :  and  if  he  ihall  refufe  to  work,  or  not  betake  himfelf  to 
fome  fervice  or  other  employment,  the  overfeers  may  caufe

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him  to  be  carried  to  Come  juflice  to  be  Tent  to  the  houfe  of  cor? 
rection,  there  to  be  kept  to  hard  labour.  ,  .  \\ 

G.  %.e.  5.  But  if  the  churchwarden  or  other  perfon,  who  fhall  receive 
any  perfon  fo  fent,  fhall  think  the  examination  to  be  falfe,  he 
may  carry  the  perfon  fo  fent  before  a  juflice,  who,  if  he  fee ' 
caufe,  may  commit  fuch  perfon  to  the  houfe  of  correction  till

by  order  of  two  ju  It  ices,  directed  to  the  churchwardens  tod' 
overfeers  for  that  purpofc. 

If  any  perfon  (hall  knowingly  permit  any  rogue,  vagabond, 
or  incorrigible  rogue,  to  lodge  or  take  (belter  in  his  houfe, 
barn,  or  other  outhoufe  or  building,  and  fhall  not  apprehend 
and  carry  him  before  a  juflice,  or  give  notice  to  the  conftatfle 
fo  to  do;  and  (hall  be  convicted  thereof  by  confeflion,  oroauY 
of  one  witnefs,  before  one  juflice,  he  (hall  forfeit  not  ex- 
ceeding 40s.  nor  lefs  than  10s.  half  to  the  informer,  tnt 
half  to  the  poor,  by  diftrefs  and  fale;  and  if  any  charge  fluff 
be  brought  on  any  parifh  or  place,  by  means  of  fuch  offence, 
the  fame  Hi  all  be  anfwercd  to  the  faid  parilh  or  place  by  faca 
offender,  and  be  levied  by  diflrefs  and  fale  of  his  goods  « 
aforefaid:  and  if  fuflicient  diflrefs  cannot  be  found,  fuch  of- 
fender fhall  be  committed  to  the  houfe  of  correction  by  thejuf- 
tice,  for  any  time  not  exceeding  one  month. 

Where  any  vagrant  woman  fhall  be  delivered  of  a  child  or 
r  children,  and  become  chargeable,  the  churchwardens  or  orer- 

(Vcrs  may  detain  fuch  woman  in  their  cullody  until  they  CM 
fafely  convey  her  to  a  jullicc;  who  fhall  examine  her,  and 
commit  her  to  the  houfe  of  correction  until  the  next  fcflioiis ; 
who  in  ay,  if  they  fee  convenient,  order  her  to  be  publicist 
whipped,  and  detained  in  the  houfe  of  correction  for  any  fur- 
ther time  not  exceeding  fix  months. — And  upon  application  by 
the  churchwardens  and  r.yerfeers  of  the  place  where  fhe  was  !o 
delivered,  the  juilices  at  fuch  feffions  (hall  order  the  treafurer 
to  pay  them  fuch  a  Aim,  as  fhall  be  adjudged  a  reafoiubic  U- 
ti*f<*.ciion  for  the  charges  fuch  place- has  been  put  toonfuofc 
worn. 1:1'?  account. — And  if  inch  woman  fhall  be  detained  and

Aod  that  it  may  appear,  that  the  overfeers  have  done  what  jfom,  Aru 
waa  incumbent  upon  them,  in  order  to  avoid  foch  fettlement*  *£f '**• 
it  mm  requisite'  for  the  juftice  (as  he  ought  to  do  in  all  other 
cafes  wherein  he  adeth  as  judge)  to  make  a. record  of  the 
whole  proceedings  before  him ;  which  record  fas  it  feemerh) 
will  be  the  proper  evidence  in  fuch  cafe,  if  the  fettlement  (hall 
afterwards  be  contended. 

If  any  con  liable,  or  other  officer,  (hall  be  defedive  in  his  17  G.t*a  5* 
duty*  in  any  cafe  for  which  no  puniihment  is  herein  before 
partkularly.provided ;  or  if  any  perfon  (hall  hinder  the  exe- 
cution of  this  ad,  and  (hall  be  thereof  convided,  on  oath  of 
one  witnefs,  before  one  juftice,  he  (hall  forfeit  not  exceeding 
5L  nor  under  10s.  to  the  poor  bydiftrefs;  and,  iffufficient 
diftrefs  cannot  be  found,  (hall  be  committed  to  the  houfe  of 
corredion  to  be  kept  to  hard  labour,  not  exceeding  two 
months. 

To  defray  the  expences  of  apprehending,  conveying,  and  U. 
maintaining  rogues,  vagabonds,  and  incorrigible  rogues,  and 
defraying  all  other  expences  neceflary  for  the  execution  of  this 
ad,  not  herein  before  provided  for,  the  ju  dices  in  feffions  may 
caufc  foch  fums  as  (hall  be  neceflary,  to  be  raifed  in  the  fame 
manner  as  the  general  county  rate. 

Any  perfon  aggrieved  by  the  ad  of  any  juftice  out  of  feffions,  ML 
bi  or  concerning  the  execution  of  this  ad,  may  appeal  to  the 
mext  general  or  quarter  feffions  of  the  connty,  riding,  liberty, 
or  divifion,   giving  reafonable  notice  thereof)   whofe  order 
thereupon  (hall  be  final. 

This  ad,  after  a  recital  of  6  G.  1,  e.  19,  empowers  juftices  %jg.  J.r.  it. 
to  commit  thofe  vagrants,  and  other  perfons  charged  with  fmal) 
offences,  either  to  the  common  gaol,  or  to  any  houfe  of  cor* 
redion,  within  their  refpedivejurifdidions,  as  to  fuch  jolt  ices 
ftall  fcem  mod  proper,  whom  by  any  law  now  in  force,  or  here- 
after to  be  made,  they  are,  or  (hall  be  authorised  to  commit  to 
the  common  gaol. 

Warrant* 

IP  a  juftice  fee  a  felony  or  other  breach  of  the  peace  com-  »  fc»  H.  86. 
mitted  in  his  pretence,  he  may  in  his  own  perfon  appro- 
head  the  felon ;  and  (b  he  may  by  word  command  any  perfofi 
to  apprehend  him,  and  fuch  command  is  a  good  warrant  with*. 
out  writing :  but  if  the  fame  be  done  in  his  abfence,  then  bo 
faat  iffue  his  warrant  in  writing. 

There  teems  to  be  no  doubt,  but  that  a  warrant  may  be  law.  2  Hem*    • 
frilly  granted  by  any  juftice,  for  treafon,  felony*  or  prttmu- 
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nire,  or  any  other  offence  again  ft  the  peace:  AHb  h  feeais 
clear,  that  wherever  a  ftatute  gives  to  any  one  juftice  a  j«rit- 
di&ion  over  any  oiFence,  or  a  power  to  require  any  perfon  to 
do  a  certain  thing  ordained  by  fuch  ftatute,  it  by  implication 
gives  a  power  to  every  fuch  juftice  to  make  oat  a  warrant  to 
bring  before  him  any  perfon  accufed  of  fuch  offence,  or  com- 
pellable to  do  the  thing  ordained  by  fuch  ftatute ;  for  it  cannot 
but  be  intended,  that  a  ftatute  giving  a  perfon  jurifdiftion 
over  an  offence,  doth  mean  alfo  to  give  him  the  power  inci- 
dent to  all  courts  of  compelling  the  party  to  come  before  him. 

Bum,  in  locum.  fiut  in  cafes  where  the  king  is  no  party,  or  where  no  cur* 
poral  punifhment  is  appointed,  as  in  cafes  for  fervanu'  wages, 
and  the  like,  it  feemeth  that  a  fummons  is  the  more  proper 
procefs:  and  for  default  of  appearance  the  juftice  may  pro- 
ceed ;  and  fo  indeed  oftentimes  it  is  directed  by  fpecial  fta- 
tutes. 

i  H.  H.  582.  It  is  convenient,   though  not  always  neceflary,   that  the 

i  J/.  H.  in.  party  who  demands  the  warrant  be  firft  examined  on  oath, 
touching  the  whole  matter  whereupon  the  warrant  is  de- 
manded, and  that  examination  put  in  writing.

warrants  of  fuch  juiticcor  juilices:  provided!  that  fack  jqAiC* 
or  jultices  be  perfonally  reiident  in  one  of  the  faid  cooMiffc 
at  the  time  of  doing  fuch  alt  or  adts :  and  provided*  that  ifcr 
warrants,  orders,  or  directions,  fo  to  be  given  aad  graaoi, 
be  directed  and  given  in  the  firft  in  It  a  nee  to  the  con  ft  able,  or 
other  officer  of  the  county  to  which  the  fame  more  panic  eUriy 
relate. 
G.  3.  c.  49.  It  (hall  be  lawful  for  any  con  ft  able,  or  other  peace  office* 
to  convey  and  take  any  pcrfon  or  per  ions  apprehended  or 
taken  into  cuitody,  to  any  julticc  or  juftices  of  the  peace  aeV 
ing  for  the  faid  county,  and  refident  in  fuch  adjoining  cowMf 
as  aforefaid  ;  and  in  all  cafes,  fo  to  alt  as  if  the  faid  juJiioMr 
juftices  of  the  peace  was  or  were  refident  within  the  £ui 
county  10  which  they  refpedtively  belong. 

Sheriffs,  and  their  officers,  may  convey  offender!  thraifk 
adjoining  counties,  to  the  gaol  of  the  county  wherein,  the  4fr 
fence  was  committed. 

Jultices  for  counties  at  large  may  alt  within  any  city  being 
a  county  of  itfelf,  fit u ate  therein  or  adjoining  to  fuch  coanti: 
provided  always,  that  nothing  in  this  act  (hall  extend  to  gpft 
power  to  the  juftices  of  the  peace  for  any  county  at  large,  net 
being  juftices  for  fuch  city,  town,  or  other  precinct,  or  aay 
con  liable  or  ether  officer  acting  under  them,  to  alt  or  inter- 
meddle in  any  matters  or  things  arifing  within  any  fuch  riqr, 
town,  or  precinct,  in  any  manner  whatfoever.

allowances  to  the  clerks  of  the  general  and  fub-divifion  meet- 
ings;  1.  e.  to  the  clerk  of  the  general  meetings,  at  the  rate  of 

51.  cs.  for  each  meeting  ;  and  to  the  feveral  clerks  of  the  fub- 
ivifion  meetings,  at  the  rate  of  il.  is.  for  each  meeting;  and 
pay  for  cloathing  of  fcrj cants  and  drummers,  at  the  rate  of 
3!.  10s.  for  each  fer j cant,  and  2I.  for  each  drummer,  with 
the  addition  of  1 1,  for  each  ferjeant- major,  and  each  drum- 
major,  and  at  the  rate  of  zl.  for  each  corporal,  where  fuch 
ferjeants,  drummers,  ferjeant- majors,  drum- majors,  and  cor- 
porals, have  not  been  cloaihed  within  two  fears;  and,  with 
refpetl  to  the  private  militia  men,  where  the  militia  hath  not 
been  cloathed  within  three  years,  at  the  rate  of  il.  12s.  for 
each  private  man. 

The  money  is  to  be  paid  by  the  receiver-general  of  the  land  %%  G.  3.  r. 
tax,  to  the  clerk  of  the  regiment  or  battalion,  upon  pro- 
ducing the  warrant  of  his  appointment;  and  for  independent 
companies  to  the  refpedive  captains,  or  to  their  order ;  ac- 
cording to  the  eftablifhment  laid  down  in  the  militia  aft  26 
G*§.

BY  the  aft  ij  G.  y  it  was  enacted,  That  in  cmjeanydif- 
pute  Jhould arife  between  any  perfons  pledging  or  redeeming,  w 
offering  to  redeem,  any  goods,  and  the  pawnbroker,  re/peSingthe 
re-delivery  thereof,  or  the  money  to  he  paid  to  fuck  pawnbroker, 
every  fuch  difpute,  in  cafe  the  original  Jum  lent  was  under  40  fil- 
lings, (hould  be  fettled  and  determined  by  any  juftice  of  the  peon 
acting  for  the  rejpeclive  county,  riding,  divifion,  city,  town,  fi» 
berty,  or  place,  who  <was  thereby  autborifed  and  required  by  examb 
nation  on  oath  or  affirmation,  of  the  parties  t  he  mf elves,  and  fink

fix  months,  and  to  be  within  the  fpace  of  four  months*,  to  be 
specified  in  the  faid  licence.  Only  one  licence  (hall  be  in  ufe  at 
the  fame  time  within  the  jurifdiftion  fo  given,  and  fuch  place 
not  to  be  within  20  miles  of  London,  Weftminfter,  or  Edin-

All  ounce  or  nun's  thread  manufaftured  in  Great  Britain, 
iha.ll  be  made  up  in  hanks,  ounces,  quarters,  and  pounds, 
avoirdupoife  weight,  each  hank  containing  30  threads  or 
rounds  of  the  faid  reel  of  one  yard  or  36  inches  in  circumfe- 
rence,'of  the  fame  quality  and  finenefs ;  and  each  ounce  cod- 
taining  a  particular  number  of  fuch  hanks  entire,  of  the  fame 
quality  and  fineness,  and  no  fractions*  or  broken  parts  of  1

packer,  or  the  perfon  who  (hall  give  fucb  information,  (hall 
not  be  liable  to  the  penalties  aforefaid,  and  (hall  be  entitled 
to  the  wool,  or  other  woollen  articles  fo  fent  to  be  packed, 
jract  the  perfon  directing  fuch  wool,  or  woollen  articles,  to  be 
packed,  (hall,  on  conviction  for  the  fame,  be  liable  to  the 
pains  and  penalties  to  be  inflicted  on  exporters  of  wool. 

Wharfingers  are  to  enter  into  bond  not  illegally  to  (hip 
wool,  and  to  keep  an  account  of  wool  by  them  received  and 
delivered  ;  a  copy  of  which  account  (hall  be  delivered  to  the 
principal  officers  of  the  cuftoms,  at  the  port  at  which  fuch 
wharfinger  (hall  refide,  at  the  end  of  every  fix  months,  and 
oftener  if  the  fame  (hall  be  required  by  fuch  officer  ;  and  if 
any  wharfinger  (hall  refufe  to  enter  into  fuch  bond,  he  (hall  for- 
felt  and  pay  the  fum  of  200I.  to  the  perfon  who  (hall  fue  for 
the  fame ;  and  if  he  (hall  keep  or  deliver  a  falfe  account,  he 
(hall,  for  every  fuch  offence,  forfeit  the  fum  of  50L  to  be 
paid  to  the  perfon  who  (hall  fue  for  the  fame  ;  and  if  he  (hall 
Knowingly  permit  any  wool  to  be  put  on  board  any  veflel, 
otherwise  than  according  to  the  directions  of  this  act,  he  and 
every  perfon  affifting  therein,  (hall  on  conviction  be  liable  to 
the  pains  and  penalties  enacted  again  ft  the  exporters  of  wool ; 
and  every  informer  (hall  be  entitled  to  the  fum  of  40I.  to  be 
paid  by  the  commiffioners  of  his  majefty's  cuftoms  immedi- 
ately after  fuch  conviction. 

Wharfingers  are  to  give  an  account  to  the  proper  officer  of 
the  quantity  of  wool  received,  on  penalty  of  iol. 

If  wool,  &c.  be  not  (hipped  to  be  carried  coaftwife,  ac- 
cording to  this  act,  it  (hall  be  forfeited,  with  the  veflel. 

No  perfon,  except  an  officer  of  the  cuftoms,  excife,  or  fait 
duties,  and  commanders  of  king's  (hips,  (hall  feizefheep,  &c. 
without  a  conftable,  or  other  officer  of  the  peace,  who  is  here- 
by required,  on  application,  immediately  to  attend  the  per- 
fon or  perfops  applying  for  fuch  affiftance.  And  if  any  con- 
ftable or  other  officer  0?  the  peace,  or  if  any  officer  of  his  ma- 
jefty's cuftoms,  excife,  or  fait  duties,  upon  application  made, 
(hall  neglect  or  refufe  to  attend  any  perfon  or  perfons  who 
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(hall  make  fuch  application,  or  fhall  neglect  his  doty  in  the 
.premifes,  every  fuch  conftable,  or  other  officer,  fhnU  forfeit 
for  every  fuch  offence  the  fum  of  twenty  pounds,  one  moiety, 
after  deducting  the  cods  to  the  pcrfon  fuing  for  the  fame,  and 
the  other  to  the  ufe  of  the  poor  of  the  parilh  where  the  offence 
(hall  have  been  committed. 
G*.  ?.  c.  38.  If  any  perfon,  putting  this  aft  in  execution,  (hall  be  hin- 
dered, or  oppofed,  in  feizing  or  attempting  to  feize  any  fheep, 
wool,  &c.  the  perfon  who  lhall  fo  hinder  or  oppofe,  being 
armed  or  difguifed,  fhall,  by  order  of  the  court  before  whom 
fuch  offender  fhall  be  con vi died,  be  tranfported  beyond  tie 
feas,  not  exceeding  feven  years. 

If  any  perfon  fhall  offer  a  bribe,  to  any  officer  or  other  per- 
fon  to  connive  at  the  exportation  or  concealment  of  fheep, 
wool,  or  other  articles,  every  perfon  fo  offending  fhall  forfeit 
the  fum  of  three  hundred  pounds,  to  be  applied  to  the  ufe  of 
the  informer,  by  action  of  debt,  bill,  plaint,  or  information, 
in  any  of  his  majefty's  courts  of  record  at  Weftminfter,  wherein 
no  effoin,  protection,  or  wager  of  law,  or  more  than  one  im- 
parlance, fhall  be  allowed. 

'  Profecutions  may  be  commenced  in  any  court  of  record  *t 
Weftminfter,  &c.  or  at  the  quarter  feffions  of  the  peace,  or 
before  any  two  juftices  of  the  peace  for  any  county,  city,  or 
place  in  this  kingdom,  in  a  fummary  way,  at  the  ele&ion  of 
the  feizer  or  informer  ;  but  no  profecution  or  information  fhall 
be  had,  or  proceeded  upon,  before  any  twofuch  juftices  of  the 
peace  in  a  fummary  way,  where  the  penalty,  or  forfeiture fhtll 
exceed y  the  fum  of  two  hundred  pounds. 

The  juftices  at  any  general  quarter  feffions  of  the  peace,  and 
alfo  fuch  aforcfaid  two  juftices,  are  im  powered  and  required  to 
order  all  forfeited  mips  veifels,  goods,  carriages,  and  cattk, 
to  he  publickly  fold  to  the  higheft  bidder,  at  fuch  time  and 
plan1  as  they  fhall  think  proper. 

'i'h:  penalties,  except  the  penalties  of  the  bonds,  are  to  be 
applied,  half  to  the  informer  and  half  to  the  otKcer  affiflingin 
making  the  leisure*,  or  to  the  officers  only,  if  no  informatics 
was  made. 

Pcrfcns  exporting  fheep,  &c.  may  be  carried  before  any 
neighbouring  juilice,  who  may  commit  them  to  gaol,  till  the 
next  general  quarter  fellions  of  the  peace,  there  to  be  tried  and 
dealt  with  as  by  this  not  i;;  directed. 

The  officer  who  lhall  convey  any  offender  before  anv  jufti:? 
of  the  pc:icc  as  afojvfaid  fii:«.W,  in  cuie  fuch  offender  'fhall  fas 
conmuit^d  10  prifon,  enter  into  recognizance  before  fuch  iuf- 
tice,  in  the  fum  of  forty  pound?,  to  appear  at  fuch  genera! 
quarter  fe:i:ous  of  the  peace,  and  to  piofecute  the  perfon  fo 
committed. 

If  it  fhall  appear  to  the  juiiiees  before  whom  any  offender 
ftul!  be  convicted,  that  fuch  offender  h.uh  not  goods  cr  ch.v- 
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tels  fufficient  to  anfwer  the  penalties  recovered,  the  juftices  who 
Jhall  have  convicted  fuch  offender  or  offenders,  or  any  other 
two  juftices  of  the  fame  county,  divifion,  borough,  town,  or 
place,  fhall  commit  every  fuch  offender  to  the  common  gaol  or 
fioufeof  correction  for  any  time  not  exceeding  three  calendar 
months,  unlefs  the  whole  of  fuch  penalty  or  penalties  (ball  bo 
fooner  paid. 

But  if  any  offender,  before  his  actual  commitment,  fhall  pro*  »8  G.  3.  c. 
core  two  fufficient  fureties  for  the  payment  of  the  penalties  by 
him  incurred,  with  the  charges,  within  the  fpaceof  14  days, 
exclofive  of  the  day  of  conviction,  fuch  juftices  may  accept  fuch 
fecurity,  and  upon  non-payment  thereof,  the  fame  or  any 
other  two  juftices  of  the  peace  for  the  fame  county,  divifion, 
or  place,  may  caufe  the  party  convicted,  and  his  fureties,  to 
be  apprehended  by  warrant  or  warrants  under  his  or  their  hands 
and  feals,  and  them,  and  each  and  every  of  them,  may  com- 
mit to  the  common  gaol  or  houfe  of  correction,  for  fuch  fpace 
of  time  as  the  party  convicted  was  fubject  and  liable  to  have 
been  imprifoned,  in  cafe  no  fuch  fecurity  had  been  given,  un- 
lefs fuch  penalty  and  charges  (hall  befooner  paid. 

Appeals  from  juftices  may  be  made  to  the  quarter  feffionson 
giving  notice  of  fuch  appeal  within  14  days  after  the  convic- 
tion, and  on  two  fureties  entering  into  recognizances,  to  ap- 
pear and  profecute  fuch  appeal;  and  in  cafe  fuch  judgment. 
Or  conviction,  fo  appealed  againft,  fhall  be  affirmed,  the  party 
4b appealing  fhall  pay  unto  the  informer  or  informers  double 
colli,  to  be  ascertained  by  the  order  of  the  fame  court ;  and  if 
the  appellant  pay  the  penalty,  or  be  in  prifon,  he  may  enter 
into  recognizances  without  fureties. 

Juftices  may  fummon  witnefTes;  and  the  perfons  fo  fum- 
moned  fhall  appear  at  the  time  and  place  fpecified,  and  fubmit 
in  all  things  to  be  examined  as  witnefTes  in  the  premifes. 

Actions  and  informations  fhall  be  tried  by  a  jury  of  free- 
holders of  a  different  county  from  that  wherein  the  fact  was 
committed. 

No  peribn  fhall  be  liable  to  be  pro  fee  u  ted  for  any  offence 
againft  this  ad,  unlefs  fuch  profecution  fhall  be  commenced 
within  the  fpace  of  three  years. 

The  firft  three  perfons  concerned  in  exporting  fheep,  ice 
pot  being  the  owners,  who  fhall  inform  thereof,  fhall  be  ex- 
empted from  penalties. 

If  any  owner  of  a  veffel,  or  any  perfon  aiding  or  affifting  in 
loading  any  veflel,  knowing  of  fuch  exportation  of  fheep,  wool, 
or  of  any  of  the  articles  before  enumerated,  fhall,  within  three 
months  after  the  knowledge  thereof,  or  after  his  return  into 
the  kingdom  of  Great- Britain,  give  the  fir  ft  information 
thereof  before  any  of  the  barons  of  the  court  of  Exchequer,  or 
before  the  head  officer  of  any  port  where  he  fhall  firft  arrive,  or 
before  any  juftice  or  juftices  of  the  peace,  upon  his  oath,  of 

the 
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the  number  and  quantity  of  the  faid  articles  fo  carried, 
veyed,  and  tranf ported,  and  by  whom,  where,  and  in  what 
(hiporveflel,  and  (hall  enter  into  recognizance,  before  an  yja£ 
tice  of  the  peace,  in  the  Aim  of  forty  pounds,  per  fon  ally  toap* 
pear  and  give  evidence  of  the  fame,  fnch  perfon  or  perfons  6 
aiding  or  affifting  therein,  (hall  not  be  liable  to  any  of  the  pe- 
nalties or  forfeitures  in  this  aft  contained  for  the  offence  afore- 
faid,  but  (hall  be  enabled  to  receive  fuch  benefit  as  is  appointed 
to  be  received  by  this  ad  on  conviction  of  fuch  offenders. 
%%G.$.e.  38,  The  penalty  impofed  by  former  ads,  viz.  23  Hen.  riii. 
r.  17,  and  13  Elix.  c.  25,  on  deceitful  winding  of  wool,  ii 
by  this  ad,  increafed  to  2s.  per  fleece,  the  whole  to  be  to  the 
prover  thereof.  Offences  again  ft  thofc  ads  may  be  deter* 
mined  by  a  j  aft  ice  in  a  fummary  way.  The  perfon  or  peribu 
again  ft  whom  any  fuch  information  (hall  be  laid,  to  be  fun- 
moncd  at  a  certain  time  and  place  to  be  fixed  by  fnch  j  office, 
who  is  hereby  authorifed,  and  required,  upon  the  appearance 
or  default  of  fuch  perfon  or  perfons,  to  examine  into  and  gift 
judgement  in  the  premifes. 

Complaints  for  deceitful  winding  of  wool  are  to  be  dif- 
charged  by  fuch  j  11  ft  ice,  if  there  appears  no  intention  to  de- 
fraud. The  aforefaid  penalty,  if  not  paid  in  fix  days,  (haU 
be  levied   by  diftrefs. 

Perfons  complained  of  for  felling  wool  deceitfully  wound, 
may,  if  it  was  done  without  their  privity,  require  the  appear- 
ance  of  the  party  that  fo  wound  it,  before  a  juftice,  who  is  to 
determine  the  matter,  &c.  and  if  it  (hall  appear  to  the  laid 
juftice,  that  the  wool  complained  of  had  been  actoally  would 
falfely  by  the  perfon  charged  by  the  feller  thereof,  without 
the  knowledge,  or  confent  of  the  feller ;  in  erery  fuch  cafe, 
the  perfon  who  had  actually  wound  or  folded  fuch  wool  (and 
not  the  feller  thereof)  (hall  be  fubjed  and  liable  to  the  pe- 
nalties; but  if  it  fhall  appear  otherwife  to  fuch  juftice,  or  i: 
it  (hail  appear  and  be  determined  otherwife  upon  the  hearing 
of  the  appeal,  the  feller  of  the  wool  (hall  be  fubjed  to  fuch  pe- 
nalties, as  aforefaid;  and  in  cafe  of  nonpayment  by  ths 
perfon  who  (hall  have  been  convided  of  having  adually, 
falfely  and  deceitfully  wound  or  folded  fuch  wool,  every  fuca 
perfon  (hall  be  committed  to  the  common  gaol  or  houfe  of 
corredion,  for  any  time  not  exceeding  three  calendar  months, 
nor  l»?fs  than  twenty-one  days,  unlefs  the  penalty  and  coils  (if 
any)  (hall  be  fooner  paid  and  fatisficd. 

Perfon  a  aggrieved  by  the  judgment  of  any  fuch  juftice  of 
the  peace,  may  appeal  to  th^  next  general  or  quarter  feSans 
of  the  peace  to  be  held  for  the  divifion,  in  or  for  which  fach 
juftice  Hull  have  aded,  fuch  perfon  or  perfons  giving,  within 
live  days  then  next  after  fuch  convidion,  notice  in  writing 
to  the  refpondent  in  fuch  appeal,  and  entering   into  rccogri- 
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ftance  before  the  faid  joftice  or  juftices  of  the  peace,  to  appeal 
aad  profecute  foch  appeal  at  the  faid  general  or  quarter  fef- 
Jions,  and  abide  by  the  order  of  the  laid  court,  and  to  pay 
fuch  coils  and  charges,  as  (hall  appear  juft  and  reafonable  to 
the  faid  jlftices. 

5f , 
at  the  quarter  iefiions  may  adminifter  to  perfons  properly  qua- 
lified to  be  fworn  winders  of  wool,  the  following  oath,  which

/  A.  B.  do /wear,  That  I  will  truly  andju/tly,  without  de- 
ceit, wind  and  fold  all  and  Jtngular  the  wool  which  J  Jhall  take 
upon  tm  to  'wind  and /old,  without  having  or  putting  any  clay, 
Mad,  /tones,  /and,  tails,  deceitful  locks,  lambs  wool,  or  any  other 
thing,  wberehy  the  fleece  may  be  made  more  weighty,  to  the  deceit 
And  lo/  0/ the  buyer  j  *nd  that.  I  will  not  u/e  any  other  deceit, 
craft,  guile,  or/raud,  in  the  winding  or  folding  of  any  fuch  a/orc- 
faid  wool.  So  help  me  GOD. 

But  perfons  not  fo  fworn  may  be  employed. — No  profecution 
fhall  be  commenced  for  offences  prior  to  May  1,  1788,  again  ft 
the  laws  refpe&ing  the  exportation  of  live  (heep,  &c.  but  the 
penalties,  forfeitures,  (hall  be  wholly  pardoned  and  releafcd. — 
His  Majefty's  (hare  of  fines  now  due,  or  which  may  become 
due  in  profecutions  now  pending,  (hall  be  remitted,  and  arc- 
Terfal  of  outlawry  may  be  applied  for. 

In  adions  brought  by  perfons  claiming  the  benefit  of  this 
M&  again  ft  officers,  Arc.  for  any  thing  done  in  regard  to  mat- 
ters hereby  difcharged,  they  may  plead  the  general  iflue. 

This  acl  is  not  to  extend  to  the  difcharge  of  any  feijftre  of 
wool,  Sec.  or  any  profecution  now  depending,  in  refpelt 
to  fuch  parts  of  fines  as  belong  to  the  informer;  but  fuch 
fuits  may  be  proceeded  on. 

In  cafe  any  aclion,  fuit,  or  information  (hall  be  brought, 
on  account  of  the  feizure  of  any  vcflel,  carriage,  horfe,  &c. 
or  .of  any  (heep,  wool,  or  woollen  yarn,  fullers  earth,  Sec.  as 
illegally  carried  or  exported,  or  intended  fo.  to  be,  or  for  any 
thing  done  by  virtue  of  this  aft,  fuch  actions  (hall  be  com- 
menced within  fix  months  after  the  fa&  committed,  and  not 
afterwards,  and  (hall  be  laid  in  the  proper  county  where  the 
fa&  was  done  or  committed. 

If  in  any  action  for  a  feizure  a  verdift  be  found  for  the 
claimer,  he  (hall  not  be  entitled  to  cofts,  if  the  court  or  judge 
before  whom  fuch  action  or  profecution  (hall  be  tried,  (hall  cer- 
tify on  the  faid  record,  that  there  was  a  probable  caufe  for 
fuch  feizure.
